Of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Commons  of  Ireland 
from  1634  to  1666. 

SECTION  I. 

THE  firft  feffion,  which  was  held  by  CHAP. 

lord  Strafford,  began  on  the  14th  of 
July,  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  thirty-  l634* 
four.  When  the  lords  and  commons  had 
proceeded  to  Saint  Patrick’s  church,  in  a 
very  pompous  proceffion,  with  the  lord  de-

puty,  the  judges,  and  a large  military  efcort*, 
they  returned  to  their  refpedtive  rooms  in 
the  Cattle  ; and  on  the  next  day,  after  the 
lord  deputy  had  made  a fpeech,  which  is  not 
entered  in  the  journals,  they  made  choice 
of  Mr.  Catelyne,  the  recorder  of  Dublin,  for 
their  fpeaker ; who  was  prefented,  and  ap- 
proved, on  the  following  day,  by  the  lord 
deputy. 

On  the  17th,  committees  for  privileges 
were  appointed  to  meet  on  Fridays  in  the 
Court  of  Chancery  at  two  o’clock  ; and 
after  a debate  whether  they  fhould  firft 
decide  upon  the  legality  of  ele&ions,  or  pro- 
ceed to  read,  bills,  it  was  decided  for  the  lat- 
ter propofition  by  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine  to  one  hundred  and  feven  voices. 

On  the  19th,  Sir  Thomas  Bramfton  was 
ordered  upon  a queftion  to  be  expelled,  as 
he  was  fovereign  of  Belfaft,  for  which 
place  he  had  been  returned  ; and  he  was 
required  to  make  reftitution  of  fixteen

On  the  23d  of  July,  a bill  that  this  par- 
liament fhould  not  terminate  by  the  royal 
aflent  received  a firft  reading. 

This  meafure  has  been  explained  in  the 
account  of  the  lords’  proceedings')',  and  ori- 
ginated from  a change  in  the  old  method  of 
palling  laws  in  both  kingdoms  ; but  at  what 
precife  period  this  change  was  made  in  le- 
giflation  in  either  kingdom,  I have  not  yet 
been  able  to  difcover. 

On  the  29th,  the  lords  propofed  a con- 
ference for  appointing  the  time  of  the  meet- 
ing of  the  next  parliament,  and  for  an 
humble  recommendation  to  the  lord  deputy 
for  that  purpofe.

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CHAP.  On  the  31ft,  fir  William  Reeves,  attor- 
ney-general,  defired  admittance;  and  ac- 
l634-  quainted  the  houfe,  that  the  towns  of  Fower* 
Clonmynes,  Taghmon,  and  Bannow,  had 
fent  members,  though  there  were  no  char- 
ters on  record  whereby  they  were  fo  privi- 
leged ; and  thefe  burgeffes  were  ordered  to 
attend  in  the  Exchequer  chamber,  and  to 
£hew  by  what  right  they  were  returned  to 
ferve  in  parliament. 

During  the  fhort  time  that  the  Chief 
Baron  Gilbert  prefided  in  the  Exchequer  in 
Ireland,  before  he  was  removed  to  a fimilar 
fituation  in  England,  he  feems  to  have  made 
very  accurate  inquiries  into  the  early  ftate  of 
the  Iriih  representation : but  though  his 
works  were  publiftied  after  his  death,  and 
feem  to  want  the  finifiiing  hand  of  the  au- 
thor, yet  the  following  account  throws 
great  light  upon  the  fubjedh 

cs  In  Ireland,  the  pale  * depending  on  the 
king,  the  clergy  feemed  to  have  complied 

with

with  the  model  of  Edward  I.  in  fending 
prodtors  to  parliament ; and  the  arch- 
bifhops  and  bifhops,  and  mitred  abbots,  fat 
in  the  upper  houfe,  and  the  prodtors  in  the 
lower  houfe.  Hence  by  the  36th  of  Henry 
VI.  c.  1.  it  appears  that  they  made  a law, 
that  beneficed  parfons  ihoukl  forfeit  their 
benefices  if  they  were  abfent  without  leave; 
which  fort  of  regulation  was  made  in  England 
by  ecclefiaftical  authority  before  the  fubmif- 
fion  of  the  clergy  in  the  25th  year  of  Henry 
VIII.  So  that  the  parliamentary  eftablifhment 
in  Ireland  in  relation  to  the  clergy,  differed 
from  that  of  England,  for  this  reafon  ; that 
Edward  the  firll:  projedted  the  reprefenta- 
lives  of  the  clergy  in  proportion  to  the  num- 
ber of  the  temporal  body,  and  becaufe  there 
were  many  corporations  that  held  on  bur- 
gage tenure  in  England,  therefore  the 
deans,  archbifhops,  and  prodlors  of  chap- 
ters, were  let  in,  to  make  an  equivalent 

called  the  pale . The  five  counties  were,  Dublin, 
Kildare,  Lowth,  and  Meath  ; afterwards  divided  into 
Eaft  and  Weft  Meath  in  one  thoufand  five  hundred 
and  forty-three;  by  an  act  of  the  34th  year  of  that  king.

only  reprefentatives  of  Jhires  ; for  the 

i634*  burghs  did  not  arife  from  burgage  tenures 
as  in  England,  but  from  conceffions  of  the 
king  to  fend  members,  which  were  eredted 
in  later  times,  when,  by  fecuring  an  in- 
tereft  in  fuch  towns,  proper  reprefentatives 
to  ferve  the  turn  of  the  court  were  fent  to 
parliament  : but  the  ancient  members  being 
only  for  the  fhires,  the  prodtors  were  chofen 
from  the  county  to  anfwer  them  in  num- 
bers. 


“ By  the  28th  of  Henry  VIII.  c.  12. 
the  prodtors  of  the  clergy  were  excluded 
from  any  feat  in  the  lower  houfe  of  parlia- 
ment : but  as  the  prodtors  came  from  all 
parts  of  the  kingdom,  fo  they  aflembled  in 
convocation  in  one  fynod,  where  the  parli- 
ament was  held,  and  did  not  form  four  dif- 
tindt fynodical  meetings  in  the  four  diftindt 
provinces,  as  they  did  in  the  two  diftindt 
provinces  in  England,  but  made  one  na- 
tional fynod  under  the  Frimate.”

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On  the  2d  of  Auguft,  it  was  ordered  that  AP. 
fir  Barnaby  Bryan  fhould  have  leave  of  the  u— v— -j 
houfe  to  go  to  England  ; but  that  if  he  did  l634* 
not  return  within  one  week  after  the  next 
feffion  of  parliament,  then,  by  his  own  con- 
fent,  a writ  fhould  ifliie  for  a new  election  ; 
which  was  afterwards  accordingly  done 

This  was  the  firft  precedent  of  iffuing  a 
writ  by  a member’s  own  defire,  of  which  fo 
many  inftances  occur  in  the  early  jour- 
nals ; and  it  was  a conftant  pradice  till 
one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  four, 
when,  upon  Mr.  Caulfield,  an  anceftor  of 
lord  Charlemont’s,  defiring  to  vacate  his 
feat  to  travel  for  his  pleafure,  a ftanding  or- 
der was  made,  that  writs  fhould  not  iffue 
any  more  at  the  defire  of  members  to 
choofe  others  in  their  own  places.  This 
jias  been  fince  the  conftant  regulation  ; and 
in  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  feventy- 
nine  this  principle  was  adopted  in  the 
conteft  between  Mr.  Fitzgibbon  (the  pre-

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fent  chancellor)  and  Mr.  Hutchinfon  for 
the  univerfity  of  Dublin,  after  the  ele&ion 
was  voided  the  latter  having  defired  to  va- 
cate his  feat  for  Sligo,  for  which  two  places 
he  had  been  returned,  the  houfe  in  a refe- 
rence to  them  from  the  feleft  committee,  un- 
der the  adoption  of  Mr.  Grenville’s  bill,  and 
upon  a queflion  particularly  and  fully  de- 
bated, gave  it  againft  Mr.  Hutchinfon,  and 
would  not  allow  him  to  vacate  his  feat  for 
Sligo,  that  he  might  be  again  a candidate 
for  the  univerfity  of  Dublin ; and  pro- 
nounced at  the  fame  time  an  obiter  opinion, 
grounded  upon  a decifion  in  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  forty-three,  as  was  then 
faid,  that  feats  were  only  to  be  vacated  by 
death,  by  being  made  a peer,  or  a judge,  or 
taking  holy  orders  in  the  Irifh  parliament. 

# A doctrine  grounded  not  only  upon  the  ancient 
law  of  parliament,  but  alfo  upon  the  Irifh  ftatute  of 
the  28th  of  Henry  VIII.  c.  12.  by  which  the  clergy 
are  inadmifiible.  In  the  cafe  of  Alexander  Newell, 
who  was  a prebendary  of  Weftminfter  in  the  reign  of 
Philip  and  Mary,  and  had  been  returned  for  that  city, 
the  decifion  was  fimilar.  This  is  the  firft  election 
cafe  in  the  journals, — Englrfh  Commons  Journals,  vol.  i.

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This  feffion  fat  only  for  a part  of  two  CHAP, 
fummer  months ; the  fitting  days  in  the  >_  — _j 
commons  were  only  eighteen.  On  the  laft  ,^34- 
day  it  was  ordered  that  the  members  fhould 
have  the  fame  wages  they  had  in  the  laft 
parliament,  viz.  thirteen  fhillings  and  four 
pence  for  counties,  ten  fhillings  for  cities,  and 
fix  fhillings  and  eight  pence  for  boroughs  ; 
and  alfo  that  five  members  then  named 
fhould  confider  fuch  orders  as  were  extant, 
and  report  them  to  the  houfe  next  feffion, 
that  they  might  be  regularly  entered  and 
publifhed  by  the  clerk  of  the  houfe  ; and 
on  this  day  the  parliament  was  prorogued 
to  the  4th  of  November,  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  thirty-four.  The  inftrument 
of  prorogation  is  not  entered  in  the  jour- 
nals. 


In  the  fecond  feffion  of  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  thirty-four,  the  commons  fat 
thirty-one  days,  from  the  4th  of  Novem- 
ber, to  the  24th  cf  December,  when  parlia- 
ment was  prorogued.  On  the  firft  day  a 

writ 
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CHAP.  writ  was  iffued  in  the  room  of  fir  Barnaby 

^ Bryan,  (in  confequence  of  his  abfence  in 

England,  agreeable  to  his  licence  of  the  laft 
ieffion,)  at  his  own  defire  : the  writ  was  to 
iffiie,  provided  he  did  not  return  before  the 
meeting  of  parliament : and  on  the  fame 
day  the  lord  deputy  Wentworth  communi- 
cated an  adt  of  council  for  confining  and 
imprifoning  fir  John  Dungan  and  captain 
Charles  Price  for  words  fpoken  in  parlia- 
ment ; and  alfo  the  obligation  of  the  for- 
mer to  make  an  apology  to  the  latter  at  the 
council  board  ; and  informed  them,  that  he 
was  to  be  conveyed  as  a prifoner,  by  the 
conftable  of  Dublin  Cafile,  to  the  houfe,  and 
there  at  the  bar  to  repeat  his  fubmifiion. 
This  adt  of  council,  figned  by  lord  Went- 
worth and  fix  counfellors,  was  fatis  pro  im - 
perlo  ; and  it  was  entered  in  the  journals 
without  any  comment. 

On  the  nth  of  November  it  was  or- 
dered, that  a committee  of  fixteen  perfons, 
then  named,  fhould  repair  to  the  judges  any 

morning 
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morning  at  the  courts  on  the  inns’  quay,  or  CHAP. 

in  the  afternoon  at  the  council  board,  and  ^ * 

propofe  to  them  fuch  a&s  for  the  good  of 
the  kingdom  as  they  fhould  think  proper. 

This  communication  with  the  judges  is  a 
prefumptive  proof,  that  in  early  times  they 
were  employed  principally  in  framing  a£ts 
of  parliament,  as  was  mentioned  in  the  laft 
chapter. 

On  the  13th  of  November  the  fecond 
precedent  appears  of  a writ  ifllied  at  the  de- 
fire of  a member  in  his  own  room,  in  the 
perfon  of  fir  Henry  Bingham  baronet, 
member  for  Caftlebar,  who  had  been  dan- 
geroufly  hurt  by  a fall  from  his  horfe  ; but 
this  order  was  countermanded  afterwards, 
probably  upon  his  recovery  from  this  acci- 
dent. 

On  the  15th  of  November,  fir  John  Dun- 
gan  having  made  a fubmiffion  and  apology 
for  the  offence  laft  feflion  to  captain  Charles 
Price  at  the  bar,  purfuant  to  an  order  of  the 
council,  the  houfe  forgave  him,  and  deputed 

fix 
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C H A P.  fix  members  to  the  lord  deputy  to  remit  the 
l- punifhment  for  the  offence  to  his  majefty.

A third  inftance  occurs  on  the  17th  of 
November  of  a writ  ifiuing  in  the  room  of 
Thomas  Leake  efq.  at  his  own  defire,  for 
which  no  particular  caufe  was  fpecified  ; 
and  on  the  19th  a fourth  precedent  occurs 
of  a writ  iffuing  in  the  room  of  Henry  Lord 
Maltravers  *,  member  for  Callao,  at  his  own 
defire,  as  he  could  not  attend  the  houfe  from 
his  avocations  in  England. 

On  the  2 1 ft  of  November  a committee 
was  appointed  with  full  power  to  fit  upon 
the  bufinefs  of  a mint. 

On  the  26th  of  November  the  fifth  and 
fixth  inftances  occur  of  writs  iffued  at  the 
particular  defire  of  members  in  their  own 
room,  in  the  perfon  of  fir  Henry  Tichborne, 
and  Arthur  Chichefter  efq.  members  for 
the  counties  of  Tyrone  and  Antrim,  who 
were  licenfed  to  go  to  England,  and  could

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not  return  againft  the  next  feffion  of  par-  C HA P. 
liament.  * — 

On  the  7th  of  December,  a writ  was 
iffued  in  the  room  of  fir  Arthur  Baffet, 
member  for  Bangor,  in  the  county  of  Down, 
at  his  own  defire,  as  he  had  occafion  to  go 
to  England  5 and  on  the  following  day,  for 
the  fame  reafons,  in  the  room  of  Thomas 
Bettefworth  and  William  Kingfmill,  mem- 
bers for  Mallow ; which  laft  is  the  eighth 
inftance  of  a writ  iffuing  in  the  room  of  a 
member  at  his  own  defire. 

On  the  nth  and  12th  of  December,  two 
fimilar  inftances  occur  in  the  perfon  of  Lott 
Price  efq.  member  for  Baltimore,  having 
occafion  to  go  to  England ; and  of  fir  Henry 
Lynch  baronet,  member  for  the  county  of 
Galway,  who  was  fick,  and  wiihed  to  retire 
into  the  country ; which  laft  was  the  tenth 
inftance. 

On  the  14th  of  December  a petition  was 
preferred  to  the  lord  deputy  for  a mint,  in 

the 
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the  name  of  both  houfes,  and  the  parlia- 
ment was  prorogued.  — But  the  inftrument 
of  prorogation  is  not  recorded. 

The  extraordinary  ufage  of  ifluing  writs 
at  the  defire  of  members,  which  I have  par- 
ticularly noted,  feems  to  have  been  regularly 
eftablifhed  during  this  feffion. 

The  parliament  aflembled,  after  a fhort 
prorogation,  on  the  26th  of  January,  O.S, : 
this  was  the  third  feffion  in  one  thoufand 
fix  hundred  and  thirty-four,  in  which  the 
commons  fat  thirty-two  days. 

On  the  3d  of  February  an  order  for  a 
writ  of  the  laft  feffion,  in  the  room  of  fir 
Henry  Bingham  baronet,  who  had  been 
hurt  by  a fall  from  his  horfe,  was  counter- 
manded ; and  it  was  ordered  that  he  fhould 
ftill  continue,  notwithftanding  the  order  of 
the  laft  feffion,  as  member  for  Caftlebar. 

On  the  14th  of  February  feveral  bills  for 
naturalizing  certain  Engliffi  fubjefts,  as 

they 
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they  appear  from  their  names,  were  read.  CHAP. 
From  this  circumftance,  probably,  in  thofe  v— j 
times,  it  was  neceffary  to  be  naturalized  in  l6K' 
Ireland  by  ad  of  parliament  — to  have  the 
benefit  of  natives  — and  this  opinion  is  ftill 
farther  confirmed  by  a bill  in  the  admini- 
ftration  of  lord  Strafford,  for  naturalizing  all 
the  Scottifh  nation  born  fince  the  acceffion 
of  James  the  firft. 

On  the  1 6th  of  February  a writ  was  iffued 
for  Charlemont,  in  the  room  of  Chichefter 
Fortefcue  efq.  who  had  licence  to  travel 
beyond  feas.  This  was  the  eleventh  prece- 
dent in  this  parliament  cf  a fimilar  pro- 
ceeding. 

And  on  the  fame  day  a bill  was  read, 
whereby  the  Irifh  nobility  refiding  in  Eng- 
land were  rendered  liable  to  the  charges  of 
thofe  who  relided.  This  had  a particular 
reference  to  the  ancient  mode  of  raifing 
money  by  a poll  tax,  as  the  nobility  were 
affeffed  according  to  their  rank  in  thefe  con- 
tributions. 


The 
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The  twelve  laft  days  of  this  feflion  were 
employed  in  a fie  fling  the  fubfidies  upon 
the  different  counties. 

The  four  fubfidies  were  rated  at  near 
forty- one  thoufand  pounds  each,  and  ten 
commifiioners  for  each  province  were  ap- 
pointed. 

The  province  of  Leinfter  paid  £.  13,000 
of  Ulfter  — - 10,000 

of  Munfter  — n,coo 
of  Connaught  — 6,800 

Thefe  payments  were  fubdivided  by  the 
counties,  of  which  the  city  and  county  of 
Dublin  paid  i,coc/.  each. 

On  the  20th  of  March,  it  was  ordered 
that  every  knight  fhoald  give  the  clerk 
twenty  (hillings,  and  every  b urge  is  ten  (hil- 
lings, over  and  above  his  ordinary  allow- 
ance, in  aid  of  the  fees  on  bills;  after  which 
parliament  was  prorogued. 
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The  next  feffion  of  the  fame  year,  CHAP, 
namely,  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
thirty-four,  began  the  24th  of  March  O.  S.,  l635* 

and  the  commons  fat  eighteen  days,  when 
parliament  was  prorogued  on  the  1 8th  ot 
April  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  thirty- 
five.  The  very  few  tranfadtions  wdiich  de- 
fer ve  notice  this  feffion  are  as  follow  : — On 
the  7th  of  April  eleven  members  were  fined, 
fome  twenty,  and  others  ten  pounds,  for 
non-attendance,  and  one  as  high  as  fifty 
pounds. 

On  the  15th  of  April  I find  an  adjourn- 
ment noted  till  four  of  the  clock  that  after- 
noon. In  thefe  early  times  the  houfe  had 
often  two  fittings,  one  before,  and  the  other 
after  dinner  ; and  this  is  faid  to  have  been 
the  practice  in  the  Englifli  parliament. 

On  the  1 6th  of  April  fome  difpute  be- 
tween the  earl  of  Ormond  and  fir  Thomas 
Butler  caufed  a difference  between  the  two 
houfes,  and  a proteftation  was  ordered  to  be 
drawn,  and  entered  in  the  journals,  in  cafe 
Vol.  II.  C thofe 
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p’  thofe  differences  were  not  foon  compofed  : 
but  the  prorogation  feems  to  have  been 
' haftened  to  prevent  the  confequences.  On 
the  laft  day  a bill  pafled  for  building  houfes 
of  corredion  in  Ireland  ; and  a very  extra- 
ordinary meafure  took  place  ; namely,  a 
deputation  of  four  members  to  the  lord 
deputy,  to  refpite  the  effect  of  this  bill 
from  this  period  till  Michaelmas  one  thou- 
fand  fix  hundred  and  forty,  by  an  ad  of 
Hate. 

The  journals  of  the  four  feffions  in  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  thirty-four,  and 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  thirty-five, 
are  irregularly  kept ; and  the  adjournments 
are  not  regularly  noted  ; the  names  of  the 
members  are  not  inferted  as  in  the  preceding 
and  fucceeding  parliaments  ; a ufage  which 
has  been  continued  from  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  forty  to  the  prefent  time,  at 
the  commencement  of  every  new  parlia- 
ment : and  what  feems  very  extraordinary, 
the  journals  of  the  houfe  of  lords  in  thofe 
feffions  feem  to  be  better  kept,  more  ample,

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and  their  proceedings  are  more  curious  and 
deferving  of  notice  than  thofe  of  the  houfe 
of  commons.

SECTION  IL 

In  the  new  parliament  of  one  thoufand 
fix  hundred  and  forty  the  number  of  the 
members  were  two  hundred  and  fifty  — 
an  increafe  of  eighteen,  from  the  feffions  of 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  thirteen  and 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fifteen,  when 
they  were  only  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
two.  In  this  feffion  the  commons  fat  only 
twenty-five  days.  The  following  are  the 
principal  tranfadions : 

On  the  1 6th  of  March,  after  a fpeech 
from  the  lord  juftices,  (as  the  lord  lieu- 
tenant did  not  arrive  till  the  20th  of  March, 
lord  Strafford  being  at  that  time  employed 
as  lieutenant  general  in  the  Scotch  wars,) 
Mr.  Serjeant  Euflace,  afterwards  lord  chan- 
cellor in  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
fixty-one,  was  nominated  to  be  fpeaker  by 
C 2 the 
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CJlf P*  Pre^ent  Munfter,  fir  William  St. 
Leger  : on  the  fame  day  fir  Richard  Bam- 
I04°’  wa]l  defired  that  the  jfheriffs’  returns  of 
members  fhould  he  examined  before  the 
ele&ion  of  the  fpeaker  was  fully  determined 
upon ; but  fir  George  Ratcliffe,  who  ap- 
pears to  have  a£ted  in  the  laft  and  in  this 
parliament,  and  who  was  probably  fecretary 
to  lord  Strafford,  informed  them,  that  no- 
thing could  be  done  till  the  ele&ion  of  a 
fpeaker  was  confirmed  ; which  opinion  was 
agreed  to  by  an  immediate  adjournment ; 
and  it  feems  from  hence  to  have  become  a 
conftant  rule  in  all  fucceeding  parliaments. 

On  the  1 8th  the  lord  lieutenant  landed, 
and  the  houfe  adjourned,  as  moft  of  the 
members  were  gone  to  wait  upon  him  at  the 
waterfide. 

On  the  20th  the  houfe  met,  and  were 
called  to  the  lords’  bar  as  ufual  by  the 
lord  lieutenant  ; which  is  the  more  re- 
markable, as  lord  Strafford  continued  the 
parliament,  which  was  begun  by  the  lord 

juftices. 
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juftices.  This  circumftance  is  particularly 
mentioned,  as  doubts  were  entertained 
in  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty- 
one-two,  when  the  earl  of  Carlille  was 
fucceeded  by  the  duke  of  Portland,  whe- 
ther there  fhould  not  be  a new  feffion  in 
confequence  of  the  change  of  a lord  lieu- 
tenant in  the  middle  of  a feffion : but 
though  it  was  faid,  at  that  time,  that  fome 
able  crown  lawyers  inclined  to  that  opinion, 
yet  the  parliament  was  continued  as  ufual, 
and  much  inconvenience  in  public  bufmefs 
was  thereby  prevented  ; as  it  is  a rule  of 
parliament,  that  though  all  judicial  bufmefs 
remains  Jlatu  quo  in  the  houfe  of  lords  from, 
one  feffion  to  another,  yet  all  bills  and  le- 
gislative matters  die  upon  a prorogation. 
The  rule  of  judicial  bufmefs  being  trans- 
ferred, extends  to  appeals  and  writs  of 
error,  in  cafe  of  a diffolution  alfo : but 

though  the  lords  of  England,  the  19th  of 
March  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fe- 
venty-eight,  decided  in  the  cafe  of  lord 
Danby,  that  writs  of  error  and  appeals,  as 
well  as  impeachments,  were  transferable, 
G 3 and 
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and  remained  Jlcitu  quo  from  one  feflion 
to  another  \ yet  they  repealed  the  latter 
part  of  it  about  impeachments  on  the  22d 
of  May  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
eighty- five,  and  the  30th  of  O&ober  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  ninety ; and 
confirmed  it  ftill  farther  on  the  24th  of 
May  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fe- 
venteen  : which  precedents  have  been 

warmly  debated  in  the  Englifh  parliament, 
upon  a confideration  of  Mr,  Haftings’s  im- 
peachment. 


SECTION  III. 

The  parliament  was  convened  on  tha 
1 6th  of  March  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
and  forty,  when  the  fpeaker,  having  beep 
prefented  and  approved  by  lord  Straf- 
ford, made  a long,  fulfome,  pedantic  fpeech, 
fluffed  with  fcriptural  and  claffical  quota- 
tions : but  there  is  one  thing  that  deferves 
notice  in  this  compofition  ; namely,  the 
citing  of  three  celebrated  records  from  the

rolls  in  the  Tower  of  the  eighth  of  Ed-  CHAP, 
ward  the  fecond,  and  the  fifth  of  Edward 
the  third,  proving  the  attendance  of  Irifh  l64°* 
members  in  the  Englifh  parliament ; and 
alfo  a charter  of  the  tenth  of  Edward  the 
third,  for  holding  parliaments  every  year  in 
Ireland, 

On  the  fame  day  members  elected  for  two 
places  were  ordered  to  make  their  election* 

After  the  houfe  had  returned,  and  the 
fpeaker  had  taken  the  chair,  writs  were  or- 
dered to  be  iffued  for  thofe  vacancies,  for 
fuch  as  were  abroad  in  England  or  elfer 
where,  and  alfo  for  thofe  that  were  mif- 
named  in  the  returns. 

On  the  next  day  a bill  for  the  relief  of 
patentees  within  the  furvey  of  the  court  of 
Wards  and  Liveries  was  read,  in  order,  as  it 
was  faid,  to  inveft  the  fpeaker,  and  give  him 
feifin  of  his  place.  This  prior  ftep  was 
taken  upon  debate,  before  that  of  purg- 
ing the  houfe,  as  it  was  termed,  which 
meant  the  decifion  of  contefted  elections. 

C 4 The 
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P-  The  fheriff  of  Louth  was  ordered  to  (hew 
caufe  why  members  were  not  returned  for 
the  borough  of  Atherdee  * ; petitioners 
againft  him  were  ordered  to  attend  in  ten 
days  to  make  good  their  complaints ; and 
a fele£t  committee  of  privileges  was  then 
named  to  fit  every  Wed nefday  and  Friday 
at  two  o’clock. 

On  the  23d  of  March  a petition  of  Mr. 
Lyndon,  againft  the  ele&ion  of  Mr.  Davis 
for  Carrickfergus,  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee of  privileges. 

The  fame  day  it  was  refolved,  nem . con. 
That  four  fubfidies  fhould  be  granted  by  the 
laity  and  temporalty  of  the  kingdom  as  a 
prefent  fupply  for  his  majefty’s  prefling  ne- 
ceffities,  with  a declaration,  which  had  a 
particular  reference  to  the  Scotch  invafion. 

The  lords  at  the  fame  time  fent  a mcflage 
by  two  judges,  defiring  them  to  appoint  a

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committee  of  twelve  lords  to  agree  with  a CHAP.

fimilar  committee  in  penning  the  faid  de~ 
claration ; which  was  agreed  to,  and  twenty-  i64°* 
four  members  were  named  to  meet  the 
lords’  committees  in  the  middle  room  with- 
out the  houfe  for  that  purpofe. 

The  bill  for  the  four  fubfidies  was  on 
the  fame  day  read  a fi rft  time. 

On  the  26th  of  March  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  forty  the  lords  defired  that  a 
fmaller  committee  might  be  appointed  for  a 
joint  declaration.  This  was  agreed  to  ; but 
it  appears  that  the  commons  would  not 
agree  with  the  lords  in  framing  it,  and  pre- 
fented  it  to  the  lord  lieutenant  feparately* 

This  and  the  preamble  to  the  bill  were 
framed,  it  appears,  by  lord  Strafford’s  parti- 
cular delire.  This  appeared  in  the  next 
feffion,  when  this  ad  was  refcinded,  or  ra- 
ther counteraded,  by  a general  proteftation 
of  the  houfe  of  commons,  foon  after  the 
impeachment  of  that  unfortunate  noble- 
man.

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PHAP,  On  the  loth  of  March  the  allowance  for 
ill.  ^ 

i_  wages  was  confirmed  as  in  former  parlia- 

264°.  ments,  thirteen  fliillings  and  four  pence  for 
knights,  ten  fhillings  for  citizens,  and  fix 
and  eight  pence  for  burgeffes,  ten  days  be- 
fore and  ten  days  after  parliament.  In 
England  it  appears  from  Prynne’s  treatife 
de  expenfis  militum , that  members’  wages 
lafted  in  proportion  to  the  time  neceffary  for 
travelling  from  the  diftridt  they  reprefented 
to  the  place  where  parliament  was  aflem- 
bled.  This  payment  of  wages  was  con- 
ftantly  varying  in  England,  becaufe  in  early 
time  parliament  feldom  met  twice  in  the 
fame  place.  Thus  the  members  of  Cornifh 
boroughs  had  a week’s  extra  wages  when 
parliament  affembled  at  Weftminfter,  and  a 
fortnight’s  when  they  were  convened 
York. 

A very  extraordinary  affair  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  houfe  this  day  : A complaint 
againft  fir  Henry  Wallop,  the  anceftor  of 
the  prefent  earl  of  Portfmouth,  who  had 
exacted  a cuftom  of  the  thirteenth  part  of 

all 
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all  the  timber  paffmg  from  Ennifurthy  to 
Wexford.  This  eftate,  I believe,  remains  in 
the  earl’s  family  to  this  day.  The  exac- 
tion had  been  cenfured  in  the  laft  leffion 
the  4th  of  March  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
and  thirty-four,  and  he  was  now  ordered 
to  attend.  A reprefentation  of  this  griev- 
ance was  made  to  lord  Strafford  to  infli£t 
a proper  legal  punifhment;  and  the  ex- 
action muft  have  been  very  confiderable 
in  thofe  days ; for,  according  to  an  excel- 
lent treatife  written  by  Andrew  Yarrandon 
at  the  time  of  the  revolution,  entitled  “ Eng- 
“ land’s  Improvement  by  Sea  and  Land,” 
one  of  his  projects  is  to  make  the  river  Sla- 
ney  navigable,  to  afford  an  eafy  tranfport  of 
the  timber,  from  the  oak  forefts  with  which 
the  counties  of  Wexford  and  Wicklow  at 
that  time  abounded,  for  the  ufe  of  the  navy 
of  England. 

The  declaration  to  the  a for  four  fub- 
fidies  was  this  day  agreed  to,  and  announces 
their  unanimous  and  cheerful  confent  to  this 
grant  for  the  reduction  of  the  Scotch  cove- 
nanters : 
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nanters  : they  defired  it  to  be  reprefented  to 
the  king,  and  publifhed  in  print  as  a tefti- 
mony  to  the  whole  world,  that  as  they  had 
the  happinefs  to  be  governed  by  the  beft  of 
kings,  fo  they  are  defirous  to  give  his  ma- 
jefty  juft  caufe  to  account  of  his  people 
among  the  beft  of  his  fubj efts. 

A writ  was  iffued  this  day  by  confent  of 
Henry  Dillon  efq.  for  eiefting  a member  in 
his  room  for  the  county  of  Rofcommon, 
which  makes  the  twelfth  precedent  of  this 
fort  on  the  journals. 

On  the  i ft  of  April  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  forty  the  celebrated  hiftorian 
and  antiquarian,  fir  James  Ware,  member 
for  the  univerfity  of  Dublin,  who  appears 
to  have  been  an  aftive  and  ufeful  member 
in  all  the  parliaments  fmce  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  thirteen,  was  ordered  to  colleft 
ten  {hillings  from  every  knight,  and  five 
{hillings  from  every  burgefs  ; two  thirds  for 
the  clerk  and  his  affiftants,  and  a third  for 
the  ferjeant  at  arms  and  doorkeeper : this 

and 
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and  fimilar  contributions  mark  how  very  ill  CHAP* 
paid  the  fervants  were  in  ancient  time,  and  / j 
the  fmall  produce  of  fees  upon  private  l6^°- 
bills.

The  houfe  then  adjourned  to  the  ift  of 
June,  and  on  the  5th  of  June  a very  im- 
portant bill  was  under  conlideration  for  the 
remedy  of  defedive  titles  to  eftates. 

On  the  nth  of  June  a new  writ  under 
the  great  feal  was  ordered  for  the  returning 
of  two  members  for  Atherdee,  in  the  county 
of  Louth,  and  the  fheriff  was  punifhed  for 
a former  omiffion. 

On  the  15th  of  June  the  houfe  was  occu- 
pied by  the  declaration,  and  in  propofing 
arrangements  with  the  lords  about  levying 
the  fubfidies ; from  a farther  declaration  it 
appears,  that  the  ad  of  fubfidy  and  the  pre- 
amble and  declaration  were  fuppofed  by 
fome  to  be  a mere  ad  of  lord  Strafford’s, 
as  it  afterwards  turned  out  to  be ; and  he 
feemed  fo  vain  of  this  declaration,  that,  it 


was 
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was  ordered  to  be  enrolled  In  the  auditor- 
general’s  office,  in  the  records  of  the  Chan- 
cery, and  of  the  privy  council. 

On  this  day  a petition  was  prefented  to 
lord  Strafford  for  the  houfe  to  fit  fome  days 
longer,  that  they  might  hear  and  confider  of 
certain  grievances. 

This  feems  not  to  have  been  relifhed  by 
lord  Strafford,  who  fent  the  very  fame  day 
a meffage  by  the  ufher  of  the  black  rod 
for  the  houfe  to  attend  him  immediately, 
when  parliament  was  prorogued,  but  not 
before  the  two  following  meafures  took 
place. 

The  firft  was,  a letter  from  the  fpeaker  to 
the  high  commiffion  court,  to  abfolve  Wil- 
liam Stout  and  Richard  Fountain,  who  had 
been  excommunicated  in  a caufe  promoted 
againft  them  by  one  Holt,  a prieft,  who  had 
prefented  a petition  to  the  houfe ; and  fe- 
condly,  an  unanimous  remonftrance  to  the 
lord  lieutenant  againft  certain  exactions  of 

the 
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the  clergy,  of  which  I fhall  here  fele£t  the  C 
moft  material  articles. 

~ The  grievances  which  they  defire  to  be 
abolifhed  amount  to  thirty-two  ; among  the 
reft  it  was  ftated,  that  the  parifh  clerks  took 
a barrel  of  corn  for  every  plough,  and  two 
quarts  of  rye  or  wheat  for  every  ploughed 
acre. 

That  people  who  had  been  long  married 
were  obliged  to  take  out  certificates  of  their 
marriages,  and  to  pay  feven  fhillings  for 
them  ; that  four  taile  of  corn,  each  taile 
confifting  of  nine  fheaves,  were  exacted 
by  the  clergy  for  every  plough  land,  and 
one  fheaf  of  corn  for  every  horfe  in  the 
plough.  Thefe  grievances  they  defired  to 
have  abolifhed ; befides  which,  they  ftate 
fourteen  other  grievances  to  be  reformed 
and’  moderated  ; among  the  reft,  fees  of 
thirteen  fhillings,  and  five  and  fixpence  for 
clandeftine  marriages,  to  be  reduced  to  two, 
and  all  other  church  ceremonies  to  be  re- 
duced in  a certain  proportion  to  one  fhil- 
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• ling  for  the  minifter  and  fix  pence  to  the 
clerk. 

That  by  an  a Q.  of  parliament  the  bifliop 
fhould  adminifter  an  oath  to  every  minifter 
to  keep  a fchool  for  teaching  the  Englifh 
tongue ; and  they  defired  the  ftatute  to  be 
put  in  execution.  That  procefs  out  of  Spiri- 
tual courts  iflued  with  blanks,  and  the  appa- 
ritors inferted  the  names ; which  grievances 
they  defired  to  be  reformed  ; and  laftly,  that 
regifters  had  no  table  of  fees,  which  they 
alledged  ought  to  be  put  up  in  their  offices 
to  prevent  exactions. 

This  reprefentation  fo  long  ago  proves 
how  much  the  people  of  Ireland  have  al- 
ways thought  themfelves  aggrieved  by  cle- 
rical dues  and  clerical  exactions.  Whatever 
was  the  origin  cf  tythes,  it  is  certain  that  a 
more  inconvenient  mode  of  provifion  for  the 
clergy  could  not  have  been  deviled  ; more 
troubleforne  to  themfelves,  more  injurious 
to  the  peace,  the  welfare,  or  improvement 
of  the  country.  “ Tythes,”  fays  an  emi- 
nent 
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hent  divine*,  “ are  a tax  upon  that  induftry  c 
<c  which  feeds  mankind and  it  is  fur- 
prifing  that  the  wifdom  of  the  legiflature 
has  not  long  ago  inftituted  a better  pro- 
vifion  for  the  clergy.\

About  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hun- 
dred and  eighty-three  a very  judicious  re- 
prefentation  was  made  to  parliament  by  the 
grand  jury  of  Kilkenny  at  the  fummer 
affizes,  which  was  prefented  by  the  repre- 
fentatives  for  that  county  ; in  which  they 
ftate  the  grievances  of  tithes,  of  tithe  proc- 
tors, and  their  mode  of  collection,  as  the 
caufes  of  all  the  difturbances  and  inlurrec- 
tions  of  White  Boys,  &c.  in  the  fouthern 
parts  of  Ireland ; and  requeft  that  parlia- 
ment would  take  this  matter  into  their  con- 
fideration,  and  make  an  adequate  provi- 
fion  for  the  clergy  in  a more  creditable 
manner,  and  by  fome  inftitution  lefs  bur- 
thenfome  and  lefs  grievous  to  the  commu- 
nity*

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Hitherto  nothing  has  been  done  in  this 
momentous  affair,  though  it  has  been  taken 
up  by  a man  of  great  abilities  in  parlia- 
ment, one  of  her  brighteft  ornaments,  and 
to  whom  his  country  has  borne  the  mod 
ample  teftimonies  of  his  public  fpirit  and 
patriotifm 

The  moft  obvious  and  moft  direct  courfe 
would  be  to  form  a county  rate  or  affeff- 
ment  as  a provifion  for  the  clergy  equiva- 
lent to  the  boria  fide  valuation  of  their  be- 
nefices, and  exempt  the  landholder  and 
tenants  from  tithes. 

Befides  the  general  declamation  againit 
innovation,  it  might  be  urged  with  fome  co- 
lour, that  what  is  adequate  now,  would  not 
be  a fuitable  provifion  in  future.  Parlia- 
ment, however,  can  at  any  time  make 
an  adequate  increafe  in  their  ftipends 
and  benefices ; and  that  the  fcheme  of  in- 
creafing  college  rents  after  long  terms,

Oxford,  it  is  faid,  from  the  idea  of  the  v — 
great  lord  Burleigh,  feetns  to  be  the  belt  16404 
criterion  of  a fcale  of  equivalency,  increaf- 
ing  with  the  price  of  corn,  in  the  adjoining 
markets. 

If  the  fcheme  were  adopted,  it  is  manifeft 
the  clergy  and  lay  impropriators  alfo  would 
receive  a fure,  honourable,  and  adequate 
provifion  ; the  country  would  be  freed  from 
many  riots  and  difturbances ; and  fpiritual 
and  temporal  concerns  would  be  no  longer 
at  variance  ; the  clergy  would  live  in  peace 
with  their  flocks  ; and  the  improvement  cf 
the  country,  and  the  honed  endeavours  of 
the  peafant  would  no  longer  be  taxed  for 
their  fupport. 

It  is  a melancholy  confideration,  that  even 
a modus  upon  the  tithe  of  hemp  and  flax, 
the  native  growth  of  which  is  io  eflential  to 
the  profperity  of  our  ftaple  manufacture, 
fhould  be  oppofed  fo  condantly  and  with 
fuch  effeCt  by  the  clergy.  In  the  year  one 
D 2 thou- 
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thoufand  feven  hundred  and  thirty-five  a 
bill  for  this  purpofe  was  rejeded  in  the  lords 
upon  the  reprefentation  of  Dean  Swift, 
whofe  arguments  (if  it  may  be  allowed  to 
think  differently  from  luch  a genius)  were 
rather  the  produce  of  ingenuity  than  of 
judgment. 

The  want  of  churches  and  of  glebes,  and 
parfonage  houfes,  is  another  circumftance 
which  renders  the  payment  of  tithes  very 
irkfome,  and  apparently  unreafonable.  It  is 
true,  the  heirs  of  any  clergyman  who  builds 
a houfe  are,  by  feveral  ads  of  parliament 
to  be  amply  indemnified  by  the  fucceffor  to 
the  benefice. 

But  fome  farther  provifion  for  this  pur- 
pofe feems  wanting  ; and  the  fcheme  of  fe-

thefe  laws  it  is  faid  that  the  heirs  of  a bifhop,  or  any 
clergyman  who  builds  a manfion-houfe,  receives  the 
whole  of  the  fum  expended,  provided  it  does  not  ex- 
ceed two  years  income  of  the  benefice  j afterwards  the 
expenditure  is  thirdedy  like  college  rooms,  by  the  fub- 
fecjuent  fuccefiors. 


quefter- 
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queftering  of  a church  benefice  upon  the 
death  of  an  incumbent  till  a church  is  built, 
and  a glebe  and  houfe  are  provided,  and  de- 
laying the  prefentation  till  that  is  done  by 
the  bifhop,  or  other  proper  commiffioners, 
feems  to  be  mod  defirable.  Soon  after  the 
revolution  a bill  to  this  effed  was  pre- 
fented  to  the  houfe  of  lords  by  dodor 
Vefey,  archbiihop  of  Tuam. 

Amongft  all  the  propofitions  of  this  kind* 
amongft  all  the  pamphlets  which  have  been 
publifhed,  I do  not  recoiled  any  which  al- 
ludes to  the  Scotch  fyftem  : but  the  bounds 
of  this  work  will  not  allow  me  to  expatiate 
upon  this  fubjed.  That  I may  not,  how- 
ever, employ  myfelf  or  my  readers  with 
mere  fpeculations,  I fhall  recommend  to  my 
country,  and  to  their  attentive  confideration, 
that  wife,  judicious,  pradicable,  and  fatif- 
fadory  fyftem,  which  was  adopted,  particu- 
larly in  one  of  their  laft  ads  relative  to  ap^* 
pointing  the  court  of  feffions  commiffioners 
of  teinds,  as  th^y  are  called*  or  tithes,  of  the 
parliament  of  Scotland. 
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The  parliament  was  prorogued  from  the 
17th  of  June  to  the  ift  of  Odober  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty,  when  they 
met  and  adjourned  to  the  2d,  and  after- 
wards the  3d  of  Odober ; when  this  order 
was  made,  by  which  particular  motions  for 
that  purpofe  feem  to  have  been  fuperfeded, 
that  “ when  a member  fhould  die,  the  ipeaker 
cc  fhould  iffue  his  warrant  to  the  clerk  of  the 
“ Hanaperfor  a new  eledion;”  and  it  was 
ordered,  that  a new  writ  fhould  iffue  in  the 
room  of  Mr.  Peppard,  for  Drogheda  : a let- 
ter was  then  ordered  to  be  written  to  the 
chancellor,  touching  his  lordfhip’s  having 
made  no  return  to  the  writs  which  were 
prelented  to  him  for  five  elections. 


Upon  the  1 2th  of  Odober,  it  being  al- 
leged that  Hugh  Montgomery  efq.  a mem- 
ber, was  fick,  and  that  a new  writ  fhould 
iffue  tor  an  eledion  in  his  room  for  New- 
town, it  was  referred  to  the  committee  of 
1 o privileges 
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privileges  whether  a new  writ  fhould  iffue;  CHAP, 
but  nothing  was  done  till  next  feflion,  when 
a writ  was  iffued  the  4th  of  February  one  i64°- 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty,  in  confe- 
quence  of  his  own  petition,  Rating  his  dis- 
ability from  a long-continued  indifpofition. 

On  the  24th  of  O&ober  an  a£t  of  natu- 
ralization was  read  for  naturalizing  three 
fons  of  fir  Francis  Willoughby,  and  for  Mr. 

Gamier. 

On  the  7th  of  November  a long  remon- 
ftrance  was  prefented  to  the  lord  deputy 
againft  arbitrary  rates  upon  trade  ; againft 
decifions  upon  paper  petitions  to  the  coun- 
cil board  ; the  denial  of  the  limitation  a£t 
of  the  twenty-firft  of  James  the  firft,  which 
remains  a grievance  to  this  day ; extra- 
judicial judgments  againft  patents  of  eftates 
in  the  council ; the  monopoly  of  tobacco, 
and  other  monopolies ; the  ill  ufage  of  the 
commifiioners  for  the  plantation  at  Lon- 
donderry ; high  commiffion  courts  and  cle- 
rical exactions  ; informations  in  the  Ex- 
D 4 chequer 
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chequer  againft  antient  boroughs,  and  their 
right  to  fend  members  to  parliament,  &c. 
&c.  ; and  on  the  iith  this  remonftrance 
was  ordered  to  be  prefented  by  the  parlia- 
mentary commiffioners  to  the  king,  who 
were  foon  after  nominated  ; and  on  the 
1 2th  it  was  agreed  that  they  fhould  go  at  the 
expence  of  the  kingdom  ; but  the  parlia- 
ment was  prorogued  on  that  day,  to  prevent 
any  farther  proceedings,  till  the  26th  of  Ja- 
nuary following. 

On  the  19th  of  November,  in  the  recefs, 
the  following  very  extraordinary  entry  ap- 
pears in  the  Journals  : “ Memorandum, 

“ By  virtue  of  his  majefty’s  letters,  we  the

FROM  A.  D.  1634,  TO  A.  D.  1 666. 

After  the  prorogation  the  houfe  of  com-  c 
mons  refumed  the  bufinefs  of  the  twelve 
commiflioners,  and  made  provifion  for  them 
by  a charge  upon  the  principal  towns  and 
counties  in  Ireland ; and  they  appointed  a 
committee  to  draw  up  inftrudtions  for  them. 
This  was  the  fecond  inftance  of  thefe  par- 
liamentary commiffioners ; the  firft  has  been 
noted  in  the  account  of  the  feffions  in  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  thirteen  and  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fifteen  : their  in- 
ftru£tions  were,  to  apply  to  the  king  for  a 
bill  to  modify  Poynings’  law,  that  the  houfe 
might  draw  bills  by  their  own  committee 
during  a feffion  ; that  the  farming  of  the  re- 
venue and  expenfive  licences  for  exporta- 
tion might  be  prohibited  ; and  that  printed 
regulations  of  the  courts  of  juftice  might  be 
eftablifhed  by  law.  . 

On  the  10th  of  February  the  houfe  was 
taken  up  with  arrangements  about  levying 
fubfidies : and  the  order  of  the  preceding 
20th  of  Oftober  on  this  fubje£t,  which  had 
been  er^fed,  was  reftored. 


On 
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On  the  1 6th  of  February  a very  extraor- 
dinary  propofition  was  made  to  the  lords, 
defiring  them  to  take  the  judges’  opinion 
upon  twenty-one  queries;  and  on  the  17th 
an  unanimous  proteftation  was  entered 
againft  the  preamble  to  the  a of  fubfidies 
of  the  laft  feffion,  which  they  declared  was 
foifted  in  and  entered  againft  the  knowledge 
of  the  houfe  by  lord  Strafford  and  his  abet- 
tors. At  the  clofe  of  this  they  ftate  a pro- 
clamation of  the  king  in  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  twenty-five,  prohibiting  all 
applications  to  the  lord  deputy  and  council 
for  juftice,  and  referring  lawfuits,  in  all 
cafes,  to  the  ordinary  courts  of  law.  The 
Caftle  Chamber  was  never  formally  abro- 
gated by  a law,  (as  the  Star  Chamber  was 
in  England,)  but  it  has  fallen  into  difufe  : 
a bill  for  this  purpofe  paffed  the  lords  in  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  ninety-feven- 
eight,  but  was  not  returned. 

John  Fitzgerald  efq.,  who  was  duly  re- 
turned for  Enniftiougue,  having  been  com- 
mitted to  the  Marihalfea,  upon  the  calling 

cf 
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of  the  houfe  the  20th  of  February,  this  ex-  C 
traordinary  order  was  made : “ That  the 
“ committee  of  privileges  fhaii  note  the 
“ abfent  members,  and  report  which  of 
“ them  ought  to  continue,  and  which  ought 
41  to  be  put  out  or  removed ; and  that  Mr* 

“ Fitzgerald  fhould  be  enlarged  and  reftored 
<c  to  his  feat 

The  23d  of  February  the  houfe  was  em- 
ployed in  reading  a letter  from  the  com- 
miflioners  in  England,  and  in  fending  them 
farther  inftruttions. 

On  the  27th  of  February  one  thoufand 
fix  hundred  and  forty  a committee  of  forty- 
four  were  appointed  to  draw  up  articles  of 
impeachment  agaitift  the  chancellor  fir 
Richard  Bolton,  the  bifhop  of  Deiry,  the 
chief  juftice  Lowther,  and  fir  George  Rad- 
cliff.  Of  the  meffage  to  the  lords,  the  re- 
port was  made  the  fame  day  by  captain 
Mervyn,  who  was  fpeaker  after  the  reitora-

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CHAP,  tion  ; which  imported  that  the  houfe  did 
-y-_?  impeach  the  faid  perfons  of  high  treafon  ; 
,64°*  and  defired  that  their  perfons  might  be  fe- 
cured,  and  fequeftered  from  the  houfe  of 
lords,  the  council  table,  and  other  places  of 
judicature  ; to  which  the  lords  fent  them 
word  by  the  black  rod,  into  the  middle  room, 
that  they  would  confider  of  it.  This  term, 
middle  room , which  occurs  fo  often,  was  a 
void  fpace,  between  the  two  rooms  deftined 
for  the  two  houfes  before  the  reiteration  in 
the  caftle  of  Dublin  ; at  which  period  they 
removed  to  Chichefter  houfe,  on  the  fite  of 
which  the  prelent  houfe  of  parliament  was 
founded. 

From  the  28th  of  February  to  the  6th  of 
March  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty, 
on  which  laft  day  the  articles  of  impeach- 
ment againfl  the  aforefaid  perfons  were  pre- 
fented  *,  the  houfe  was  taken  up  princi- 
pally with  an  examination  into  the  innova- 
tions of  the  charter  of  the  Univerfity : but 
as  this  was  a matter  of  the  utmoft  confe-

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quence,  not  only  to  them,  but  to  the  mod  CHAP, 
diftant  pofterity,  as  the  caufe  of  learning 
was  materially  affedted  by  it,  I lhall  fpare  l64°* 
no  pains  to  detail  this  matter,  and  to  give  it 
at  full  length,  with  an  ardent  hope  that, 
fooner  or  later,  parliament  may  take  this 
into  confideration,  tread  in  the  fteps  of 
their  anceftors,  and  accomplifh  a work 
which  was  left  unfinifhed  by  their  prede- 
eeflfors. 

A committee  was  appointed  on  the  23d 
of  February  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
forty,  to  confider  of  the  date  of  the  col- 
lege, and  to  examine  their  charters.  When 
they  met  to  put  this  order  in  execution  the 
28th  £>f  the  fame  month,  they  found  that  a 
by-law,  or  datute,  had  been  lately  made 
there,  u Whereby  any  dudent  or  member 
4t  who  fhould  exhibit  a complaint  of  griev., 

ances  fliould  be  fufpended  or  expelled.’* 

This  regulation,  however,  was  fet  afide;  and 
the  members  being  at  full  liberty  to  repre- 
fent  their  grievances,  it  gave  rife  to  a long 
inquiry,  and  it  was  refolved,  “ That  the 
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CHAP-  lt  government  introduced  into  the  college 
“ by  dodlor  Chappel,  the  late  provoft,  after- 
464°.  u wards  bifhop  of  Cork,  and  ufed  there 
“ fince  the  procuring  of  the  late  charter,  the 
“ thirteenth  of  Charles  the  firft,  has  fub- 
u verted  the  ancient  foundation  thereof, 
“ tends  to  the  difeouragement  of  the  natives 
u of  Ireland,  and  is  a general  grievance.” 
This-  was  followed  by  a meflage  to  the 
lords,  to  defire  the  bifhop  might  be  fent  for 
to  anfwer  fuch  things  as  might  be  objected 
a gain  ft  him. 

The  reprefentation  upon  the  ftate  of  the 
univerfity  of  Dublin,  which  is  to  be  found 
in  the  journals  of  the  4th  of  March  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty  I fhall 
fubjoin  at  length,  as  it  places  a great  na- 
tional objedt  in  a juft  light,  and  may  here- 
after be  of  fignal  ufe  to  the  community. 

By  the  original  ftatutes  in  the  reign  of 
Elizabeth  the  eledion  of  their  prefident  is

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placed  in  the  fellows,  who  at  prefent  amount 
to  feven  fenior  and  thirteen  junior  fellows. 
Had  this  inditution  prevailed,  according  to 
the  charter,  a noble  reward  would  have 
been  dedined  for  literary  merit,  and  an 
academical  fyftem  edablifhed  in  Ireland 
fuperior  to  thofe  of  the  Englifh  univer- 
fities  ; but,  unfortunately,  archbifhop  Laud 
violated  the  original  charter,  and  gave  this 
power  to  the  crown. 

If  there  be  a reward  for  real  merit,  for 
important  information,  for  depth  and  in- 
ftrudion  in  the  abftrufe  fciences,  it  exifts  in 
a fellowfhip  for  the  univerfity  of  Dublin. 
The  fellows  are  fworn  in  the  mod  folemn 
manner  to  eled  the  candidate  that  fhall  an- 
fwer  bed  : the  examinations  continue  four 
days,  for  two  hours  in  the  morning,  and 
two  in  the  afternoon,  and  are  open  to  every 
curious  perfon  in  that  city. 

The  candidates  are  rigoroufly  examined, 
and  obliged  to  give  anfwers  to  the  mod  ab- 
ftrufe queftions  in  Newton’s  Principia  with-

,6*°*  Latin ; in  a word,  endowed  with  a mod 
ample  and  complete  knowledge  of  the  Belles 
Lettres. 

The  fellows  who  are  thus  chofen  are  cer- 
tainly the  bed  judges  of  the  qualities  pro- 
per for  their  prefident ; and  it  muft  become 
a ferious  objed  to  every  well-wifher  to  his 
country  to  have  this  reformation  effected  by 
an  ad  of  parliament. 

Unfortunately  for  that  feminary,the  emo- 
luments of  the  provodfhip,  which  are  faid 
to  be  above  three  thoufand  pounds  per  an- 
num, have  made  it  a political  objed  ; and 
it  has  been  bellowed  as  a date  employment, 
and  taken  entirely  out  of  the  academical 
line. 

As  this  is  the  only  grievance  of  the  kind 
in  his  majedy’s  dominions,  it  mud  be  fup- 
pofed,  under  a prince  fo  remarkable  for  his 
judicious  difpofition  of  ecclefiadical  and  aca-

efcence,  in  fome  fort,  juftifies  violence  and 

public  injury. 

The  univerfity  never  can  thrive  till  it  is 
reftored  to  its  primitive  inftitution.  This 
ihould  be  the  commencement  of  that  fyftem 
of  education  which  was  propofed  by  Mr. 

Orde  in  the  duke  of  Rutland’s  adminif- 
tration. 

It  was  in  confequence  of  fome  obferva- 
tions  upon  this  fubjed,  that  offence  was 
given  by  the  author  of  thefe  remarks  in 
April  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
eighty- feven;  where,  though  no  perfonal  in- 
jury was  intended,  fuch  an  apology  was  de- 
manded as  could  not  be  liftened  to ; and  it 
being  declared  by  the  author  that  he  would 
fooner  perifh  than  make  any  conceffion  up- 
on fuch  a point,  when  his  own  and  the 
credit  of  the  affembly  he  belonged  to  was  at 
ftake,  a fatisfadion  was  then  given,  which,

ever  light  it  was  confidered,  muft  be  ac- 
164°.  knowledged  to  have  been  a fair  and  am- 
ple reparation. 

It  is  not  here  intended  to  revive  paft  ani- 
mofities,  nor  to  dwell  upon  the  conduct  of 
a great  affembly  : fuffice  it  to  obferve,  that 
their  own  interefts  were  deeply  involved  in 
that  queftion,  that  the  freedom  of  fpeech  is 
a mo  ft  invaluable  parliamentary  privilege, 
and  that  it  were  to  be  wifhed  that  power 
had  not  interfered  and  ftifled  their  juft  feel* 
ings  upon  that  occafion. 

The  following  reprefentation  compre- 
hends many  particulars,  which  may  be  of 
great  moment ; but  the  effential  article  is 
that  relative  to  the  appointment  and  elec- 
tion of  the  provoft  by  the  fellows.  There  i9 
fome  ambiguity  in  the  fentence  relative  to 
firangers,  but  the  author  did  not  think 
himfelf  warranted  to  make  any  alteration, 
and  fhall  therefore  confine  his  remarks

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and  his  wilhes  to  one,  and  only  one,  ob-  C HA P. 
jed;  namely,  that  the  power  of  eleding  t 
and  appointing  their  own  prefident  from  l64°* 
their  own  body,  according  to  the  following 
defign  of  the  houfe  of  commons  of  Ireland 
in  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty, 
fhould  be  veiled  by  ad  of  parliament  in  the 
fellows  of  the  univerfity  of  Dublin,  con- 
formable to  the  defign  of  their  foundrefs,  to 
the  advice  of  archbifhop  Ufher,  to  the  bene- 
volent and  munificent  defign  of  queen  Eli- 
zabeth, and  according  to  the  terms  of  their 
original  charter. 


The  State  of  the  Cafe  of  the  College  of  Dub-

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- made  by  Henry  Ufher  in  the  name  of  the 
, citizens  of  Dublin,  did  ere£t  and  found  the 
college  near  Dublin  to  be  a college  and  uni- 
verfity,  per  nomen  preepofiti , factor um , £sf 
fcholarium  collegti  SanEhe  \ Trinit atis , regina 
Elizabeth 0?  junta  Dublin . 


And,  among  other  things,  gave  them 
power  by  that  charter  of  electing  their  pro - 
^0/?  when  voidances  fhould  happen  of  that 
place;  and  alfo  power  of  making  laws  and 
ftat_*tes  for  the  better  government  of  that 
college,  to  be  made  by  the  provoft  and  fel- 
lows of  that  college. 


And  likewife  appointed  them  thereby  vifi- 
tors,  viz.  the  chancellor  or  vice  chancellor  of 
the  univerfity,  the  archbifhop  of  Dublin, 
the  bifhop  of  Meath,  the  vice  treafurer, 
the  treafurer  at  war,  the  lord  chief  juftice  of 
his  majefty’s  court  of  Chief  Place,  and  the 
mayor  of  Dublin.

Statutes 
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Statutes  were  antiently  made,  whereby 
the  elections  and  the  whole  government 
were  repofed  In  the  provoft  and  feven  fe- 
nior  fellows  ; and  thereby  alfo,  among  other 
things,  the  provoft  and  fellows  were  to  take 
an  oath,  when  they,  or  any  of  them,  were 
called  to  any  of  their  places;  and  by  the 
faid  ftatutes  the  natives  of  the  kingdom 
were  dire&ed  to  be  preferred  to  fcholars 
places,  and  to  fellowfhips  in  that  college, 
before  any  other  the  fubje<fts  of  his  majefty’s 
dominions,  catcris  paribus . 

About  Auguft  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
and  thirty-four  Mr.  Chappell  became  pro- 
voft, and  continued  provoft  unfworn  until 
Trinity  term  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
thirty- feven. 

About  May  13,  Caroli  regis,  a charter 
was  procured  to  the  provoft,  fellows,  and 
fcholars,  of  the  faid  college,  by  which  char- 
ter, the  ancient  charter  feemed  to  be  con- 
firmed in  part, 

£3 
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But  the  nomination  or  donation  of  the 
provoftfhip  thereby  was  referved  or  refumed 
to  his  majefty. 

The  ftatutes  formerly  in  force  by  that 
charter  were  annulled,  and  ftatutes  an- 
nexed to  the  late  charter,  which  were  figned 
with  the  hand  of  the  archbifhop  of  Canter- 
bury * 3 and  thereby  it  was  farther  com- 
manded that  thefe  new  ftatutes,  and  none 
others,  fliould  be  obferved,  unlefs  his  ma- 
jefty fhould  be  pleafed  to  add  to  them,  or  to 
change  them,  as  to  his  majefty  might  feem 
meet, 

And  by  the  faid  charter  it  was  ordained, 
that  the  chancellor,  or,  in  his  abfence,  the 
vice  chancellor,  and  the  archbifhop  of  Dub- 
lin, fhould  be  hereafter  the  vifitors : all 
which  alterations,  among  others,  were  made 
as  the  charter  faith,  cum  ojfenfu  prcepofiti , 
fociorum , Ssf  fcboliarium  ; and  yet  there  ap- 
peareth  but  two  of  the  fellows,  viz.  William 
Newman  and  Robert  Conway,  that  con- 
fented  to  that  a£t  and  deed  3 fo  that  thofe

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two,  together  with  the  provoft,  feem  the  ^HAP. 
only  perfons  of  the  college  that  wrought 
that  change,  and  by  their  confent  would  i64°- 
bind  the  whole  college,

And  yet  thofe  twTo  fellows,  as  if  by  the  vi- 
fitors,  at  a vifitation,  held  the  20th  of  July 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  thirty-fix, 
were  deprived  of  their  fellowftiips. 

By  the  late  ftatutes  it  alfo  appeareth,  that 
the  provoft  fhould  not  hold  a bifhopric  while 
he  continued  proved: ; and  that  the  natives 
ought  to  be  preferred,  as  they  were  to  be  by 
the  former  ftatutes. 

Upon  acceptance  of  the  late  charter  and 
ftatutes,  the  provoft  on  Trinity  Monday 
pne  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  thirty-feven, 
took  his  oath  to  the  new  ftatutes  ; which 
oath,  during  the  continuance  of  the  former 
ftatutes,  he  would  not  take. 

The  provoft  before  and  after  the  new 
ftatutes,  and  his  oath  taken,  put  back  the 
E 4 natives, 
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fcholarfhips  or  fellowfhips  in  that  college  ; 
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and  before  and  after  brought  in  ftrangers  of 
his  pupils  in  Cambridge,  and  others  of  his 
purpofe,  though  lefs  learned  than  the  na- 
tives, and  preferred  them  to  the  fellowfhips 
and  officers  in  the  college  and  government ; 
as  alfo  feme  to  the  fcholars  places,  lefs  wor** 
thy  than  the  natives. 


Thofe  that  were  preferred  to  fellowfhips, 
having  fpent  little  or  no  time  in  their  fludies 
in  this  college,  were  fuddenly  fo  put  into 
them,  as  though  they  feemed  to  have  been 
fent  for  to  accept  of  them  ; when  the  na- 
tives, which  expedled  them,  were  prevented 
by  them. 


The  mathematical  and  Hebrew  lectures 
were  by  the  faid  provoft  put  down,  and 
other  exercifes  of  learning. 


The  natives  of  the  kingdom  by  fuch 
practices  have  been  infinitely  grieved,  dis- 
couraged, and  difheartened,  to  follow  their 
fludies  and  civility.

The  donation  being  refumed  ; if  it  fo  c 
hold  ; ftrangers  are  like  to  come  in,  to  fa- 
vour Grangers. 

The  mayor  of  Dublin,  at  whofe  inftance 
the  college  was  founded,  (though  the  fite 
and  lands  on  which  the  college  ftands  was 
by  him  given,)  was  ungratefully  put  forth 
from  being  a vifitor. 

And  the  two  vlfitors  who  are  appointed 
are  not  able  to  redrefs  the  grievances  and 
abufes  in  government ; for  that  by  exprefs 
words  in  the  late  charter,  in  gravioribus 
tiegotiis , the  vice  chancellor  and  archbifhop 
of  Dublin  can  do,  nor  determine  nothing, 
without  the  approbation  of  the  chancellor, 
who  now  is  the  archbifhop  of  Canterbury; 
and  if  they  fhall  aft,  it  muft  be  void. 

The  provoft,  after  his  acceptance  of  the 
bifhoprics  of  Cork  and  Rofs,  continued  pro- 
voft of  the  college  above  two  years,  con- 
trary to  thofe  ftatutes  to  which  he  was 
fworn, 


There 
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There  is  not  among  the  fenicr  fellows, 
who  govern  with  the  provoft,  but  only 
one  native  now  ; and  whereas  by  the  firft 
charter,  fellowfhips  w^ere  to  be  but  for  feven 
years,  by  the  new  charter  they  are  to  con- 
tinue their  fellowfhips  for  life ; fo  as  the 
averfenefs,  fettled  in  thofe  ftrangers  towards 
the  natives,  is  not  likely  to  be  removed  in 
their  life-time,  if  not  extraordinarily  re^ 
dreffed.

It  is  ordered  upon  queftion,  that  the  Hate

requiring  them,  that,  with  the  advice  and 
affiftance  of  the  moft  reverend  father  the 
lord  primate  of  Armagh*,  they  fhould  fup^» 
plicate  his  majefty  for  fpeedy  redrefs  of  the 
faid  grievances ; and  that  the  fame  may  be 
done,  if  his  majefty  fhall  fo  think  fit,  by  an 
a&  of  parliament  to  be  pafied  in  this  king- 
dom, difcharging  the  new  charter  and  fta~ 
tutes,  and  re-eftablifhing  the  firft  founda- 
tion and  charter ; with  fuch  farther  claufe 
or  claufes  for  the  more  fuccefsful  propaga- 
tion of  learning  in  this  kingdom,  among 
the  natives  thereof,  as  fhall  be  thought  fit 
by  his  majefty,  with  like  advice to  be  in- 
ferted.

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  COMMONS* 
SECTION  IV. 

The  tranfadions  of  the  feffion  which 
preceded,  and  of  thofe  which  followed  the 
Irifh  rebellion,  are  very  irregular  ; the  pro- 
ceedings relate  principally  to  expedients  and 
temporary  regulations  in  thofe  confufed  and 
tumultuous  periods.  Suffice  it  to  notice  a 
few  of  the  leading  particulars,  as,  perhaps, 
very  few  articles  will  deferve  the  attention 
of  pofterity. 

The  feffion  lafted  from  the  nth  of  May 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty-one, 
through  all  the  Summer  months,  to  the  7th 
of  Auguft,  when  they  adjourned  to  the  9th 
of  November,  with  the  leave,  as  it  is  ex- 
preffed,  of  the  lords  juftices  for  fo  long  an 
adjournment.  In  this  laft  interval  the  Irifh 
rebellion  broke  out  in  the  month  of  Oc-» 
tober.  As  parliament  was  then  not  fitting, 
there  is  no  cotemporary  account  of  this  me- 
morable event  in  the  journals  of  either  houfe 
of  parliament  in  Ireland.

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On  the  nth  of  May  the  prefident  of  < 
Munfter  had  leave  of  abfence;  and  at  his  v 
defire,  a writ  for  Killmallock,  in  the 
room  of  his  fon  William  St.  Leger  efq.  was 
iffued  upon  the  humble  requeft  of  the 
latter. 

On  the  13th  of  May  it  was  ordered,  on 
account  of  the  diftrefs  of  the  times,  that  all 
protections,  except  to  menial  fervants,fliouId 
ceafe  during  this  feffion.  Protections  granted 
by  members  to  debtors,  was  a ftiameful  abufe 
of  parliamentary  privilege.  This  cuftom  was 
finally  abolifhed  in  England  in  one  thou* 
fand  feven  hundred  and  twenty-five,  and  in 
Ireland  in  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
forty-feven. 

On  the  15th  it  was  ordered,  that  no  peti- 
tion ftiould  be  read  in  the  houfe,  unlefs  pre- 
fented  or  called  for  by  a member ; and  that 
no  petition  againft  a member  fhould  be  read 
without  an  order,  and  due  notice  to  the 
party  ; both  which  are  rules  at  this  day. 
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On  the  1 8th  there  was  a conference  rela- 
tive to  a proper  provifion  for  the  parliamen- 
tary commiffioners  in  England. 

On  the  19th  the  lords  fent  the  anfwers  of 
the  lord  chancellor,  lord  Lowther,  and  the 
bifhop  of  Derry,  defiring  that  copies  might 
be  taken  of  them,  and  the  originals  re- 
turned from  the  commons. 

On  the  2 1 ft  of  May  it  was  ordered,  that  a 
writ  ftiould  iffue  for  Mallow  in  the  room  of 
William  Kingfmill,  who  was  ill  of  a con- 
fumption,  and  not  likely  to  recover. 

On  the  2 2d  of  May  one  thoufand  fix  hun- 
dred and  forty- one  his  majefty’s  letter  for 
the  continuance  of  parliament  was  read  and 
entered.  This  declaration  feemed  neceffary 
to  obviate  certain  doubts  upon  the  death  of 
lord  deputy  Wandesford,  who  died  fud- 
denly  for  grief,  as  it  is  faid,  on  account  of 
the  profecution  of  his  friend  lord  Strafford, 
during  that  viceroy’s  abfence.  A particular 
account  of  this  event  has  been  given  in  the 

hiftory 
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hiftory  of  the  lords’  proceedings  of  this  CHAP, 
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A letter  alfo  from  the  king  was  read  con- 
taining certain  graces;  amongft  the  reft,  his 
confent  to  a bill  to  limit  the  claims  of  the 
crown  to  fixty  years,  as  was  done  in  Eng- 
land by  the  21ft  of  James  the  firft,  chapter 
21.  A fimilar  ad:  had  been  returned  on 
the  very  eve  of  the  Irifh  rebellion  juft  after 
the  parliament  rofe  ; and  of  fuch  import- 
ance was  this  ad:  deemed  at  that  time,  that 
Mr.  Carte,  in  his  Life  of  the  Duke  of  Or- 
mond, fays,  that  if  it  had  paffed  into  a law 
it  would,  with  another  quieting  ad:,  have 
contributed  wonderfully  to  pacify  the  coun- 
try, and  might  in  a great  meafure  have  pre- 
vented that  infurredion.  This  bill  has, 
within  the  laft  twenty  years,  pafled  the 
houfe  of  lords  three  times  ; but  it  was  con- 
ftantly  rejeded  in  the  council  : it  however 
demands  the  attention  of  the  legiflature,  at 
a period  when  their  legiflative  rights  are  at 
length  fully  reftored.  The  famous  difpute 
between  the  duke  of  Portland  and  fir  James

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CHAP.  Lowther  in  England,  and  the  grant  to  the 
r— ,_f  latter,  induced  parliament  to  extend  this  pro- 
l64!*  vifion  to  futurity.  Since  which  period  fixty 
years  of  uninterrupted  pofTeflion  are  a bar 
to  the  claims  of  the  crown  from  any  given 
period  ; before  which  time  the  crown  could 
have  recurred  for  fixty  years  before  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  twenty-one,  or  the 
2 1 ft  year  of  James  the  firft,  to  prove  their 
right.  The  neceffity  of  fuch  a law  is  mod 
evident  in  Ireland,  fince  there  never  has 
been  any  limitation,  no  not  of  the  laft  de- 
fcription,  in  that  kingdom  ; and  the  maxim 
that  nullum  tempus  occurrit  regi  prevails 
Hill  in  full  force. 

On  the  fame  day,  after  thanking  his  ma- 
jefty  for  the  graces  contained  in  his  meffage, 
the  lords  and  commons  agreed  upon  a de- 
claration to  his  majefty  touching  the  right  of 
criminal  jurifdidion  and  impeachment  in  the 
high  court  of  parliament  in  Ireland,  as  it 
had  been  directed  for  four  hundred  and  fifty 
years  by  the  common  law  of  both  kingdoms. 
With  other  courts  of  juflice,  they  requeft, 
5 that 
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that  they  may  not  be  defired  to  produce  c ^ A P. 
precedents  to  prove  their  rights,  becaufe  ^ • 
many  records  were  miflaid,  and  fome  were  l6^1, 
defignedly  embezzled ; and  in  the  power  of 
the  chancellor,  and  of  the  chief  juftice,  who 
were  impeached. 

This  extraordinary  declaration,  it  appears 
by  the  lords’  journals,  took  its  rife  from  a 
fingular  opinion  of  the  chancellor  Bolton ; 
which  was,  that,  as  the  two  houfes  could  not 
propofe  laws  without  leave  of  the  king  and 
council ; by  a parity  of  reafon,  they  could 
not  take  upon  them  an  inquifitorial  or  ju- 
dicial power  without  a fimilar  permiflion* 

This  was  the  chancellor’s  crotchet.  Whim- 
fical  opinions  have  prevailed  in  policy  as 
well  as  in  religion  : and  Cicero  ftates  in  the 
Natura  Deorum,  that  there  were  few  religious 
opinions,  however  odd  and  abfurd,  that  had 
not,  fome  time  or  other,  been  maintained 
by  fome  philofophers. 

On  the  25th  of  May  thanks  were  re- 
turned to  the  lords  for  the  queries  and  an~ 
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• fwers  from  the  judges  by  their  lordfhips* 
defire. 

On  the  26th  of  May  a writ  was  ordered 
in  the  room  of  captain  William  Paifly,  a 
minor,  for  the  borough  of  Augher.  And 
it  was  alfo  ordered,  at  the  fame  time,  that 
none  hereafter,  under  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  fhould  be  elected,  returned,  or 
admitted,  as  a member  *. 

On  the  4th  of  June  a writ  was  iflued  for 
Ballinakill,  in  the  room  of  William  Alfrey 
efq.  upon  his  own  petition. 

From  this  time  till  the  18th  of  June  the 
houfes  were  principally  occupied  in  confide- 
rations  about  levying  fubfidies  5 and  on  this 
day  a writ  was  iiTued  for  the  returning  of  ano- 
ther burgefs  in  the  room  of  Oliver  Plunkett. 

On  the  19th  of  June  a report  was  made 
by  the  chancellor  from  thofe  judges  who 

* There  is  no  law  in  Ireland  fimilar  to  the  Englilh 

of  king  William,  which  prohibits  minors  from 
voting,  See.  in  parliament  under  fevere  penalties. 

drew 
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drew  up  the  feveral  fubfidy  bills,  which  was  C 
prefented  by  captain  Mervyn ; and  on  the 
fame  day  a fecret  feledt  committee  were  ap- 
pointed to  draw  up  articles  againft  the  chan- 
cellor, lord  Lowther,  the  bifhop  of  Derry, 
and  fir  George  RadclifF,  who  had  been  im- 
peached. 

From  the  following  entry,  and  other  paf- 
fages  at  this  time  in  the  journals,  it  is  pro- 
bable the  houfe  at  this  time  aflumed  a power 
of  hearing  and  deciding  caufes. 

<c  That  a habeas  corpus  (hall  be  granted 
ct  by  the  proper  court  to  James  Plunkett,  that 
“ he  may  better  attend  the  profecution  of 
“ his  caufe  now  pending  in  this  houfe.” 

On  the  26th  of  June  captain  Weldon  had 
a bafon  and  ewer  of  filver  given  to  him, 
with  the  device  of  fignum  Jidei , for  his 
bringing  a meffage  from  the  committee  in 
England.  He  took  fhipping  on  the  26th, 
and  was  with  the  commiflioners  in  London 
on  the  29th  of  May. 
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On  the  30th  of  June  it  was  voted  upon 
the  queftion,  that  a decree  againlt  George 
Earl  of  Kildare  at  the  council  table  was  ex- 
trajudicial and  contrary  to  the  great  charter, 
and  fhould  therefore  be  vacated.  About  this 
period  feveral  of  thefe  extrajudicial  decrees 
were  alfo  annulled. 

On  the  19th  of  July  writs  were  iffued  (at 
their  own  defire)  for  two  members  for  New- 
ry,  in  the  room  and  places  of  Tobias  Poynes 
and  William  Reading  efquires  ; and  alfo  in 
the  room  of  Pierce  Butler  efq.  for  Gowran, 
who  was  licenfed  to  go  beyond  feas. 

On  the  26th  of  July  the  houfe,  after  con- 
fidering  the  queries  and  anfwers  of  the 
judges,  came  to  a long  declaration  of  the 
liberties  of  the  fubje£t,  and  condemned  the 
jurifdiction  of  the  council  table  before  the 
lord  lieutenant ; imprifonments  by  them  ; 
proclamations  affecting  their  liberty  and 
property;  martial  law  in  peace;  the  quo 
1 warranto s againft  the  right  of  boroughs  to 
return  members  ; &c.  &c. 


On 
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On  the  27th  William  Purcell,  who  had 
wrongfully  fummoned  fir  Robert  Southwell 
to  anfwer  an  unjuft  complaint,  was  or- 
dered to  pay  damages.  This  is  a rule  in  the 
houfe  of  lords,  that  a lord  complaining  of  a 
breach  of  privilege,  if  it  proves  to  be  frivo- 
lous, pays  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  the 
houfe,  and  the  cofts. 

The  following  very  extraordinary  order 
of  the  fame  date  proves  that  the  houfe  of 
commons  at  this  period  took  upon  them 
to  determine  caufes : 

“ It  is  ordered,  that  witnefles  in  caufes  de- 
“ pending,  or  to  be  depending  in  this  houfe  *9 
“ fhall  be  fworn  at  the  bar  of  the  houfe  of 
“ lords  before  they  are  examined.” 

On  the  30th  of  July  a very  extraordinary 
reprefentation  was  made  by  the  lords  and 
commons  for  the  flay  or  detention  of  fix- 
teen  thoufand  men  deftined  to  be  fent  into 
Spain  for  that  king’s  fervice.

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The  fame  day  a committee  of  five  were 
ordered  to  meet  in  the  houfe  of  the  great 
antiquarian,  iir  James  Ware,  to  draw  up  a 
letter  to  the  lord  keeper  of  England  touch- 
ing the  privileges  of  the  houfe. 

On  the  7th  of  Auguft  a caufe  is  fet  down, 
and  the  determination  noted  in  the  cafe  of 
Henry  Talbot  Plunkett,  plaintiff,  and  Nicho- 
las Patty  and  Anne  his  wife,  defendants,  in 
the  fame  form  that  caufes  are  entered  in  the 
houfe  of  lords  ; but  this  mode  of  proceed- 
ing feems  to  be  peculiar  to  this  feffion  ; nor 
is  it  to  be  traced  in  antecedent  or  in  fubfe- 
quent  periods. 

On  this  day  an  order  was  made,  that  the 
fum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  pounds 
Ihould  be  raifed  upon  the  Scotch  inhabitants 
of  the  fix  efcheated  counties,  in  lieu  of  fees 
to  the  clerk,  Mr.  Fernly,  for  the  famous  bill 
for  the  naturalization  of  the  Scotch  who 
were  born  before  the  acceffion  of  James  thq 
firft,  in  lord  Strafford’s  adminiflration.

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On  this  day  the  houfe  adjourned  to  the  CHAP, 
ninth  of  November  as  before  mentioned  : L 
the  intervening  time  was  remarkable  for  the  i64** 
breaking  out  of  the  Irifh  rebellion. 


SECTION  V. 

The  journals  of  the  houfe  of  commons, 
after  the  Irifh  rebellion,  were  defective  till 
the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
fixty-four:  the  records  of  their  proceeding8 
from  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty- 
one  to  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty- 
feven,  were  difcovered  by  the  induftry  of 
fir  Hercules  Langrifhe ; and  a manufcript 
which  contained  them  was  bought  from 
Mr.  Dugan,  an  upholfterer,  in  Bride-ftreet, 
Dublin,  who  had  them  from  Mrs.  Kelly, 
widow  of  a clerk  to  fir  Stephen  Rice,  chief 
baron  in  the  reign  of  James  the  fecond. 
For  this  manufcript,  by  a refolution  of  the 
houfe,  fhe  was  rewarded  with  a grant 
of  two  hundred  pounds.  By  this  difco- 
very  the  Irifh  were  more  fortunate  than  the 
Englifh  parliament  in  the  completion  of 
F 4 their 
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their  parliamentary  journals,  from  the  fol- 
lowing curious  circumftance  : 

In  fearching  for  precedents  about  im- 
peachments foon  after  the  revolution,  a com- 
mittee in  the  lords  traced  the  journals  to  the 
beginning  of  the  reign  of  Henry  the  feventh. 
This  part  of  the  lords’  journals  in  England 
has  fince  been  loft  5 and  they  now  begin 
•with  the  firft  year  of  his  fucceftor.  The 
earl  of  Marchmont,  who,  in  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  feventy-feven-eight,  with 
other  lords,  formed  a committee  for  the  re- 
vifal  and  printing  of  the  parliamentary  re- 
cords and  journals,  was  aware  of  this  cir- 
cumftance, and  offered  a reward  in  the  pub- 
lic prints  for  the  difcovery  of  the  journals 
of  that  reign,  but  without  fuccefs. 

The  houfe  met,  purfuant  to  the  laft  ad- 
journment, the  1 6th  of  November  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty-one.  Great 
doubts  feem  to  have  been  entertained  by  the 
lords  juftices,  Parfons  and  Borlace,  about  the 
continuance  of  parliament  after  the  rebel-

feems  it  was  againft  the  inclination  of  the  l6^1’ 
lords  juftices  that  the  parliament  was  con- 
tinued ; and  it  appears  to  have  been  con- 
tinued by  the  joint  defire  and  order  of  the  two 
houfes ; which  appears  from  the  lingular  entry 
on  the  following  day  : “ Mr.  Patrick  D‘Arcy 
“ gave  his  opinion,  that  either  the  four  courts* 

“ or  St.  Patrick’s  church,  was  a proper  place 
“ for  meeting;  but  tlje  convocation  room  in 
€C  the  latter, he  conceived  to  be  a better  place; 
u and  Mr.  Nicholas  Plunkett  faid,  that  as  the 
u lords  jufdces  did  not  think  fit  to  continue 
<c  parliament,  that  he  wifhed  the  lords  would 
“ appoint  a proper  place after  which  a 
declaration  of  the  houfe  was  drawn  for  the 
continuance  of  parliament,  without  either 
adjournment  or  prorogation ; which  was 
formed  into  a joint  of  both  houfes.  This 
a£t  contained  their  declaration  of  their  ab- 
horrence of  the  rebellion,  and  of  their  refolu- 
tion  to  arm  againft  it.  The  fame  day  an  or- 
dinance was  paffed  for  levying  forces  in  the 
feveral  counties.  The  commons  then  ex- 
pelled 
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CI^AP.  Pe^e<^  ^ir  Phdim  0‘Neile,  Mr.  Maguire, 
l— v-~  and  Mr.  CPReilly,  who  had  engaged  in 
the  rebellion.  This  day  the  lords  lent  the 
ufher  of  the  black  rod  to  defire  their  at- 
tendance, when  the  parliament  was  pro- 
rogued to  the  nth  of  January  by  a com- 
miffion  of  the  lords  ; on  which  day  they 
met  afterwards  at  the  Tholfel,  which  is  thus 
entered  in  the  journals:  “ Apud  le  Tholfel, 
u i ith  Januarie  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
and  forty- two.” 

This  circumftance,  with  the  lords  juftices’ 
difficulties  of  continuing  parliament,  the 
power  given  to  the  lords  to  appoint  time  and 
place  for  their  meeting,  and  the  want  of 
their  ufual  accommodation  in  Dublin  Caftle, 
is  a prefumptive  proof  of  a very  curious  his- 
torical fad ; namely,  that  the  executive 
power  was  afraid  that  parliament  ffiould 
meet  at  the  Caftle  in  their  ufual  place,  as 
there  were  fuppofed  to  be  many  rebels 
among  them;  and  alfo,  that  the  Irifh  fol- 
lowed the  example  of  the  Englifti  parlia- 
ment at  this  time,  and  continued  themfelves, 
1 2 in 
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in  their  own  manner,  bv  their  own  affumed  CHAP.

After  having  written  a letter,  fubfcribed 
by  the  prefident,  to  the  fpeaker  of  the  com- 
mons of  England  relative  to  James  and 
Philip  Watfon,  two  aldermen  who  had  ab- 
fconded  for  a debt  due  to  the  recorder  of 
Dublin,  defiring  they  might  be  appre- 
hended, the  houfe  adjourned  itfelf  to  the 
2 1 ft  of  June  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
forty-two  ; on  which  day,  upon  the  petition 
of  the  lord  chancellor  Bolton  and  the  chief 
juftice  Lowther,  it  was  declared  that  they 
would  defert  or  drop  this  profecution ; and 
a meflage  to  that  effect  was  fent  to  the  lords. 

After  the  reftoration  feveral  matters  affect- 
ing their  honour  were  expunged  from  the 
journals

# This  profecution,  and  the  cafe  of  the  chancel- 
lor fir  Charles  Porter  in  1695,  who  was  impeached 
upon  the  motion  of  colonel  Ponfonby,  (the  anceftor 
of  lord  Befborough,)  are  the  only  inftances  of  im- 
peachments in  the  records  of  the  Irifh  parliament.

On  the  fame  day  all  the  members  were 
enjoined  to  take  the  oath  of  fupremacy 
during  the  continuance  of  the  prefent,  and 
in  future  parliaments,  and  a committee  was 
ordered  to  draw  up  a bill  to  that  effedt,  to  be 
prefented  to  the  government  in  the  ufuai 
form  ; which  order  was  approved  next  day 
by  the  houfe  of  lords. 


On  the  22d  of  June  forty  members  were 
expelled  as  rebels : this  had  reduced  the 
number  of  attending  members  fo  low,  that, 
on  an  important  queftion  about  a meflage 
to  the  lords  relative  to  the  impeachment  of 
the  bifhop  of  Derry  and  fir  George  Rad- 


The  defire  of  the  commons  to  examine  feveral  lords 
upon  oath  gave  rife  to  fome  free  conferences  and 
long  difputes  between  the  two  houfesin  1695  > but  the 
former  did  not  carry  their  point.  This  was  rather  an 
irregular  proceeding,  as  the  articles  never  were  pre- 
fented at  the  lords’  bar.  Previous  to  examining  wit- 
nedes  on  the  articles,  the  lord  chancellor  was  admitted 
to  be  heard  in  the  houfe,  where  he  fpoke  behind  a 
chair  within  the  bar ; after  which,  what  he  faid  was 
yoted  fatisfa&ory  by  1 2 1 to  77,  and  the  articles  were 
{jifrnided. 

cliffe, 
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cliffe,  they  divided  only  eighteen  for,  to  CIIA  P< 
twelve  againft  the  meffage.  On  the  6th 
and  on  the  9th  of  Auguft  following  fix  l6*2' 
members,  who  abfented  themfelves  after  an 
order  for  their  attendance,  were  expelled* 
and  writs  iflued  in  their  room. 

The  houfe  continued  fitting  till  the  16th 
of  Auguft  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
forty-two.  Several  orders  were  made  du- 
ring this  time,  for  voluntary  contributions, 
for  the  fufferers  who  were  pillaged  by  the 
rebels  ; and  a report  was  made  from  the 
lords  juftices  by  fir  James  Ware,  to  recom- 
mend the  diftrefs  of  the  univerfity  to  parlia- 
ment, and  to  apply  the  rents  of  abfent 
bifhops  for  its  fupport : the  houfe  then  ad- 
journed to  the  1 6th  of  November  one  thou- 
fand fix  hundred  and  forty-two. 

On  the  17th  of  November  a bill  was 
paffed  to  declare  the  validity  of  the  prefent 
parliament;  and  another,  that  the  feflion 
fhould  not  determine  by  the  royal  afient  to 
any  particular  aft.

On  the  13th  of  December  the  following 
extraordinary  entry  proves  that  in  this,  as 
well  as  in  the  preceding  feffion,  the  houfe 
of  commons  had  decided  caufes  upon  peti- 
tions ; “ That  thofe  who  had  petitioned  the 
“ houfe,  might  commence  their  fuits  in

On  the  20th  of  April  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  forty-three,  to  which  day  the 
houfe  had  been  prorogued  a meifage

The  houfe  farther  defired  that  the  fcruple 
in  the  faid  petition,  viz.  ( given  to  the faid earl 
by  aEl  of  parliament  in  England ) might  be 
amended  ; fuppofing  that  it  might  be  a 
precedent  that  Englifh  aCts  of  parliament  are 
binding  in  Ireland.  (Probably  this  alluded 
to  fome  eftate  in  truft  to  lord  Kildare  by  a 
private  aCt  in  England.) 

Though  orders  had  been  made  againft 
the  multiplicity  of  protections,  I find  this

Upon  reading  the  petition  of  John  Carl- 
ton, it  was  put  to  the  queftion,  whether 
Henry  King,  protected  by  colonel  Audley 
Mervyn,  may  be  fued : which  was  carried 
in  the  negative  by  twenty-five  befides  the 
teller,  to  twenty-two  befides  the  teller.

* The  mode  of  dividing  the  houfe  of  commons  is 
fo  well  known,  that  it  would  be  fuperfluous  to  dwell 
upon  that  fubje£t ; but  queftions  arife,  upon  who  are 
to  go  into  the  lobby  ? which  are  prevented  in  the  houfe 
of  lords,  by  the  general  rule,  that  the  contents  in  ail 
cafes  mull  go  below  the  bar. 

In  Ireland  this  rule  is  obferved  only  in  the  houfe  : 
when  the  lords  are  in  a committee,  the  prefent  prac- 
tice is,  to  divide  to  the  right  and  the  left  as  in  the  com- 
mons. 

The  method  in  counting  the  lords  upon  a divifion 
is,  that  the  teller  reckons  himfelf  in  the  firft  inftance, 
and  then  the  lords  are  told,  beginning  at  the  front  row 
of , the  earl’s  bench,  and  afterwards  thebilhops;  and 
thus  all  the  lords  in  the  houfe  are  counted.  The  tel- 
lers 
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The  houfe  was  then  prorogued,  in  the  OH  A'P. 
fame  form  as  was  before  mentioned,  to  the 
17th  of  February  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  l643* 
and  forty-four  ; on  which  day  a Itrong 

remon- 


lers  alk  the  prefident  which  way  he  choofes  to  be  told  , 
if  with  the  not  contents,  he  is  numbered  with  the  laft 
of  them  if  with  the  contents  below  the  bar,  he  is  told 
firlt  on  that  fide ; and  the  teller,  after  counting  him- 
felf,  reckons  the  lords  as  they  go  through  the  bar. 
This  matter  has  been  thus  minutely  detailed,  becaufe  it 
is  plain  that  there  can  be  no  calling  voice,  as  in  the 
houfe  of  commons  ; where  the  fpeaker  never  votes  ex- 
cept where  the  voices  are  equal.  Hence  the  order  in 
putting  the  queftion  in  appeals  and  writs  of  error 
is  derived,  “ that  this  decree  or  judgment  be  re- 
(S  verfed  5”  for  if  the  votes  Ihould  be  equal,  the  fen- 
tence  of  the  court  below  Hands  good,  and  it  can  only 
be  reverfed  by  a majority. 

In  the  French  national  alfembly,  who  probably  have 
derived  all  their  orders  and  culloms,  and  the  greater 
part  of  their  conftitution,  from  the  Congrefs  and  the 
United  States  of  America,  the  method  of  putting  the 
queftion  is,  “ Que  ceux  qui  font  pour  ce  decret,  veu- 
“ lent  bien  s’elever*,  que  ceux  qui  font  contraires,  &c. 
“ veulent  bien  s’elever.”  After  which  the  prefident 
announces,  “ that  the  national  alfembly  decrees  ac- 
“ cording  as  the  majority  has  decided.”

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c nfP’  remonftrance  was  made  to  the  lord  lieute- 
‘ — j nant,  the  marquis  of  Ormond,  on  the  im- 
propriety  of  the  fpeaker’s  being  counfel  in 
the  Caftle  Chamber  againft  fir  Arthur  Lof- 
tus,  a member  of  parliament,  and  defiring 
the  council  to  difpenfe  with  their  order  for 
his  attendance. 

On  the  9th  of  April  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  forty-four  Philip  Lord  Lille 


If  there  fhould  be  a doubt,  which  feldom  happens, 
as  majorities  there  in  general  are  very  decifive,  if  the 
aflembly  do  not  agree  in  their  prefident’s  declaration, 
any  member  has  a right  to  infill  upon  the  appel  nominal ; 
of  which  the  following  is  the  ceremony  : — One  of  the 
four  fecretaries  (who  are  all  members  appointed  by  a 
ballot  once  a fortnight  with  the  prefident)  reads  the 
lift  of  the  members,  and  every  one  prefent  gives  his 
fuffrage  viva  voce ; and  the  clerk  having  inferted  them 
in  lifts  pro  and  cony  declares  the  majority  ; which  pro- 
ceeding generally  occupies  above  two  hours,  and  it  has 
been  found  to  be  very  inconvenient. 

The  appel  nominal  feldom  happens  ; and  the  author 
recolle£ts  to  have  feen  only  two  inftances  during  a 
clofe  attendance  of  nearfeven  months,  in  1791,  upon 
the  national  aflembly. 

and 
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and  colonel  Crawford  were  expelled  for  be-  C HA  P. 
ing  abfent  without  leave,  and  writs  were  * — 
iffued  in  their  room.  Lord  Lifle  feems  to  i644* 
have  been  an  Engllfh  peer : this  therefore 
is  a curious  inftance  of  an  uncommon  com- 
bination of  characters,  of  an  Englifh  peer, 
and  an  Irifh  commoner.  Another  inftance 
of  this  combination  in  the  Irifh  parlia- 
ment, was  the  cafe  of  the  earl  of  Roch- 
ford  : he  had  been  brought  in  by  the  duke 
of  Ormond  for  Kilkenny  in  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  feven ; upon  his  father’s 
death  he  became  an  Englifti  peer ; but  he 
fat  on  for  near  four  years  afterwards  till  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eleven,  as  ap- 
pears in  the  lift  of  the  members,  as  earl  of 
Rochford 

Thehoufe  met  after  an  adjournment  in  the 
afternoon,  and  it  was  ordered  to  be  called 
over  at  feven  o’clock  the  next  morning ;

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. on  which  day  the  impeachment  againft  fir 
George  Radcliffe  was  deferted  or  dropped 
upon  his  petition,  and  a meffage  to  that  ef- 
fect fent  to  the  lords. 

On  the  1 2th  of  April  one  tlioufand  fix 
hundred  and  forty-four  a meffage  from  the 
lords  was  delivered  with  a book,  which  was 
left  for  the  confideration  of  the  houfe.  This 
involves  a very  important  and  curious  cir- 
cumftance  : — The  book  was  relative  to  the 
manner  in  which  Englifh  a£ts  of  parliament 
came  to  be  obligatory  in  Ireland.  This  was 
deemed  a work  of  fuch  importance,  that  it 
was  ordered  by  the  lords  and  commons  to 
be  anfwered  by  fome  leading  members  of  the 
long  robe.  This  treatife  and  the  anfwer,  it 
is  faid,  are  the  fame  which  have  been  fince 
printed  in  Harris’s  Hibernica. 

A meffage  was  fent  to  the  lord  lieutenant 
by  fir  Paul  Davis.  This  gentleman  was 
fecretary  of  ftate,  and  a&ed  as  minifter 
during  the  government  of  the  duke  of  Or- 
mond. The  reafon  of  this  great  office  being 

rendered 
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rendered  a finecure,  fhall  be  mentioned  in  CHAP, 
its  place. 

1646. 

The  parliament  was  continued  by  fhort 
prorogations  from  this  time  to  the  7th  of 
November  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
forty-fix ; during  this  period  I do  not  find 
any  thing  worthy  of  notice.  Orders  upon 
breaches  of  privileges,  againft  protections, 
which  appear  to  have  increafed  very  con- 
fiderably ; reprefentations  of  the  diftrefles 
of  the  country,  and  complaints  for  non-pay- 
ment of  rents,  which  mud  be  the  neceflary 
confequence  of  fuch  diftra&ed  periods,  form 
the  principal  part  of  the  journals.  During 
thefe  fefiions  there  were  parliamentary 
agents  in  England,  moft  probably  attendant 
upon  the  king,  who  dill,  through  the  mar- 
quis of  Ormond,  preferved  his  influence  in 
the  Irifh  nation.  Since  the  appointment  of 
that  illuftrious  nobleman  to  the  lieutenancy 
in  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty- 
three,  matters  in  parliament  aflumed  a more 
tranquil  and  orderly  afpeft,  than  under  the 
weak  government  of  the  lords  ju dices,  Par- 
fons  and  Borlace. 
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Perhaps  the  only  particular  which  deferves 
to  be  mentioned  in  the  laft  feffion  is,  that 
the  fpeaker  and  the  whole  houfe  were  or- 
dered to  reprefent  to  the  lord  lieutenant  the 
hardfhip  of  billetting  foldiers  upon  members 
of  parliament.  This  circumftance  of  ceffing 
and  billetting  foldiers  in  Dublin  was,  after 
the  reftoration,  the  caufe  of  a long  complaint 
againftthedukeof  Ormond  from  lord  Meath. 
It  was  pufhed  forward  by  his  grace’s  ene- 
mies with  great  violence  in  the  Englifh 
council ; and  poffibly  this  and  fimilar  incon- 
veniencies  induced  government  to  take  the 
wife  ftep  of  building  barracks  in  the  capital, 
and  throughout  the  whole  kingdom. 

The  parliament,  which  met  on  the  26th 
of  March  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
forty-feven,  continued  fitting  by  adjourn- 
ment till  the  15th  of  June  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  forty-  eight.  In  this  feffion  the 
commons  fat  feventy  days ; many  of  which 
they  only  met  to  adjourn.  The  journals 
of  this  period  are  irregular  and  confufed,  and 
very  few  particulars  are  worthy  of  notice. 

On 
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On  the  firft  day,  upon  the  petition  of  CH 

William  Roberts,  Ulfter  king  of  arms,  a , 

committee  was  appointed  to  regulate  his  1 
fees. 

And  on  the  3d  of  May  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  forty-feven  a committee  was 
appointed  to  confider  of  the  grievance  of 
billeting  foldiers  upon  members  contrary  to 
the  privileges  of  parliament ; and  a decla- 
ration on  this  fubjedt  was  drawn  up  and 
fent  to  lord  Lambert,  the  governor  of  the 
city  of  Dublin,  by  the  fpeaker. 

On  the  nth  of  May  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  forty-feven  the  lords  fent  to  re- 
mind the  commons  of  a petition  prefented 
by  dodtor  Chappell  *,  bifhop  of  Cork,  five 
years  before,  on  which  nothing  had  been 
done  : the  houfe,  taking  the  former  declara- 
tion of  the  college  into  confideration,  re- 
quefted  them  not  to  proceed  until  they  had  in-

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p*  quired  of  the  fellows  about  Its  fituation ; and 
a committee  was  appointed  accordingly. 

On  the  31ft  of  May  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  forty-feven,the  lords  and  com- 
mons ordered  a joint  committee  to  compli- 
ment the  commiffioners  from  the  Englifh 
parliament.  The  decline  of  the  king’s  af- 
fairs was  the  occafion  of  this  commifiion  at 
this  time,  and  of  their  favourable  reception 
alfo  ; but  the  conduct  of  the  marquis  of 
Ormond  againft  the  rebels  was,  notwith- 
ftanding  this  deputation,  according  to  fir 
Robert  Southwell,  approved  of  by  the  Eng- 
liih  parliament. 

On  the  fame  day  a very  honourable  tefli- 
mony  of  the  approbation  of  the  fpeaker,  fir 
Maurice  Euflace,  was  entered  on  the  jour- 
nals upon  the  report  of  a long  prorogation ; 
and  on  the  fubfequent  day  a joint  committee 
of  lords  and  commons  agreed,  that  both 
houfes,  with  their  fpeakers,  fhould  go  in 
great  folemnity  to  thank  the  marquis  of 
Ormond,  the  lord  lieutenant,  for  his  noble 
conduct  and  favour  to  them  both.  The 

parlia- 
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parliament  was  then  prorogued  to  the  15th  CHAP, 
of  June  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  1 
forty-eight. 

On  which  day  it  adjourned  itfelf  till  the 
27th  of  March  following,  and  there  were 
no  more  parliaments  held  in  Ireland  till  the 
reftoration  : though  under  Cromwell,  they 
fent  members  to  that  parliament  at  W eft- 
mi  nfter  in  which  the  three  kingdoms  were 
incorporated,  and  of  which  I fliall  give  a 
lift  in  the  Appendix.

SECTION  VI. 

After  an  interval  of  thirteen  years  the 
parliament  met  in  Ireland  foon  after  the 
reftoration.  They  were  fummoned  under 
the  lords  juftices,  the  earls  of  Orrery  and 
Mountrath,  and  fir  Maurice  Euftace  the 
chancellor.  Sir  Audly  Mervyn  was  chofen 
fpeaker  in  the  ufual  forms,  and  made  a 
fpeech  of  a very  uncommon  length,  filled 
with  Latin  quotations  and  texts  of  Scrip- 
ture. 
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ture.  They  afiembled  for  the  firft  time  at 
Chichefter  Houfe  ; on  which  fite  the  pre- 
fent  houfe  of  parliament  is  built.  The  caftle 
was  in  early  times  a fortrefs  ; and  therefore 
parliament  could  no  longer  be  accommo- 
dated there  on  account  of  the  rebellion* 
This,  perhaps,  lirft  induced  their  removal 
to  the  Tholfel,  as  was  before  mentioned,  in 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty-one, 
and  afterwards  to  Chichefter  Houfe.  The 
number  of  the  members  of  the  houfe  of 
commons  were  two  hundred  and  feventy- 
fix  * : fome  of  thefe  were  reprefentatives 
for  corporations,  which  had  been  lately 
created ; but  no  boroughs  of  this  defcription 
have  been  eredted  in  Ireland  fince  the  Revo- 
lution. 

The  houfe  of  commons  met  on  the  1 8th 
of  May  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fixty- 
one  ; on  the  nth  of  May  the  fpeaker’s 
Ipeech  was  ordered  to  be  printed  and  pub-

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lifhed,  and  the  reverend  Mr.  Vefey,  after-  C 
wards  archbifhop  of  Tuam,  was  appointed 
chaplain : which  was  the  firft  appointment 
of  that  fort  that  appears  in  the  journals 
On  the  13th  all  thofe  who  fat  on  the  trial 
of  Charles  the  firft,  and  their  children,  ex- 
cept colonel  Thomas  Scott,  who  had  been 
inftrumental  in  the  reftoration,  were  de- 
clared by  a refolution  to  be  incapable  of  be- 
ing members  in  this  parliament. 

On  the  15th  a bill  for  a recognition  of  his 
majefty’s  title  was  pafled,  and  an  application 
was  made  to  the  lord  chancellor  for  a com- 
million,  under  the  great  feal,  to  adminifter 
the  oath  of  fupremacy  to  the  members  ac- 
cording to  the  a£t  of  the  fecond  of  Elizabeth 
in  Ireland,  and  of  the  third  of  James  in 
England.  This  adoption  of  an  Englifh  a<ft 
feems  to  bean  extraordinary  proceeding,  but 
the  oaths  are  now  eftablifhed  by  an  Iri£h 
law  fince  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hun- 
dred and  eighty.

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On  the  1 6th  an  addrefs  was  voted  to  his 
majefty  for  his  gracious  declaration  relative 
to  the  fettlement  of  Ireland  on  the  9th  of 
November  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
fixty. 

On  the  1 8th  of  May  a very  extraordi- 
nary order  was  made,  that  the  king’s  and  the 
chancellor’s  fpeech  in  the  Englifh  parlia- 
ment fhould  be  printed,  and  that  Mr. 
Bathurft,  a member,  fhould  furnifh  the 
printer  with  copies. 

The  fame  day  the  m after  of  the  rolls, 
fir  John  Temple,  was  ordered  to  return 
thanks  to  the  lords  juftices  for  the  commu- 
nication of  the  intended  alliance  with  Portu- 
gal : the  guns  were  ordered  to  be  fired,  and 
the  lord  mayor  was  defired  to  caufe  bonfires 
to  be  made  upon  this  occafion. 

And  on  the  21ft  his  fon,  Mr.  William 
Temple,  reported  an  inftrument  expreftive 
of  their  joy  upon  his  majefty’s  intended 
match.  This  I have  particularly  noted,  be- 

caufe 
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caufe  it  was  the  political  debut  of  a great  c 
chara&er,  and  the  firft  appearance  upon  the 
public  ftage  of  that  ornament  and  perpetual 
benefa&or  of  his  country,  the  beft  and  moft 
virtuous,  as  well  as  the  wifeft  and  moft  ac- 
complifhed  man  of  the  age  in  which  he 
lived,  the  great  minifter  and  philofopher,  fir 
William  Temple. 

On  the  2 2d  of  May  the  lords,  during  this 
feffion,  at  their  particular  defire,  releafed 
three  mafters  in  Chancery  from  their  at- 
tendance, who  were  returned  members  of 
the  houfe  of  commons. 

On  the  25th  a committee  was  appointed 
for  drawing  up  the  a<ft  of  fettlement ; and 
on  the  27th  Mr.  William  Temple  carried 
up  three  bills  to  the  lords,  one  for  confir- 
mation, another  for  the  continuance  of  ju- 
dicial proceedings,  and  a third,  that  the 
feffion  ftiould  not  determine  by  the  royal 
afifent  to  any  a£t  of  parliament ) and  laftly, 
the  unanimous  addrefs  of  both  houfes  for 
his  majefty’s  intention  about  the  a£t  of  fet- 
tlement. 
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tlement.  I have,  in  another  part  of  this 
work,  explained  the  reafon  of  this  laft  bill, 
and  the  opinion  about  the  termination  of 
parliament ; but  it  is  rather  extraordinary 
that  it  fhould  be  prevalent  fo  late  as  the  Re- 
ftoration. 

It  was  ordered  on  the  28th  of  May,  that 
all  protections  which  were  not  regiftered  by 
the  clerk  within  ten  days  from  this  date 
fhould  be  void. 

On  the  30th  of  May  the  commiflioners 
appointed  for  carrying  into  execution  his 
majefty’s  declaration  for  the  fettlement  of 
Ireland  were  ordered  to  lay  their  orders  and 
inftrudtions  before  thehoufe;  the  drawing  up 
of  the  a£f,  and  the  care  of  this  order,  were 
committed  to  fir  John  Ponfonby. 

On  the  31ft  of  May  the  vice  chancellor 
and  provoft  were  ordered  and  empowered 
to  caufe  the  library  of  archbifhop  Ufher, 
which  had  been  bought  by  Cromwell,  to  be 
conveyed  from  the  caftle  and  depofited  in  the 
univerfity  for  public  ufe,  and  to  take  a ca- 
talogue 
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talogue  of  this  noble  collection,  to  be  en-  CH^AP. 
tered  in  the  journals  of  the  houfe,  which  ^ ^ 

Cromwell  had  bought  on  the  archbifhop’s  l66u 
death  in  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
fifty- fix  *. 

* It  is  fuppofed  that  Cromwell  gave  a very  high  price 
for  the  library  of  primate  Uffier,  whofe  learning  and 
piety  he  valued  and  eftecmed,  though  his  attachment  to 
the  royal  caufe  was  fo  notorious  ; and  it  is  aflerted  by 
one  (though  it  is  controverted  by  another)  of  his  biogra- 
phers, that  the  archbifhop  had  a penfion  from  the 
Ufurper.

This  collection,  of  about  ten  thoufand  volumes,  was 
the  foundation  of  the  univerfity  library,  for  which  the 
prefent  noble  and  commodious  room  was  built  by 
parliamentary  bounty  in  1709,  and  more  completely 
furnifhed  in  1 7 1 7 ; on  which  account  members  of  par- 
liament are  admitted  upon  taking  a ItriCt  oath.  This  li- 
brary, it  is  faid,  is  not  kept  up  by  a fupply  of  modern 
books,  for  which  no  fund  has  been  provided. 

A cohesion  of  very  valuable  parliamentary  books,  in 
an  office  adjoining  the  houfe  of  lords,  may  hereafter  de- 
ferve  conlideration,  as  little  is  wanting  to  render  it  a 
complete  parliamentary  library. 

A public  library  has  lately  been  founded  at  Armagh, 
in  which  the  extenfivenefs  of  admiffion,  and  the  mode 
of  preferving  the  books,  are  well  worthy  of  attention. 

This  was  ereCted  by  the  bounty  of  the  prefent  primate, 
whofe  benefactions  to  learning  and  to  the  community 
will  entitle  him  to  the  genuine  praife  of  pofterityi 
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On  the  15th  of  June  a committee  was 
appointed  to  confider  in  what  way  the  trade 
of  the  kingdom  might  be  moll  effectually 
advanced ; and  among  thofe  committees 
were  the  refpeCtable  names  of  fir  William 
Petty  and  fir  William  Temple. 

On  the  17th  it  was  ordered,  that  all 
members  who  were  abfent  in  England,  ex- 
cept four,  who  had  leave  of  abfence,  fhould 
appear  in  the  houfe  within  fix  weeks,  or  writs 
fhould  iffue  for  new  elections  in  their  room. 

On  the  1 8th  it  was  referred  to  a com- 
mittee to  confider  in  what  maimer  parlia- 
mentary commiilioners  might  be  fent  to 
England  to  attend  his  majefty  about  the  ad: 
of  fettlement.  This  was  a wife  and  judi- 
cious meafure  to  prevent  private  felicitations 
and  partial  applications  from  individuals. 

On  the  fame  day  the  lords  fent  to  in- 
form them  of  their  defign  to  expunge  all 
matters  affecting  the  memory  of  lord  Straf- 
ford, the  prefent  primate,  (who  had  been 
impeached  when  bifhop  of  Derry,)  the  chan- 
cellor Bolton,  and  fir  George  Ratcliffe. 


On 
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On  the  1 9th  of  J une  the  committee  reported 
their  opinion,  that  commiffioners  fhould  be 
fent  into  England  from  both  houfes  ; and  a 
meflage  was  fent  to  the  lords  accordingly* 

On  the  20th  of  June  £ committee  was 
appointed  to  confider  of  fuch  laws  before 
the  tenth  year  of  Henry  the  feventh  (at 
which  time  all  the  antecedent  Englifh  lav/s 
were  adopted  by  one  of  fir  Edward  Poyn- 
ing’s  laws)  as  had  been  repealed  ; what  laws 
palTed  fince  that  time  in  England  were  fit 
to  be  adopted  in  Ireland  5 and  alfo  about 
thofe  laws  which  were  under  confideration 
in  the  laft  parliament,  and  had  not  paffed. 
This  committee  had  full  powers,  and  were 
to  meet  at  the  Tholfel : from  which  cir- 
cumftance,  and  other  paflages  in  the  jour- 
nals, and  alfo  from  a conference  with  the 
lords,  which  was  appointed  to  be  held  at  the 
old  cuftom  houfe,  which  was  built  at  the 
reftoration*  I cannot  help  conjecturing  that 
the  following  were  the  places  of  meeting  of 
the  Irifh  parliament  in  Dublin

from  Dublin  to  Limerick.  The  firft  fefiion  of  that 
year  was  in  the  former,  the  fecond  in  the  latter  place. 
And  an  old  law,  the  date  of  which  is  not  cited,  nor  is 
it  now  to  be  found  on  the  code,  enjoining'the  convoca- 
tion of  parliament  at  Dublin  or  Drogheda  only,  was 
then  repealed.  Irijh  Statutes,  vol.  i.  p.  205.

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dred  and  forty-one,  they  met  in  the  caftle  CHAP, 
of  Dublin.  On  the  16th  of  November  one  v. — 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty-one,  the  l66l‘ 
lords  juftices,  Parfons  and  Borlace,  were  not 
only  averfe  to  the  aflembling  and  continu- 
ance of  parliament,  but  to  their  meeting  in 
the  caftle,  on  account  of  the  number  of 
members  who  were  in  rebellion.  The 
parliament,  however,  having  continued 
themfelves,  a conference  was  held  upon 
this  refolution,  and  alfo  upon  their  place 
of  meeting  ; the  decifion  of  which  was  left 
to  the  lords,  who  chofe  the  Tholfel;  where 
they  fat  till  the  year  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  forty- eight.  At  the  reftora- 
tion  they  removed  to  the  manfion  of  the 


This  was  the  laft  parliament  which  was  held  from  the 
capital : fince  the  reign  of  Elizabeth  all  fubfequent  par- 
liaments have  been  convened  in  Dublin  : and  they  were 
held  in  early  times  in  different  places,  probably  to 
give,  as  occafion  fhould  require,  a local  predominance 
to  the  Englifh  government  and  laws:  thofe  which  were 
held  in  the  villages  of  Naas  and  Caflledermot  were 
poflibly  to  fuit  the  convenience  of  the  earls  of  Kildare, 
who  were  then  lord  deputies,  to  whom  thofe  places 
belonged. 

H 2 
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C HA  P.  Donegall  family ; but  as  the  accommoda- 
tion  probably  was  not  ample,  for  fome  time 
they  were  reduced  to  the  neceflity  of  mak- 
ing ufe  of  the  Tholfel,  which  had  been  fitted 
up  for  their  predeceffors,  the  laft  parlia- 
ment, in  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
forty-one,  for  committees. 

I remember  to  have  heard  from  a clerk 
of  the  houfe  of  lords,  Mr.  Hawker,  that 
Chichefter  Houfe  was  very  inconvenient, 
and  fo  it  was  reported  to  have  been  by  a 
committee  in  queen  Anne’s  reign.  Whe- 
ther thefe  minute  details  may  be  pleafing  to 
many  readers,  I cannot  tell ; I cannot  help, 
however,  lamenting,  that  a map  of  the  dif- 
polition  of  the  apartments  and  grounds  of 
Chichefter  Houfe,  whiqh,  about  twenty  years 
ago,  was  hung  up  in  the  houfe  of  com- 
mons’ coffee-houfe,  was  unaccountably  loft. 
But  whatever  was  their  antient  accommo- 
dation, the  prefent  parliament  houfe  is  per- 
haps the  moft  convenient  and  magnificent 
building  in  Europe  ; and  it  muft  be  highly 
pleafing  and  fatisfa&ory  to  the  admirers 

of 
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of  tafte  and  Palladian  archite&ure,  that  C 
the  late  conflagration  extended  no  farther 
than  the  chamber  where  the  commons  af- 
fembled. 

On  the  fame  day  fir  William  Temple  re- 
ported the  meflage  delivered  to  the  lords  re- 
lative to  fending  commiffioners  to  England, 
The  agreement  of  the  lords  was  notified  on 
the  26th  of  June,  who  announced  their  de- 
fign  of  fending  four  commiflioners. 

On  the  27th  Mr.  Whalley  reported  from 
the  committee  of  trade  the  great  detriment 
of  enhancing  the  value  of  coin,  and  recorm- 
mending,  that  the  late  proclamation  relative 
thereto  (hould  be  recalled  ; and  accordingly 
a joint  vote  and  addrefs  from  the  lords  and 
commons  was  prefented  to  the  lords  juftices* 

On  the  29th  of  June  it  was  reported 
from  the  committee  of  trade,  that  the  re- 
ftraint  of  tranfporting  wool  into  England 
was  a great  injury  to  commerce  ; and  three 
adts  of  parliament  which  related  to  this 
fubjedi  were  alfo  reported,  namely,  the  thir- 
H 3 teenth 
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teenth  of  Henry  the  eighth,  chapter  the 
fecond ; the  twenty-eighth  of  Henry  the 
eighth,  chapter  the  feventeenth  ; and  the 
thirteenth  of  Elizabeth,  chapter  the  firft ; 
upon  which  the  folicitor,  fir  John  Temple, 
informed  them,  that  a bill  for  repealing  the 
faid  ftatutes  was  under  confideration  of  the 
lords  juftices  and  council. 

The  folicitor  and  Mr.  Whalley  were  then 
ordered  to  repair  to  the  committee  of  the 
council  to  know  how  far  this  bill,  for  the 
encouragement  of  the  exporting  of  wool 
and  other  native  commodities,  extended ; 
and  laflly,  to  take  into  their  confideration 
whether  the  wool  of  Ireland  exceeded  the 
demands  of  the  manufacture  ; the  injury  to 
the  king’s  cuftoms,  and  to  the  nation,  if 
there  fhould  be  any  farther  reftraint ; and 
they  deputed  a committee  to  wait  upon  the 
lords  juftices,  with  fir  William  Temple  at 
their  head,  to  defire  that  freedom  and  li- 
berty might  be  given  to  all  perfons  to  ex- 
port wool  to  England.  On  the  fame  day 
two  inftru&ions  were  given  to  the  intended 

comtnif? 
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commiffioners : to  endeavour  to  keep  the 
king’s  declaration  of  the  30th  of  November 
inviolable ; and  to  requeft  of  his  majefty* 
that  he  would  not  permit  any  private  per- 
fon  tq  appear  before  him,  to  folicit  any  pub- 
lic affair,  without  the  confent  of  the  Irifh 
parliament. 

On  the  3d  of  July  the  following  eight 
perfons  were  chofen  commiffioners  by 
ballot : 

Sir  Audley  Mervyn,  Sir  Theophilus  Jones, 
Sir  Henry  Titchburn,  Sir  William  Petty, 

Sir  Arthur  Forbes,  Sir  John  Skeffington, 

Colonel  Trevor,  Sir  William  Temple. 

And  on  the  5th  fir  William  Temple  was 
fent  to  the  lords  to  defire  their  concurrence 
in  the  inftru&ion  to  the  commiffioners,  and 
alfo  for  raifing  money  for  them. 

On  the  8th  of  July  Mr.  Whalley  reported 
the  fenfe  of  the  committee  of  trade,  that  an 
adt  lately  made  in  England  for  the  encou** 
H 4 ragement 
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ragement  of  fhipping  and  navigation  would 
be  of  great  fervice  in  Ireland ; and  it  was 
referred  to  them  to  draw  up  an  aCt  accord- 
ingly. 

The  a Ct  of  navigation  in  one  thoufancj 
fix  hundred  and  fifty-one,  as  it  appears  in 
Scobell’s  collection  during  the  republic, 
comprehended  England,  Scotland,  and  Ire- 
land, or  the  whole  empire,  excepting  three 
iflands  in  the  Weft  Indies,  which  would  not 
acknowledge  the  government  of  the  com- 
monwealth : after  the  reftoration  it  was  re- 
newed and  narrowed  to  the  fhipping  of 
England  alone,  which  gave  rife  to  this  pro- 
pofition  in  the  Irifh  parliament. 

On  the  1 2th  of  July,  the  houfe  being 
called  over,  the  members  of  the  feveral 
counties,  beginning  with  Antrim,  anfwered 
for  raifing  the  fum  of  one  hundred  pounds 
each,  being  three  thoufand  three  hundred 
pounds,  for  the  ufe  of  the  commiftioners. 

On  the  1 6th  of  July  an  order  was  made 
for  expunging  Rich  matters  as  reflected  on 
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lord  Strafford  and  the  chancellor  Bolton’s  CHAP, 
memory;  and  alfo  upon  the  bimop  of  , 

Derry,  then  primate,  (agreeable  to  an  ante- 
cedent  meffage  from  the  lords,)  from  the 
journals  ; and  a vote  for  granting  two  thou- 
fand  pounds  to  the  bifhop  of  Raphoe,  out 
of  the  money  to  be  raifed  for  the  agents  in 
England,  for  his  fervices  in  the  rebellion  in 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty-one. 

On  the  17th  of  July  an  order,  which  was 
made  before  the  rebellion,  in  favour  of  the 
clerk,  Mr.  Fernly,  for  railing  two  hundred 
and  fifty  pounds  upon  four  counties,  on  ac- 
count of  a bill  naturalizing  the  ante  nati 
Scotch  in  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
thirty-four,  was  renewed.  This  was  in 
lieu  of  fees  for  this  comprehenfive  adt ; the 
intervening  difturbances  having  prevented 
the  execution  of  the  order.  About  this 
time  the  houfe  was  occupied  about  an  in- 
tended plot  to  take  the  caftle  of  Dublin  by 
furprize,  for  which  Mr.  Cahan  and  others 
were  committed. 
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The  reft  of  the  fefiion  was  occupied  in 
conferences  about  the  inftrudions  and  pro- 
vifions  for  the  commiflioners ; the  money, 
amounting  to  twelve  thoufand  pounds,  was 
raifed  by  bill  upon  the  lords’  propofition : 
and  on  the  30th  of  July  fir  William  Tem- 
ple carried  up  the  inftrudions  to  the  lords, 
and  defired  a free  conference 3 informing 
them  at  the  fame  time,  that  the  commif- 
fioncrs  from  the  lords  fhould  have  double  to 
what  was  given  to  their  own  commiflioners. 
Thefe  inftrudions  received  the  lords’  con- 
currence, and  the  parliament  was  prorogued 
on  the  30th  of  July  one  thoufand  fix  hun- 
dred and  fixty-  one  ; during  which  day  the 
houfe  had  two  long  fittings.  The  houfe  of 
commons,  in  this  important  feflion,  fat  fe- 
venty-one  days,  from  the  8th  of  May  to 
the  30th  of  July  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
and  lixty-one. 
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SECTION  VII. 

The  parliament  aflembled  according  to 
prorogation  on  the  6th  of  September  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fixty-one  ; and 
the  fpeaker,  fir  Audley  Mervyn,  being  a 
commiflioner  in  England,  the  hcufe  chofe 
fir  John  Temple,  the  folicitor  general,  as 
deputy  fpeaker,  till  his  return.  A meffage 
was  fent  to  notify  this  to  the  lords  juftices; 
and  on  the  fame  day  he  was  prefented  at  the 
bar  of  thehoufe  of  lords,  made  a fhortfpeech, 
and  was  approved  by  the  lords  juftices. 

This  is  the  folitary  inilance  of  a deputy 
fpeaker  in  the  Irilh.  Journals  ; and  when  I 
went  through  the  Journals  of  the  commons 
of  England,  I remember  to  have  feen  only 
one  inftance  of  a fimilar  proceeding  in  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  during 
the  prote&orate  of  Richard  Cromwell  * : that 
it  fhould  not  be  conftantly  provided  for,  and 
that  the  houfe  might  not,  according  to  the 

* The  cafe  of  Long,  fpeaker  pro  tempore , vice  Mr. 
Chute.  Englijh  Commons  "Journals , vqL  vii.  p.  612. 
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• convenience  cf  parliament,  fupply  his  place 
> upon  any  occafional  illnefs,  has  often  fur- 
prized  me;  and  the  more  fo, as  there  is  gene- 
rally a commiflion  to  the  chief  juftice,  or 
fome  other  peer,  to  fupply  the  chancellor’s 
place  in  the  lords ; or  if  that  fhould  be 
wanting,  the  houfe  of  lords  can  appoint  any 
one  of  their  members  to  be  fpeaker  till  he 
lhall  be  fuperfeded  by  a royal  commiflion  ; 
of  which  I remember  an  inftance,  upon  the 
death  of  the  chancellor  Bowes,  when  the 
chief  juftice,  lord  Annally,  was  chofen 
fpeaker  by  the  houfe,  and  fat  on  the  wool- 
lack  till  he  was  fuperfeded  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  lord  Lifford  the  late  chancellor. 

The  feffion  only  lafted  four  days,  to  the 
15th  of  September;  during  which  time  a 
letter  was  fent,  requefting  information  from 
the  commiffioners  in  England ; and  two  bills 
were  paffed,  viz.  a bill  for  the  continuance 
of  parliament,  notwithftanding  the  royal 
affent  to  any  bill,  and  alfo  for  the  fpeedily 
raifing  of  money  for  his  majefty’s  fervice. 
This  circumftance  proves,  that  thefe  laft  bills 

were 
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were  agreed  to  before-hand  in  the  Englilh  CHAP, 
and  Irifh  councils,  and  that  proportions  for  » — 
laws  from  parliament,  (or  heads  of  bills,  as  l66u 
they  were  called  till  one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  eighty,)  were  not  in  general 
practice  at  this  period. 


SECTION  VIII. 

The  parliament  was  prorogued  to  the 
10th  of  O&ober,  and  afterwards  to  the  6th 
of  November  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
fixty-one  ; during  which  fliort  feffions  the 
commons  fat  fix  days,  to  the  nth  of  De- 
cember. 

On  the  firft  day  a committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  draw  up  a letter  to  congratu- 
late the  duke  of  Ormond  on  his  ap- 
pointment to  the  lieutenancy.  I have  elfe- 
where  taken  notice  of  a fimilar  proceed- 
ing in  the  houfe  of  lords.  The  letter  was 
figned  by  the  fpeaker.  Similar  compli- 
ments were  paid  in  one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  three,  and  in  one  thoufand 

feven 
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CHAP,  feven  hundred  and  eleven,  to  the  lad  duke 
1 j of  Ormond,  upon  his  appointment.  This 
1‘  method  of  congratulation  by  letter  feems  to 
have  been  a particular  compliment  to  the 
duke*s  charafier,  and  to  his  defendants. 
Never  fure  was  a compliment  better  be- 
llowed : among  thofe  ordinary,  fulfome, 
and  indifcriminate  facrifices  at  the  altar  of 
power,  pofterity  will  look  with  delight  upon 
this  genuine  compliment,  arrayed  in  the 
bright  garb  of  truth,  addrefled  to  a real  pa- 
triot, and  dedicated  to  one  of  the  mod  vir- 
tuous and  accomplifhed  men  which  that,  or, 
perhaps,  any  other  country,  has  produced. 

On  the  7th  of  November  a meflage  was 
fent  from  the  lords  by  their  clerk;  for  which 
mode  of  conveyance  their  lordlhips  apolo- 
gized from  the  preffure  of  time  and  necef- 
fity,  and  the  defigns  of  the  Irifh  Papids ; 
and  fome  letters  were  fent  from  the  lords 
judices  by  fir  Paul  Davis,  principal  fecretary 
of  date,  relative  thereto.  The  plot  feems 
to  have  exided  at  this  time  only  in  imagi- 
nation, or  in  the  idle  words  of  fome  fa- 
natic 
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natic  enthufiafls.  The  principal  fecretary 
of  ftate  appears  to  have  a&ed,  during  all 
this  reign,  as  the  minifter  in  the  houie  of 
commons,  as  no  queftion  he  ought  always 
to  do,  according  to  the  original  defign  of 
his  office ; but  this  office  was  rendered  a 
finecure  in  a very  extraordinary  and  unac- 
countable manner.  Sir  Robert  Southwell 
had  been  invefted  with  it  after  the  revolu- 
tion, and  had  obtained  a grant  for  life. 
This  grant  was  extended  to  his  fon  Wil- 
liam, and  afterwards  to  his  grandfon  Ed- 
ward Southwell  efq.  who  died  in  one  thou- 
fand  feven  hundred  and  fifty- five  ; upon 
which  Mr.  Tifdall  held  it,  with  the  office  of 
attorney  general ; and  a reverfion  of  it  w?as 
granted  in  his  life  to  Mr.  Hutchinfon, 
provoft  of  the  univerfity,  the  prefent  pof- 
feflor.  Sir  Robert  Southwell,  who  was 
prefident  of  the  Royal  Society*,  lived 
conftantly  in  England ; and  the  office  be- 
coming a finecure,  I find,  on  the  15th  of 

* The  firft  prefident  of  the  Royal  Society  was  vif- 
count  Brouncker  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.  Sir  R. 
Southwell  was  fucceeded  in  1702  by  Sir  Ifaac  Newton. 
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c^l"P-Od°ber  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
ninety-two,  that  Mr.  Pulteney,  one  cf  the 
i66j.  private  fecretaries  to  lord  Sydney,  prefented 
the  revenue  papers,  &c.  to  the  houfe ; fince 
which  time  the  principal  private  fecretary 
of  the  lord  lieutenant  has  adted  as  minifter  ; 
it  would  be  mod  defirable,  that  this*  with 
other  great  offices,  fhould  no  longer  be  pen- 
lions  or  linecures,  but  revert  to  their  original 
defign  and  deftination. 

On  the  9th  fir  John  Temple  was  fent  to 
the  lords  to  defire  a conference,  relative  to 
an  application  for  the  ufurper’s  coin  to  be 
current  for  a year,  and  alfo  for  a mint  to  be 
eredted  in  Ireland* 

On  the  1 1 th  of  November  fir  John  Tem- 
ple delivered  a meffiage  from  the  lords  ju£» 
tices,  that  early  that  morning,  having  con- 
fidered  the  ficknefs  of  the  earl  of  Moun- 
frath,  (one  of  their  body,  who  died  the  1 8th 
day  of  this  month,)  they  thought  it  con- 
venient and  neceffary  to  prorogue  the  par- 
liament, which  was  accordingly  done  the 
fame  day. 


When 
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When  the  duke  of  Portland  fucceeded  C H A P, 
the  earl  of  Carlifle  in  the  middle  of  the  \ jj 
feffion  in  one  ihoufand  feven  hundred  and  l66z' 
eighty-one,  it  was  then  faid,  that  the  parlia- 
ment fhould  neceffarily  be  prorogued  from 
this  event ; that  the  crown  lawyers  had  de- 
bated the  queftion  in  council,  and  had 
grounded  fome  opinions  upon  this  prece- 
dent of  lord  Mountrath.  This  report  I 
cannot  authenticate  ; but  the  parliament 
was  continued,  and  the  public  convenience 
not  interrupted  ; nor  could  I ever  lee  any 
grounds  for  opinions  which  were  then 
adopted  by  fome  in  converfation  : for  in 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
the  earl  of  Strafford  continued  the  parlia- 
ment, which  began  under  the  government 
of  lord  deputy  Wandesford  5 and  when  lord 
Capel  died  in  the  government  in  one  thou- 
fand fix  hundred  and  ninety-five,  it  ap- 
pears from  the  lords’  journals,  that  the 
feffion  continued  under  the  chancellor,  fir 
Charles  Porter,  who  was  eleded  lord  juftice 
by  the  council,  under  an  ad  of  Henry  VIII. 
in  Ireland. 
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CmAP*  Par^ament  met  f°r  time  in 

< < one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fix-one  for 

1662 * only  two  days,  on  the  21ft  and  2 2d  of  Ja- 
nuary. An  anfwer  was  received  from  the 
duke  of  Ormond  to  this  letter  in  the  laft 
feffion,  and  his  majefty’s  anfwers  to  the 
inftru&ions  of  the  parliamentary  commif- 
ficners  were  entered  in  the  journals. 

On  the  22d  the  parliament  was  farther 
prorogued ; a committee  was  appointed  to 
wait  upon  the  lords  juftices  to  requeft  that  a 
bill  might  be  fent  to  England  to  take  away 
the  wards  and  liveries,  and  for  fettling  on  his 
majefty,  in  lieu  thereof,  the  cuftoms  and  ex- 
cife,  as  they  were  granted  by  the  Englifh 
parliament.  Thefe  were  unhappily  granted 
afterwards  in  perpetuity ; and  they  form  the 
principal  part  of  the  hereditary  revenue  in 
Ireland ; nearly  half  the  aggregate  revenue  of 
which,  it  is  but  too  well  known,  is  granted  for 
ever.  The  parliament  was  farther  prorogued 
to  the  4th  of  March,  to  the  21ft  of  March, 
and  from  thence  to  the  17th  of  April  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fixty-two,  when 

they 
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they  met  under  the  chancellor  Euftace  and  CHAP, 
lord  Orrery,  before  the  arrival  of  the  duke  j

SECTION  IX. 

Proceedings  in  the  Honfe  of  Commons  in 
1 662  and  1663. 

When  we  confider  that  the  parliament 
was  occupied  with  the  fettlement  and  ar- 
rangement of  the  whole  property  of  the 
kingdom,  when  we  reflect  upon  the  variety 
of  claims  of  jarring  and  difcordant  interefts, 
we  fhall  not  be  furprized  that  parliament  fat5 
without  interruption,  from  the  15th  of  April 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fixty-two,  to 
the  17th  of  April  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
and  fixty- three.  The  labour  they  mu  ft 
have  undergone  will  appear  aftonifhing, 
from  the  following  accurate  ftatement : — - 
The  houfe  of  commons  fat  two  hundred 
and  eight  days  in  that  period,  which  is 
nearly  five  days  in  the  week  for  a year;  and 
I 2 twenty 
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twenty  days  they  fat  in  the  morning  and 
afternoon.  It  was  a cuftom  in  early  times 
to  meet  at  eight  o’clock  in  the  morning  ; 
and  if  there  was  much  b u fin efs  before  them, 
to  adjourn  for  an  hour  or  two  at  twelve 
o’clock,  or  thereabouts,  for  dinner,  to  the 
afternoon ; at  which  time  committee  bufinefs 
was  ufually  tranfaded.  This  was  alfo  the 
early  practice  in  the  Englifh  parliament,  as  is 
evident  not  only  from  the  journals  of  the 
two  houfes,  but  alfo  from  the  parliamentary 
debates  and  parliamentary  hiftory  • and 
poffibly  this  was  a more  convenient  prac- 
tice than  the  cuftom  which  neceffity  has  in- 
troduced of  members  adjourning  individu- 
ally, if  I may  ufe  the  expreffion,  and  retir- 
ing for  refrefhment,  when  the  bufinefs  had 
become  tedious  and  uninterefting,  or  when 
dinner  invited  a temporary  feceffion. 

The  arrangement  of  that  voluminous 
law,  the  a£t  of  fettlement,  which  takes  up 
one  hundred  pages  and  more  of  the  ftatute 
book,  may  be  confidered  as  the  proceedings 
upon  private  bills  ; as  every  claufe  in  it  ad- 

jufts 
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jufts  the  property  of  different  individuals.  CHAP. 
The  tranfa&ions  of  this  feffion  have  a great  v — v — -» 
famenefs  and  monotony,  and  even  to  thofe  l66"’ 
who  take  the  trouble  and  pains  of  an  accu- 
rate and  attentive  furvey,  very  few  parti- 
culars are  worthy  of  preferving  which  can 
ferve  as  ufeful  examples  to  pofterity ; among 
them  fome  may  be  feleded,  and  the  follow- 
ing paffages  will  not,  it  is  hoped,  be  con- 
fidered  by  thofe  who  may  favour  this 
abridgement  with  their  perufal  as  unworthy 
of  their  attention : 

The  parliament  met  on  the  15th  of  April 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fixty-two ; 
but  it  was  not  opened  with  a fpeech  and  in 
the  ufual  form  by  the  lords  juftices. 

On  the  firft  of  May  the  fpeaker,  fir  And- 
ley  Mervyn,  reaffumed  the  chair,  after  an 
abfence  of  nine  months,  as  a parliamentary 
commiffioner.  He  was  congratulated  upon 
his  arrival ; a very  handfome  teftimony  of: 
his  merit  was  entered  in  the  journals;  and 
the  deputy  fpeaker,  fir  John  Temple,  was 
thanked  for  his  fervices  alfo,  and  compen- 
I 3 fated 
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CJif  P*  a grant  of  five  hundred  pounds, 

t — ^ — > A letter  of  thanks  was  read  from  the  duke 
l66z ' of  Ormond  for  the  grant  of  thirty  thoufand 
pounds ; and  the  fecretary  of  ftate,  fir  Paul 
Davis,  informed  them  of  his  majefty’s  gra- 
cious acceptance  of  this  grant  for  the  duke. 

On  the  1 2th  of  May  a committee  was 
appointed  So  infpeCt  the  laws  in  England 
for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  and  for  binding 
children  apprentices  ; which  order  was  par- 
ticularly recommended  to  Mr.  Whalley,  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  trade  : but  not- 
withftanding  this,  there  is  no  regular  provi- 
fion  for  the  poor  in  Ireland  at  this  day  ; 
they  ftill  fubfift  by  voluntary  contributions ; 
and  upon  them,  and  their  own  work,  even 
the  houfe  of  induftry  in  Dublin,  which  was 
ereCted  in  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
feventy-four-five,  depends.  The  building 
of  houfes  of  induftry  in  every  county 
would  be  an  admirable  inftitution  for  the 
poor  in  that  country,  and  counteract  the 
national  indolence  of  the  people.  The  ex- 
treme poverty  and  numerous  difeafes  ob- 

fervable

fervable  among  the  lower  clafles  in  Ireland  CHAP, 
are  principally  to  be  afcribed  to  the  ex- 
ceffive  ufe  of  fpirituous  liquors,  and  the  16629 
notorious  fhameful  neglect,  in  this  inftance, 
cf  the  general  welfare. 

On  the  1 9th  of  May  fir  William  Dom- 
ville,  the  attorney  general,  defired  the  per- 
miflion  of  the  houfe  to  bring  quo  warrantors 
againf!  certain  boroughs  that  fent  members 
without  being  duly  qualified,  on  the  part  of 
the  king,  which  was  granted. 

On  the  27th  of  May  three  orders  were 
made,  which,  however  laudable,  are,  it  is  to 
be  feared,  feld om  obferved  ; the  firft,  that  a 
member  coming  into  the  houfe  upon  a di- 
vifion,  who  had  not  heard  the  debate, 
fhould  not  vote  \ fecondly,  that  no  perfon 
fliould  folicit  any  member  to  remain,  or 
go  out  of  the  houfe  upon  a divifion ; and 
laftly,  to  adopt  fome  rule  to  prevent  writs 
for  eledions  being  given  to  private  perfons. 

This  laft  cuftom  is  often  complained  of  in 
England  ; and  one  party  or  the  other  often 
gain  an  advantage  by  obtaining  the  writ,  and 
I 4 deli- 
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CHAP,  delivering  it  to  the  returning  officer,  as  it 
* — -v-w  fuits  their  own  convenience,

On  the  4th  of  June  fir  Will  iam  Temple 
reported  the  defire  of  the  lords  at  a con- 
ference, for  the  fpeedy  railing  the  thirty 
thoufand  pounds  for  the  duke  of  Ormond. 
As  this  money  was  to  be  railed  by  a poll 
bill,  wherein  the  lords  afleffed  themfelves, 
the  aft  was  productive  of  long  and  frequent 
conferences. 

On  the  10th  of  June  a motion  was  made 
for  fettling  five  hundred  pounds  per  annum 
out  of  the  forfeited  lands,  on  the  primate 
Bramhall,  for  his  loyalty  and  bufferings, 
which  was  agreed  to. 

This  motion  gave  rife  to  a propofition 
from  fir  Paul  Davies,  the  fecretary  of  ftate, 
which  refieCts  the  higheft  honour  upon  his 
memory,  and  upon  the  affembly  which  patro- 
nized the  folitary  remnant  of  exalted  merit ; 
and  this  was  a propofal  to  fettle  five  hun- 
dred pounds  per  annum  upon  lady  Tyrrell, 
the  only  daughter  of  the  late  primate  arch- 
bilhop  Ufher.

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The  entry  in  the  journals  upon  this 
grant,  the  27th  of  June  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  fixty-two,  paints,  in  the  mod 
eloquent  and  lively  manner,  their  feelings 
upon  this  occafion;  his  diftreffed  and  for- 
lorn condition  during  the  rebellion ; his  loy- 
alty and  his  fufferings;  his  poverty  and  per- 
fonal  wants;  the  invitations  he  received  from 
neighbouring  princes  to  take  refuge  among 
them,  which  he  had  declined  from  a zeal  for 
religion,  and  an  attachment  to  his  country*. 

The  name  of  Ufher  will  ever  live  in  the 
records  of  Fame  and  the  annals  of  Literature; 
nor  was  there  ever  a donation  more  merited : 
to  him  and  to  his  uncle  Ireland  owes  the  ori- 
ginal eftablifhment  of  the  univerfity  + ; and 
hence  alone  he  muft  be  confidered  as  an

v— * i of  the  Athenian  people  to  the  daughters  of 

1662.  Ariftides,  who  were  provided  for  at  the 
public  expence  ; of  whom  the  Grecian 
orator  has  related,  that  their  father  be- 
queathed them  no  other  portions  than  the 
grateful  recollection  of  his  virtues. 

On  the  4th  of  July,  in  an  afternoon  fit- 
ting, an  account  was  given  of  twenty  thou- 
fand  pounds,  and  its  diftribution  among  the 
commiflioners ; and  on  the  8th  fir  John 
Ponfonby,  member  for  the  county  of  Kil- 
kenny, reported  the  precedents  of  wages 
for  members  fince  one  thoufand  fix  hun- 
dred and  thirty-four ; by  which  it  appeared 
that  there  was  a confiderable  abatement  in 
the  rate  of  thofe  allowances.  This  was  the 
laft  Irifh  parliament  in  which  wages  were 
allowed  ; for  in  the  next  feffion,  the  12th 
of  March  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
fixty-iive,  I find  an  order,  that  many  in- 
conveniencies  arofe  from  their  collection ; 
that  no  warrants  fhould  iffue  for  any  due 
fince  the  27th  of  September  one  thoufand 

fix 
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fix  hundred  and  fixty-two,  or  that  fhall  be  CHAP, 
due  hereafter  during  this  feftion  of  parlia-  >. 
ment.  This  was  therefore  the  laft  time  that  l66z- 
they  were  allowed  in  Ireland;  what  time 
they  terminated  in  England  is  uncertain ; 
but  it  is  faid,  that  the  celebrated  Andrew 
Marvell,  member  at  this  period  for  Hull* 
was  the  laft  member  who  received  wages 
fi*om  his  conftituents. 

On  the  9th  of  July  a very  extraordinary 
queftion  arofe  about  preventing  the  publi- 
cation of  their  debates  in  an  Engllfh  news- 
paper, called  the  Intelligencer  ; and  a letter 
was  written  from  the  fpeaker  to  fir  Edward 
Nicholas,  the  Englifh  fecretary  of  ftate,  to 
prevent  thefe  publications,  and,  as  they  term 
them,  mifreprefentations.  Thefe  publica- 
tions in  thofe  diurnals  (as  they  call  them) 
fhew  how  much  the  attention  of  the  public 
was  engaged  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Irifh 
parliament  about  the  adt  of  fettlement. 

The  London  Gazette  commenced  the  yth 
of  November  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 

fixty- 
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fixty-five ; it  was  called  firft  the  Oxford  Ga- 
zette, from  its  being  printed  there,  during 
the  feffion  of  parliament  in  the  time  of  the 
laft  plague  in  London  *.  Antecedent  to  this 
period  fir  Roger  l’Eftrange  publifhed  the  firft 
daily  newfpaper  in  England,  called  the  Intel- 
ligencer ; in  which  it  appears  from  hence 
that  the  Irifh  debates  were  inferted,.  The 
Engliflr  parliament  always  punifhed  publi- 
cations of  this  fort  in  former  times ; in  the 
Poft  Boy,  and  even  in  Boyer’s  Political 
State,  &c. ; but  upon  an  attempt  to  revive 
thofe  reftri&ions  in  one  thoufand  feven  hun- 
dred and  feventy-three,  the  printers  gained  a 
complete  victory  over  adminiftration  in  both 
kingdoms.  The  tranfa&ion  was  rendered 
more  remarkable  by  a political  event.  A 
popular  orator,  it  is  faid,  oppofed  admi-

niftra- 
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niftration  for  the  firft  time  on  this  occafion ; C H A I\ 

and  though  he  had  been  a warm  friend  to  v 

the  miniftry  till  that  period  in  all  the  unpo-  l66z- 
pular  meafures  of  the  Middlefex  eledion, 

&c.  &c.,  he  now  appeared  in  the  oppofi- 
tion,  and  remained  a violent  adverfary  to 
lord  North  till  the  famous  coalition  in  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-three. 

On  the  19th  of  July  fir  Paul  Davies  re- 
ported an  anfwer  from  the  lords  juflices  to  a 
remonftrance  about  foldiers  levying  quit 
rents  and  other  taxes ; and  that  they  had 
iffued  a proclamation  to  put  a flop  to  this 
pradice.  At  the  clofe  of  this  anfwer  they 
allege  the  fmallnefs  of  the  king’s  revenue, 
the  obftrudion  of  members  pleading  privi- 
lege, and  granting  protedions  againft  the 
colledion  of  the  taxes. 

This  feems  to  have  given  much  offence. 

The  fecretary  was  defired  to  requeft  of 
them  to  fpecify  the  inftances  of  fuch  irregu- 
larities ; and  the  debate  upon  thefe  ques- 
tions was  adjourned  till  Monday.  It  does 
not  feem  to  have  been  a rule  then,  as  it  was 

after- 
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c **  A p*  afterwards  in  both  houfes,  that  privilege  was 

not  to  be  allowed  againft  the  king.  Upon 

l66z‘  a debate  on  the  26th  of  July  this  fubjedt 
occafioned  a long  reraonftrance. 

The  houfe  was  informed  on  the  28th, 
that  the  duke  of  Ormond  had  landed  at 
Howth,  and  they  adjourned  to  the  next 
day,  when  a deputation  of  eight  members 
were  fent  to  know  when  they  might  attend 
him  with  their  fpeaker ; and  his  grace  ap- 
pointed next  morning  at  eleven  o’clock  for 
their  reception  in  the  prefence  chamber; 
when  the  fpeaker  made  a congratulatory 
fpeech,  which  was  anfwered  by  the  lord 
lieutenant.  The  parliament  was  continued 
under  him,  though  it  had  commenced  un- 
der the  lords  juftices  ; and  he  gave  the  fol- 
lowing day  the  royal  aflent  to  ten  a£ts  of 
parliament.  On  the  7th  of  Auguft  leave 
of  abfence  for  a fortnight  was  given  to  fir 
William  Temple  ; and  the  next  day  a long 
debate  took  place  about  abolifhing  the  court 
of  wards,  and  fubftituting  a tax  of  two  {hil- 
lings annually  upon  all  hearths  in  Ireland 

for 
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for  ever ; according  to  a fimilar  tax  in  Eng-  CHAP. 

land,  which  was  agreed  to  unanimoufly.  ' j 

The  tax  upon  hearths  in  England  was  abo-  l66z* 
lifhed  at  the  Revolution. 

Lord  Offory  being  fummoned  to  the 
lords  by  writ,  took  leave  of  the  houfe  in 
a very  handfome  fpeech  5 and  the  houfe, 
taking  into  confideration  the  precedent  of 
Walter  earl  of  Ormond  before  mentioned  in 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fifteen  ac- 
companied and  prefented  him  at  the  bar  of 
the  lords. 

On  the  14th  of  Auguft  fir  Timothy 
Tyrrel,  returned  for  the  borough  of  Fore, 
not  having  appeared  in  the  houfe  fince  the 
beginning  of  the  feflion,  a writ  was  iffued 
for  a new  election. 

On  the  30th  cf  Auguft  fir  William  Tem- 
ple reported  a conference  from  the  lords ; 
and  the  fame  day  the  univerfity  was  ex- 
cepted from  the  hearth-money  tax.

* tember  informed  the  houfe,  that  as  colonel 

1062.  Trevor  was  created  vifcount  Dungannon  ; 
according  to  ancient  precedent,  as  well  as  a 
recent  example,  the  houfe  ihould  accompany 
him  to  the  bar  of  the  lords.  This  cuftom, 
according  to  the  opinion  of  the  chancellor 
Weft,  in  his  admirable  treatife  upon  this 
fubjedl,  fee  ms  to  be  a remnant  of  what  was 
the  ancient  practice  ; namely,  that  of  mak- 
ing peers  with  the  confent  of  parliament. 

O11  the  23d  of  September  fir  William 
Temple  reported  the  refult  of  a conference, 
in  which  the  lords  waved  their  former  opi- 
nion, that  the  clergy  could  not  be  taxed 
without  their  own  confent  in  convoca- 
tion : they,  however,  recommended  an  ex- 
emption of  the  inferior  clergy  in  the  bill 
for  rafting  thirty  thoufand  pounds  for  the 
foie  life  of  the  duke  of  Ormond  ; which 
was  complied  with.  The  difficulties  of 
afleffing  and  levying  this  fum  for  the  lord 
lieutenant  mu  ft  affe£t  thofe  with  furprize 
who  remember  with  what  facility  larger 

fums 
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fums  have  been  raifed,  and  greater  donations  C 
bellowed  in  our  own  days. 

Sir  William  Temple,  on  the  26th  of  Sep- 
tember, reported  a propofition  from  a con- 
ference relative  to  a claufe  to  be  inferted  in 
the  a£l  of  fettlement  about  the  payment  of 
the  officers  fees  in  both  houfes.  This  claufe 
enjoined,  that  every  perfon  concerned  fhould 
pay  for  any  provifo,  as  for  a Tingle  private 
bill ; but  as  there  were  difficulties  in  ad- 
jufling  fees  where  fo  many  were  concerned, 
not  only  in  the  bill,  but  perhaps  in  one 
fingle  claufe,  it  was  left  to  the  lord  lieute- 
nant and  council,  to  adjuft  their  different 
proportions  afterwards,  with  the  advice  of 
the  two  houfes  of  parliament.  As  this  pro* 
pofition,  which  was  delivered  by  fir  Wil- 
liam Temple,  and  inferted  in  the  a£t  of 
fettlement,  gave  rife  to  a praftice  even- 
tually of  the  greateft  conflitutional  im- 
portance, in  the  following  fhort  detail  I 
hope  it  will  be  excufed  if  I fhould  fpeak  of 
myfelf,  fince  if  ever  egotifm  be  allowable 
Vol,  II.  & it 
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it  is  when  it  ferves  to  clear  up  the  origin  of 
an  extraordinary  cuflom,  or  to  verify  its 
commencement. 

A pradice  had  prevailed  for  near  a cen- 
tury in  the  houfe  of  commons  of  Ireland, 
of  tacking  private  grants  to  the  bill  of  fup- 
ply,  or  money  bill,  as  it  was  emphati- 
cally called : this  evidently  deprived  the 
king  and  the  lords  of  their  diftind  nega- 
tive, it  being  a maxim  that  a money  bill 
could  not  be  altered  after  it  pafled  the  houfe 
of  commons;  if  there  were  fifty  grants  to 
private  perfons  conneded  with  it,  though 
many  of  them  fhould  be  objedionable, 
there  was  no  other  alternative  left  than  to 
accept  them,  or  throw  out  the  general  bill 
of  fupply  ; a propofition  which  it  is  fuffi- 
cient  barely  to  name,  to  prove  the  abfur- 
dity  and  almofl  impoffibility  of  fuch  a re- 
jedion,  fince  upon  this  bill  the  whole  efta- 
bliihment,  the  pay  of  the  army,  &c.  &c. 
depended. 

In  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  eighty-three  a firing  of  very  ftrong  re- 

folutions 
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folutions  were  moved  by  lord  Carysfort, 
condemning  this  unconftitutional  practice, 
which  were  adopted  with  fuch  efifeCt  by  the 
lords,  that  every  private  grant  has  ever  fince 
come  up  from  the  commons  in  diftindt  fepa- 
rate  bills. 

In  collecting  materials  to  enable  me  to 
fupport  lord  Carysfort’s  refolutions,  chance 
and  good  fortune  led  me  to  difcover  the 
origin  of  this  practice,  which  was  from  the 
aforefaid  propofition  of  fir  William  Temple, 
and  the  confequent  claufe  in  the  aCt  of  fet- 
tlement. 

For,  notwithftanding  the  order  and  an  ad- 
drefs  of  the  houfe  in  one  thoufand  fix  hun- 
dred and  fixty-five,  notwithftanding  the 
lofs  of  his  practice  as  a lawyer,  and  the 
juftnefs  of  his  claim  from  the  parties  con- 
cerned in  the  aCt  of  fettlement,  the  fpeaker, 
fir  Audley  Mervyn,  never  received  the  fees 
which  were  fo  juftly  due.  After  the  Revo- 
lution his  heirs  petitioned  parliament,  which 
applied  to  government  without  elFeCt : 
K 2 at 
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C P#  at  lenSth>  k°u^e  confidering  that  the  na- 
tion  was  indebted  to  him  fix  thoufand 
1662.  pounds  for  his  immenfe  labour,  and  that  it 
was  a debt  which  in  honour  they  were 
bound  to  make  good  to  his  reprefentatives, 
they  annexed  it  to  the  bill  of  fupply,  in  a 
claufe  at  the  end  of  it,  in  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  ninety- feven,  and  his  heirs  re- 
ceived it,  as  was  intended  by  parliament. 

This  was  the  firft  inftance  of  a private 
grant  being  annexed  to  a bill  of  fupply : the 
next  inftance  originated  in  the  firft  parlia- 
ment of  Queen  Anne,  when  the  lords  ordered 
Mr.  Rickefis  to  pay  fees  for  a claufe,  con- 
taining a grant  of  money  to  him,  as  for  a 
private  bill ; but  in  the  reign  of  George  the 
firft,  notwithftanding  occafional  oppofition 
from,  the  lords,  this  mode  grew  into  a pre- 
vailing pra&ice  ; and  at  laft  grants  to  the 
amount  of  fourfcore  thoufand  pounds  were 
tacked  to  the  money  bill.  This  cuftom  was 
effectually  ccunteraded  in  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  eighty-three  ; and  the 
two  other  branches  of  the  legiflature,  the 
1 o crown 
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crown  and  the  lords,  were  reftored  to  their  CI^  p 
undoubted  right,  of  a diflindt  affirmative  or  / — 

negative  upon  every  parliamentary  grant  l6°3’ 
and  propofition. 

The  houfe  adjourned  for  near  fix  weeks 
at  Chriflmas,  from  the  20th  of  December  to 
the  3d  of  February;  from  thence  to  the 
middle  of  March  they  were  occupied  in 
quieting  poffeffions  of  lands,  &c.  and 
forming  inftrudtions  for  the  court  of 
claims.  Thefe  inftru&ions,  delivered  in 
a fpeech  by  the  fpeaker  to  the  lord  lieute- 
nant, take  up  upwards  of  twenty  folio 
pages  in  the  journals  : this  fpeech  produced 
a long  meffage  from  him,  and  a longer  an- 
fwer ; and  the  houfe  do  not  appear  at  this 
time  to  have  been  pleafed  with  his  grace’s 
conduct  about  the  fettlement  of  the  king- 
dom. 

On  the  1 2th  of  March  Mr.  Boughton,  a 
member,  wrote  to  the  fpeaker,  informing 
him,  that  as  his  affairs  might  keep  him 
longer  in  England  than  his  original  intern- 
K 3 tion, 
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C nfP*  t*10n,  recluefted  that  a writ  for  a new 
l— v— w ele&ion  fhould  iffue  in  his  room,  which  was 
1663.  granted  accordingly.

On  the  14th  of  April  a very  honourable 
teftimony  was  entered  of  the  conduct  of  the 
fpeaker ; and  an  addrefs  was  prefented  to 
the  duke  of  Ormond  for  a compenfation  for 
his  fervices,  in  ccnfideration  of  his  great 
Ioffes  in  his  pra&ice  as  a lawyer  : and  on 
the  following  day  a prorogation  put  a period 
to  the  longeft  and  the  moft  laborious  fef- 
fion  in  the  records  of  the  Irifia  parlia- 
ment. 

SECTION  X. 

After  a recefs  of  two  years  and  four 
months,  from  the  21ft  of  May  one  thou- 
fand  fix  hundred  and  fixty-three,  to  the 
26th  of  October  one  thoufand  fix  hun- 
dred and  fixty-five,  during  which  time 
there  were  thirty-four  prorogations,  parlia- 
ment met  on  the  latter  day.  The  fefiion 
concluded  by  a di ffolution  on  the  7th  of 

Auguft 
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Auguft  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fixty-  c 
fix  ; and  the  commons,  fat,  with  few  inter- 
vening adjournments,  for  one  hundred  and 
forty-four  days  in  the  courfe  of  ten  months. 

As  the  laft  feffion  was  occupied  with  the 
aft  of  fettlement,  fo  this  was  occupied  in 
arranging  the  different  claims  in  that  volu- 
minous aft,  the  aft  of  explanation,  which 
comprehends  one  hundred  and  thirty- five 
pages  of  the  ftatute  book  ; in  explaining 
doubts  and  queftions  which  had  arifen  upon 
the  aft  of  fettlement,  and  in  proceedings  for 
a farther  arrangement  of  the  landed  pro- 
perty of  Ireland. 

Of  the  proceedings  of  a feffion  employed 
in  paffing  fo  many  private  bills,  (for  as  fuch 
the  claufes  of  this  aft  of  explanation  maybe 
confidered,  as  well  as  thofe  of  the  aft  of 
fettlement,)  few  particulars  deferve  to  be 
noticed,  or  can  ferve  as  examples  to  pofte- 
rity  ; but  fome  may  not  be  thought  unwor- 
thy of  notice  as  precedents,  which  have  had 
an  influence  in  fucceeding  ages. 


The 
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CHAP.  The  feflion  did  not  commence  in  the  pre-» 
fent  form  with  a fpeech  from  the  throne, 
i665*  but  the  houfe  immediately  fell  into  a confi- 
deration  and  debate  about  a plot  for  feizing 
the  caftle.  This  had  been  hatched  by  co- 
lonel Blood  and  his  affociates,  fo  notorious 
afterwards  for  his  intended  aflaffination  of 
the  duke  of  Ormond  in  the  Haymarket  in 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  feventy ; 
for  his  attempt  to  Real  the  crown  ; for  the 
fhameful  life  that  was  made  of  him  by  the 
duke’s  inveterate  enemies,  by  the  profligate 
adverfaries  of  every  wife  and  virtuous  man 
in  the  court  of  the  fecond  Charles ; as  well 
as  for  that  monarch’s  abfurd  pardon  and 
unwarrantable  clemency. 

„ On  the  27th  of  October  the  houfe  was 

called  over,  and  fome  abfentees  were  fined. 
Mr.  Shapcote,  Mr.  Staples,  Mr.  Buxton, 
Mr.  Warren,  Mr.  Scott,  Mr.  Chambers,  and 
Mr.  Boyd,  were  afterwards  expelled  by  a 
declaration  of  the  houfe,  for  being  confpira-* 
tors  in  the  above  plot. 


On 
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On  the  30th  of  O&ober  feveral  precedents 
were  cited  refpe&ing  the  exercife  of  the  right 
of  the  houfe  to  iffue  writs  in  the  room  of 
abfentees  ; and  the  examples  of  fir  Barnaby 
Bryan,  on  the  4th  of  November  one  thou- 
fand  fix  hundred  and  thirty-four,  which  was 
the  fil'd  precedent  in  the  journals  ; of  fir 
Henry  Tichborne,  the  26th  of  November 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  thirty^ 
four ; of  Arthur  Chicheder  efq.  Philip 
lord  Lifle,  and  Lawrence  Crawford  efq. 
in  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty- 
four,  which  have  been  already  mentioned, 
were  produced  ; and  writs  were  iffued  in 
the  room  of  fir  Anthony  Morgan,  of  Mr. 
Jlofs,  Mr.  Davis,  and  of  Mr.  Burton,  who 
were  abfent  without  leave. 

On  the  1 8th  of  November  application 
was  made  to  the  lord  lieutenant  for  a dis- 
abling bill  againd  the  expelled  members, 
and  to  difqualify  them  from  any  office,  civil 
or  military.  They  had  been  previoufly  de- 
clared incapable  of  ever  being  re-eleded  to 
parliament,  and  were  left  to  the  ordinary 
Cpurfe  of  law. 

On 
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On  the  4th  of  December  the  lords  de- 
fired  a conference,  relative  to  a caufe  in 
which  lord  Conway  and  the  bifhcp  of 
Down  were  concerned,  againft  Mofes  Hill 
efq.  a commoner.  This  was  the  beginning 
of  thofe  conferences  upon  this  cafe,  which 
involved  the  moft  frivolous  queftions  about 
idle  formalities,  and  produced  that  me- 
morable and  fatal  difpute,  which  ended 
in  the  diflolution  of  parliament  in  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fixty-fix,  and  the 
interruption  of  parliament  for  five-and- 
twenty  years,  till  they  afiembled  in  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  ninety-two,  after 
the  Revolution. 

A writ  was  iffued  this  day  for  Naas  in 
the  room  of  Mr.  Wentworth,  who  was  then 
in  England,  and  who  had  fignified  to  his 
friends  that  he  could  not  return  foon  to 
Ireland. 

On  the  1 2th  of  December  fir  George 
Lane  informed  the  houfe,  that  the  duke  of 
Ormond  had  received  letters  from  lord  Ar- 
lington*

lington,  the  fecretary  of  ftate  in  England, 
refpe&ing  the  preparations  of  the  king  of 
France  for  war;  an  extract  of  which  was 
produced  in  the  houfe.  This  feems  to  be 
the  firfi:  communication  of  this  kind  which 
appears  in  the  Irifh  journals.  It  was  re- 
ceived with  warm  acknowledgments.  A 
committee  was  deputed  to  thank  his  grace 
the  lord  lieutenant,  and  to  prefent  an  una- 
nimous declaration  of  the  houfe,  to  affift 
his  majefty  with  their  lives  and  fortunes ; 
and  expreffing,  that  they  had  taken  into 
confideration  the  granting  of  eight  en- 
tire fubfidies  from  the  temporalty  of  the 
kingdom.  The  bill  for  this  extraordinary 
fupply  was  then  read  a firfi:  time,  and  a 
fecond  time  on  the  following  day. 

Eighty-four  members  were  fined  ten 
pounds  each  for  abfence  when  the  houfe 
was  called  over  the  third  time  on  the  31ft 
of  January  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
fixty-fix. 

This  is  mentioned  here,  not  only  to  re- 
mark the  numerous  abfentees  at  this  period; 
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CHAP,  among  whom  were,  fir  John  Temple,  the 
matter  of  the  roils ; his  fon  fir  John  Tem- 
1666.  p]e?  the  folicitor  general ; fir  William  Petty  ; 
and  other  diftinguifhed  members  ; but  alfo 
to  note,  that  fir  William  Temple,  who  had 
been  fo  very  leading  and  ufeful  a member  in 
the  laft,  is  not  once  mentioned,  and  was 
probably  abfent  during  the  whole  of  this 
feffion  ; and  it  feems  the  more  extraordi- 
nary, as  he  is  not  enumerated  among  thofe 
who  were  fined  as  abfentees.  The  only 
folution  I can  give  of  this  difficulty  is, 
that  his  fplendid  diplomatic  career  began 
about  this  time ; and  probably  the  Irifh  par- 
liament adopted  a rule  which  was  laid  down 
in  the  Britiffi  fenate  on  a memorable  occa- 
fion,  and  proceeded  upon  a principle  which 
was  there  moft  elegantly  and  juftly  ex- 
prefled  in  a debate  refpeding  the  abfence  of 
forne  ambafiadors,  that  qui  reipublicce  caufa 
abcjl , non  abejl . 

On  the  9th  of  March  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  fixty-fix,  in  a committee 
on  the  bill  for  farming  the  hearth-money; 
and  in  a report  agreed  to  by  the  houfe, 

it 
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it  was  refolved,  that  the  farming  of  this  CI^P* 
revenue  would  not  conduce  to  his  ma-  w 
jefty’s  fervice.  This  is  the  more  remark-  l JJi' 
able  as  the  whole  of  the  Irifh  revenue  was 
afterwards  farmed,  firft  to  lord  Ranelagh, 
and  then  to  fir  James  Shaen,  contrary  to  the 
refolution  of  parliament.  But  as  this  was 
a moil  important  meafure,  the  inftrument 
fcarce,  and  much  depended  upon  it  ; and 
as  the  revenue  was  turned  out  of  its  ufuai 
courfe,  the  great  Treafury  offices  being  there- 
by rendered  finecures,  (from  which  ftate 
fome  of  them,  as  the  lord  high  treafurer 
and  vice  treafurers*,  never  returned  to  their 
original  deflmation,  contrary  to  an  adt  of  the 
tenth  of  Henry  the  feventh,  chapter  the 
firft,)  I fhall  give  a copy  of  this  leafe  or 
grant  in  the  Appendix. 

On  the  19th  of  March  a committee  was 
appointed  to  wait  upon  the  lord  lieu- 
tenant, relative  to  a meeting  * which  had 
been  propofed  with  a committee  of  the 
privy  council,  relative  to  the  management 
of  the  hearth-money  tax,  and  the  framing 
* Vol.  1.  pr  3 3 
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E*  of  a bill  for  that  purpofe.  This  fpecies  of 
conference  feems  to  have  been  a novel  pro- 
ceeding, from  the  difficulty  of  adjufting  the 
ceremonial  of  their  meeting ; and  feveral 
difficulties  feemed  to  have  been  purpofely 
thrown  in  the  way,  it  having  been  princi- 
pally intended  for  the  purpofe  of  propofmg 
fome  claufes  in  an  ad;  of  parliament.  The 
council  at  this  time  framed  bills  altogether, 
and  a negative  alone  on  them,  and  their  fe- 
veral provilos,  was  left  to  parliament ; only 
a general  propofition  for  a bill,  by  way  of 
addrefs  to  the  lord  lieutenant  and  council, 
came  from  parliament  ; nor  was  it  till  after 
the  Revolution,  it  is  faid,  that  heads  of  bills 
were  prefented : thefe  laft,  in  fact,  re- 
fembled  adts  of  parliament,  or  bills,  with 
only  the  fmall  difference  of  a We  pray  that 
u it  may  be  enadted,”  inftead  of  “ Be  it 
u enadted.”  The  prefent  form  of  bills  in 
Ireland  fince  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  eighty  is,  under  the  chief  baron  Yelver- 
ton’s  law,  the  fame  as  in  England. 

On  the  6th  of  April  the  houfe  confidered 
of  the  raoft  effectual  method  of  preferving

On  the  1 2th  of  April  a propofition  was 
made  for  a conference,  to  propofe  a joint 
application  from  the  two  houfes  to  the  lord 
lieutenant,  that  he  would  have  a bill  framed 
and  tranfmitted  to  England  according  to 
Poyning’s  law,  for  taking  away  all  privi- 
leges, except  freedom  from  arrefts,  from 
members  of  either  houfe  for  their  fer- 
vants  or  attendants  ; and  to  propofe  that 
their  perfons  fhould  be  always  free  : the  bill 
to  laft  for  two  years,  if  parliament  fhould 
continue  fo  long.  A law  to  this  effedl  took 
place  in  England  fo  late  as  the  year  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  feventy-one, 
and  was  adopted  the  next  feffion  in  Ire- 
land. In  a moft  admirable  fpeech  of  lord 
Mansfield’s  upon  this  bill,  he  afierted, 
that  this  was  reftoring  privilege  to  its  ori- 
ginal defign.  Freedom  from  arrefts  was 
always  allowed  during  the  fitting  of  parlia- 
ment, and  forty  days  before  and  forty  days 
after;  but  freedom  from  3aw-fuits  was  an 


exten- 
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CHAP.  extenfion  or  excrefcence  of  this  privilege* 

< — -v— / and  originated  from  the  fpeaker,  in  the  reign 
1666.  0f  Qiar;es  (hQ  fi rff 9 writing  to  the  judges  of 
affize  at  York,  to  ftay  procefs  againft  certain 
members  of  parliament. 

The  place  of  meeting  at  this  confer- 
ence was  the  old  Cuftom-houfe.  This 
odd  circumftance  proves  how^  very  ill  they 
were  accommodated  at  Chichefter  Houfe ; 
and  from  a pafiage  in  the  journals  in  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  lixty-two,  there 
is  fome  reafon  to  think  that  that  manfiou 
was  applied  to  other  purpofes  befide  their 
accommodation,  and  that  parliament  were 
not  the  foie  occupiers.  This  bill  about  pri- 
vileges was  fent  to  the  lords  on  the  1 ith  of 
July,  though  it  does  not  appear  upon  the 
ftatute  book  ; perhaps  it  was  only  a tem- 
porary ad,  or  poffibly  it  was  reje&ed  in  the 
houfe  of  lords. 

On  the  30th  of  July  an  addrefs  was 
voted  in  favour  of  the  fpeaker,  fir  Audley 
Mervyn,  ftating  his  great  merit,  his  labo- 


rious 
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rious  attendance,  and  the  confequent  lofs  of  CHAP, 
his  legal  pra&ice,  as  prime  ferjeant ; and  v — 
praying,  that  fix  thoufand  pounds  might  be  l666* 
ifliied  to  him  from  the  Treafury,  which 
they  pledged  themfelves  to  make  good. 

This  defire  was  not  complied  with ; and  it 
was  the  caufe  of  the  firft  tacky  or  private 
grant  in  a money  bill,  in  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  ninety-feven,  as  before  men- 
tioned, the  parliament  juftly  confidering 
themfelves  as  bound  in  honour,  to  make 
it  good  to  his  reprefentatives. 

On  the  31ft  of  July  a long  account  was 
entered  in  the  journals,  of  the  difpofition 
of  twenty-three  thoufand  three  hundred 
pounds,  which  was  for  the  whole  expences 
of  the  ads  of  fettlement  and  explanation, 
the  parliamentary  commiffioners,  &c.  &c. 
and  had  been  raifed  by  a poll  on  the  fe- 
veral  counties  in  the  kingdom.

On  the  fame  day  a committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  wait  upon  the  lord  lieutenant  for 

Voi.  II.  L three 
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three  important  bills  to  be  prepared  by  the 
council,  and  tranfmitted  to  England  accord- 
ing to  the  form  of  Poyning’s  law. 

The  firft,  for  an  equality  of  weights  and 
meafures  throughout  Ireland. 

The  fecond,  for  encouraging  the  herring 
fifhery  in  the  harbour  of  Dublin. 

And  the  third,  for  repairing  and  im- 
proving the  port  of  Dublin,  at  the  charge 
of  any  private  perfon  who  would  under- 
take it. 

But  the  termination  of  the  fefiion  fuper- 
feded  thofe  bills. 

And  on  the  fame  day  a committee  of 
twenty-two  were  named  to  reply  to  a paper 
from  the  lord  lieutenant,  containing  an  ad- 
drefs  from  the  lords  about  the  violation  of 
their  privileges  at  a conference.  The  duke 
of  Ormond  had  perfonally  endeavoured  to 
reconcile  the  two  houles,  and  to  moderate 
thofe  difputes  which  had  arifen  about  the 
moft  trivial  and  frivolous  forms  and  infig- 
10  nificant 
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nificant  ceremonies,  of  being  covered  or  un-  C H A P. 

III. 

covered,  fitting  or  (landing,  at  a conference; 
he  had  laboured  to  perfuade  them  of  the  l6b6- 
abfurdity  of  the  difpute,  and  to  fettle  thofe 
forms  from  his  own  long  parliamentary 
experience  of  between  thirty  and  forty 
years  in  the  parliaments  of  England  and 
Ireland,  but  ail  to  no  purpofe. 

Upon  the  6th  of  Auguft  it  was  refolved, 
that  in  regard  to  the  poverty  of  the  king- 
dom, the  members  fhould  freely  remit  all 
wages  due  in  confequence  of  former  orders; 
and  thus  ended  thefe  allowances  in  Ireland, 
which  are  not  to  be  traced  after  the  Re- 
volution. 

I fhall  referve  for  a feparate  chapter  a 
fhort  account  of  conferences,  which  form  a 
principal  article  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
Irifh  parliament  from  the  commencement 
of  the  journals  till  the  year  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  thirty-feven,  when  the 
two  houfes  conferred  for  the  laft  time.  A 
great  part  of  the  journals  of  this  fefiion  w*as 
L 2 occupied 
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occupied  with  thofe  frivolous  and  unintereft- 
ing  difputes,  which  at  laft  rofe  fo  high  that 
parliament  was  diffolved,  after  the  royal 
affent  had  been  given  to  eight  bills  by  the 
lord  lieutenant  in  perfon.  How  much  to 
be  lamented  was  that  idle  difpute,  which  not 
only  caufed  a diffolution,  but  was  one  caufe 
alfo,  of  parliament  not  meeting  for  twenty- 
five  years,  till  the  year  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  ninety-two,  after  the  Revo- 
lution ! 


The  great  bufinefs  of  the  parliaments 
which  were  held  in  Ireland  in  the  reign  of 
Charles  the  fecond,  was  the  appropriation 
of  all  the  forfeited  lands,  which  form  the 
far  greater  part  of  the  Irifh  territory. 

In  confequence  of  this  appropriation,  an 
a&ual  furvey  was  made  by  the  furveyor 
general,  fir  William  Petty,  of  which  a ge- 
neral rental  was  formed,  which  was  depo- 
fited  in  the  auditor  general’s  office,  and

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other  public  offices  in  Ireland:  this  rental  CHAP. 

is  called  the  Down  Survey  *,  [ f

All  thefe  forfeited  lands  are  fubjeded  by 
the  a d of  fettlement  to  quitrents,  which 
may  be  confidered  as  a fpecies  of  land-tax, 
of  about  fivepence  in  the  pound ; the 
total  of  which,  in  one  thoufand  feven  hun- 
dred and  eighty-eight,  amounted  to  about

Many  difputes  and  claims  about  thefe 
quitrents  were  filenced,  and  queftions  about 
certain  lands  being  fubjeded  to  them  were 
annulled,  by  a quieting  ad  in  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  eighty-four ; by  which,  if 
it  fhould  be  proved  that  no  quitrents  had  been

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E paid  for  twenty  years  before  the  claim  was 
— / made,  upon  a petition  to  the  Court  of  Ex- 
' chequer,  Rating  this  and  their  agreement  to 
pay  the  growing  qiiitrent,  or  that  which 
fhall  become  due  in  future,  the  lands  are  to 
be  liberated  from  arrears. 

Maps  were  alfo  delineated  of  every  county 
in  Ireland  according  to  the  Down  Survey 
from  fir  William  Petty’s  obfervations*:  fome 
copies  of  thefe  maps  were  depofited  in  the 

* Sir  William  Petty’s  ftate  of  Ireland  was  very  ac~ 
curate  and  fatisfadlory  ; and  it  is  to  be  lamented  that 
that  great  mailer  of  political  arithmetic  did  not  pro- 
pefe  a fyltem  for  the  progreffive  enumeration  of  the 
people.  This  fyltem  prevails  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  alfo,  it  is  faid,  in  China.  A bill  for  elta- 
blilhing  annual  returns  bv  a parochial  cenfus,  was  in- 
troduced in  1754  by  Mr.  Potter,  foil  of  the  learned 
archbilhop  ; but  it  did  not  pafs  : a copy  of  the  bill  which 
I have  feen  in  the  parliament  office  contained  an  ad- 
miral plan  for  thofe  returns  from' the  different  parilhes 
and  counties  in  England.

public  offices  in  Ireland,  and  others  were 
lent  to  England. 

Among  the  latter,  a copy  which  was 
Shipped  for  England,  was  taken  by  a French 
privateer,  and  carried  into  France  about  the 
latter  end  of  the  lafl  or  the  beginning  of  this 
century  ; and  fome  time  afterwards  they 
were  depofited,  with  a defcription  of  their 
importance  in  the  hand-writing  of  cardinal 
Dubois,  in  a great  literary  colle&ion.

gXR  John  Davis,  who  had  been  chofen  a 
member  in  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
and  one,  in  the  laft  Englifh  parliament  of 
Elizabeth,  and  who  appears  in  D’Ewes’s 
Journals  to  have  been  a very  adlive  and 
ufeful,  as  well  as  a ftrenuous  oppofer  of  the 
courtly  dodtrines  of  monopolies,  was  ap- 
pointed folicitor  general  in  Ireland  in  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  three,  and  foon 
after  attorney  general,  where  he  was  ern** 
ployed  in  fettling  the  province  of  Ulfter, 
after  it  had  been  reduced  to  the  king’s  obe-

He  was  member  for  the  county  of  Fer- 
managh, when  it  firft  fent  reprefentatives  to 
parliament,  and  was  chofen  fpeaker,  after  a 
clofe  divifion  and  violent  oppofition  from  fir 
John  Everard,  in  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
thirteen.  The  fpeech  which  he  delivered 
upon  his  prefentation  is,  perhaps,  the  moft 
comprehenfive  that  was  ever  pronounced  ; 
fince  in  a fhort  fpace,  he  has  left  us  one  of 
the  bed  accounts  of  the  parliaments  which 
were  held  in  Ireland  before  that  period. 


His  difcovery  of  the  true  caufes  why  Ire- 
land was  never  fubdued,  is  a rich  mine  of 
ufeful  information.  As  a poet,  he  was  ad- 
mired by  cotemporary  wits,  and  poderity 
has  confirmed  their  approbation.  As  a 
lawyer,  he  has  left  us  a valuable  book  of 
Reports,  which  is  faid  to  be  the  only  regu- 
lar collection  of  this  fort  upon  practical  ju- 
fifprudenee  in  Ireland.

When  we  confider  the  many  volumes  of 
this  fpecies  in  England,  when  we  refled  that 
few  or  no  reports  exift  of  caufes  in  the  Irifli 
courts,  when  even  the  cafes  of  controverted 
elections  are  not  reported  in  Ireland,  when 
it  is  believed  that  there  are  only  fome  de- 
tached memorandums  of  legal  proceffes  to 
be  found,  principally  in  the  chief  baron  Gil- 
bert’s Reports,  we  mu  ft  be  a little  furprifed 
at  the  difference  of  the  two  countries  in  this 
refpeCt,  and  impute  it  to  its  true  reafon,  that 
few  men  will  be  found  to  write  for  fame, 
and  many  for  pecuniary  compenfation,  and 
to  the  want  of  a law  for  the  protection  of 
literary  property  in  Ireland. 

Sir  John  Davis,  having  left  Ireland  in  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fixteen,  was  elec- 
ted for  Newcaftle  upon  Tyne,  where,  in  the 
parliament  which  met  four  years  afterwards, 
he  appears  in  the  parliamentary  debates  as  a 
warm  advocate  for  Ireland  ; contending 
ftrongly  againft  the  oracle  of  the  law  fir 
Edward  Coke,  that  England  could  not  make 
laws  to  bind  Ireland  without  her  own  con- 

fe  ill's 
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fent,  and  oppofing  a law  for  the  prohibi-  CHAP, 
tion  of  the  importation  of  Irifh  cattle,  with 
great  ability.  ,6i6‘ 


He  had  been  defigned  for  chief  juftice  of 
England  before  his  death  in  one  thoufand 
fix  hundred  and  twenty-fix : and  it  is  not  a 
little  to  his  credit  that  he  does  not  appear  to 
have  acquired  any  landed  property  in  Ire- 
land, from  his  great  employments. 

That  polite  and  amiable  nobleman  the 
late  earl  of  Huntingdon,  whofe  friendfhip 
and  converfation  I am  happy  to  recoiled, 
informed  me  of  this  laft,  with  many  other 
particulars.  The  heirefs  of  fir  John  Davis 
married  into  that  family ; and  though  that 
truly  noble  lord  could  boaft  of  a princely 
lineage,  he  was  ever  pleafed  with  reckon- 
ing fir  John  Davis  among!!  his  illuftrious 
anceftors.

P-  archbifhop  Ufher  appears  to  have  been  a 
— ufeful  member  of  the  houfe  of  lords.  At  the 
* clofe  of  the  laft  year  he  retired  to  England, 
where  he  lived  till  one  thoufand  fix  hun- 
dred and  fifty-fix ; and  though  by  the 
friend  (hip  of  Selden  he  had  obtained  the 
place  of  ledurer  at  Lincoln’s  Inn  ; though 
the  Ufurper,  who  could  not  approve  his 
political  principles,  admired  his  learning  and 
genuine  piety ; though  foreign  princes  had 
offered  him  an  afylum  ; yet  from  neceflity 
he  was  obliged  to  fell  his  library  to  Crom- 
well, and  fuffered  the  greateft  diftrefs  from 
the  fequeflration  of  his  epifcopal  revenues. 
After  the  Reftoration  parliament  fettled  five 
hundred  pounds  per  annum,  and  entailed  it 
upon  his  daughter  ; a donation  which  re- 
flects the  greateft  honour  upon  that  affem- 
bly,  and  was  worthy  of  the  Roman  fenate 
in  the  pureft  days  of  the  Republic. 

One  of  the  moft  adive  members  of  the 
houfe  of  lords,  was  the  bifhop  of  Derry ; 
fo  remarkable  for  his  attachment  to  lord 
Strafford,  and  for  his  impeachment.  After 

the

the  Reftoration  he  was  advanced  to  the  prl-  C H A P. 
macy,  and  appointed  fpeaker  of  that  affem-  f ^ 
bly  by  patent,  as  the  chancellor  fir  Maurice  i634* 
Euftace  was  one  of  the  lords  juftices. 

The  duke  of  Ormond,  if  we  may  believe 
his  own  teftimony,  was  not  a very  ready  or 
Huent  fpeaker,  though,  perhaps,  fecond  only 
to  fir  William  Temple  as  an  epiftolary  wri- 
ter ; but  he  appears  to  have  been  an  able 
debater,  greatly  fkilled  in  what  is  called 
parliamentary  craft ; of  this  he  gave  emi- 
nent proofs  in  the  perplexed  debate  upon 
the  impeachment  of  fir  George  Radcliffe, 
lord  Strafford’s  confidential  fecretary.  The 
debate  was  rendered  confufed,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings in  a great  meafure  abortive  by  his 
management;  from  hence,  according  to  fir 
Robert  Southwell,  originated  the  great  favour 
of  the  king,  and  of  his  unfortunate  favourite. 

This  was  not  the  moft  honourable  nor  cre- 
ditable part  of  his  character  ; but  when  the 
early  mift  which  obfcured  the  morning  of 
his  life  was  difperfed,  he  {hone  forth  with 
uncommon  fplendor  as  a ciyil,  military,  and

political  character:  zealoufly  attached  to  his 
prince,  but  more  ftrongly  attached  to  his 
country,  he  appears  to  have  adopted  the 
maxim  of  Vefpafian, 

Imp cr him  mails  artibus  qucefitum,  bonis  ex er cult* 

From  the  feffion  of  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  thirty- four  to  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  fixty-fix  fir  James  Ware  re- 
prefented  the  univerfity  of  Dublin;  nor 
could  any  man  be  more  qualified  for  fuch  a 
fituation,  if  the  knowledge  of  the  polite 
fcholar  and  of  the  deep  antiquarian  be  qua- 
lifications. 

Captain  Mervyn  was  a very  adtive  and 
ufefui  member  in  the  parliaments  which 
preceded,  and  were  fubfequent  to  the  Irifh 
rebellion.  After  the  Reftoration  he  quitted 
the  fword  for  the  gown,  and  became  a law- 
yer; he  was  prime  ferjeant  when  he  was 
elected  fpeaker,  and  was  fent  a commiffioner 
to  England  ; and  although  amazingly  ver- 
bofe  and  pedantic,  he  appears  to  have  been 

a man 
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a man  of  great  ability.  His  fervices  were  fo  C H AP. 

eminent  that  parliament  compenfated  his  < J-j. 

merit,  and  his  Ioffes  in  his  pradice,  by  a 
pofthumous  donation  of  fix  thoufand  pounds 
to  his  children  after  the  Revolution,  in  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  ninety-feven. 

Mr.  Whalley,  who  had  been  advocate  ge- 
neral in  Cromwell’s  army,  appears  to  have 
been  a mod  adive  member  of  parliament 
after  the  Refloration.  His  fervices  were 
confiderable  as  chairman  of  the  committee 
of  trade;  and  he  was  ftrongly  recommended 
from  the  Irifh,  to  the  Scotch,  parliament  for 
fome  arrears  that  were  due  to  him  in  the 
civil  wars. 

Sir  John  Temple,  the  mailer  of  the  rolls, 
was  very  eminent  in  the  houfe  of  commons 
from  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty., 
to  the  end  of  the  parliaments  held  in  the 
reign  of  the  fecond  Charles  ; and  though 
very  inferior  to  his  fon  as  a writer,  he  ap- 
pears to  have  been 

<f  A faithful  painter,  of  the  ills  he  faw,” 
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L.  MASSAREENE  — E.  of  ROSCOMMON. 

The  mod  eminent  members  of  the  houfe 
of  lords  after  the  Reftoration,  were  lord 
Maffareene  and  the  earl  of  Rofcommon : 
both  of  them  may  be  confidered  as  ufefui 
members  of  parliament,  particularly  the 
firft,  who  feems  to  have  been  the  mod  able 
fpeaker  in  that  houfe.  Under  the  name  of 
fir  John  Clotworthy  he  was  very  forward  in 
the  impeachment  of  lord  Strafford  ; and  his 
a&ivity  and  merit  are  confpicuous  in  Rufh- 
worth’s  collections. 

The  latter,  is  better  known  as  a poet  than 
as  a politician,  though  he  does  not  appear 
to  have  been  altogether  inactive  in  parlia- 
ment. As  a writer,  his  merit  is  univerfally 
acknowledged  ; he  was  the  firft  who  pro- 
pofed  the  fcheme  of  an  academy  to  fix  the 
ftandard  of  our  language  ; which  Swift  re- 
vived afterwards  in  an  addrefs  to  lord  Ox- 
ford ; and  he  is  regarded  by  Johnfon,  as  an 
eminent  benefactor  to  Englifh  literature. 

Sir  William  Petty,  who  was  the  fon  of  a 
clothier  in  Wiltfhire,  went  over  as  phyfi- 

clan 
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cian  to  the  army  which  had  been  raifed  un- 
der the  parliamentary  ftandard  in  Ireland : 
he  was  afterwards  a member  for  Eaftlooe,  in 
Richard  Cromwell’s  parliament,  and  was 
returned  for  the  borough  of  Enniftiogue  in 
the  Irifh  parliament  after  the  Reftoration, 
in  which  he  appears  to  have  been  a very 
ufeful  and  adive  member.  His  knowledge 
of  calculations,  fo  demonftrated  by  his  Trads 
upon  Political  Arithmetic,  placed  him  at  the 
head  of  the  court  of  claims,  where  he  was 
enabled  to  raife  the  vaft  fortune  of  fifteen 
thoufand  pounds  per  annum  : a prodigious 
fum  in  thofe  days  from  this  flender  com- 
mencement 

Sir  William  Temple  was  eleded,  toge- 
ther with  his  father,  a reprefentative  for  the 
county  of  Carlow-  in  one  thoufand  fix  hun- 
dred and  fixty-one ; he  was  then  about 
thirty  years  of  age.  According  to  his  own 

* The  honourable  John  Fitzmaurice,  brother  of  the 
earl  of  Kerry,  married  the  grand-daughter  and  heirefs 
of  hr  William  Petty,  whence  the  prefent  marquis  of 
Lanfdown  has  derived  his  vaft  property. 
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account,  his  loyalty,  his  principles,  and  at- 
tachment to  the  conftitution,  would  not  al- 
low him  to  enter  upon  the  fcene  of  public 
affairs  before  that  period. 

For  three  generations  the  Temple  family 
were  in  the  moft  important  public  ftations 
in  Ireland.  William  Temple  the  grand- 
father had  been  the  firft  provoft  of  the  uni- 
verfity  of  Dublin  ; fir  John  Temple  his  fa- 
ther was  matter  of  the  rolls  from  the  year 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  thirty-nine, 
and  a member  of  the  houfe  of  commons  ; 
and  his  fecond  fon,  the  folicitor  general,  fir 
John  Temple,  was  for  a feffion  deputy 
fpeaker,  which  was  the  only  inftance  of  fucli 
a defignation,  as  has  been  already  men- 
tioned,  that  occurs  in  the  annals  of  the  Irifh 
parliament

only  in  the  feffions  from  one  thoufand  fix  v — j 

hundred  and  fixty-one  to  one  thoufand  fix  l666‘ 
hundred  and  fixty-three  : he  was  appointed 
envoy  to  the  bilhop  of  Munfter  in  Sep- 
tember one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fixty- 
five,  previous  to  the  meeting,  and  did  not 
appear  in  his  place  during  that  laft  feffion  ; 
nor  did  he  return  again  to  Ireland  till  lord 
Effex’s  adrniniftration  in  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  feventy-feven,  when  he  wrote 


fir  John  Temple  knight,  folicitor  general  and  deputy 
fpeaker  of  the  houfe  of  commons  in  1661,  during  the 
abfence  of  the  fpeaker  fir  Audley  Mervyn  as  a parlia- 
mentary commiffioner  in  England.  The  latter  fettled 
in  England  in  the  year  1685,  and  was  father  to  the 
firft,  and  great  grandfather  to  the  prefent  lord  Pal- 
merllon. 

Sir  William  Temple’s  fon,  who  was  a vidtim  of  po- 
litical defpair  in  his  father’s  life-time  foon  after  the 
Revolution,  left  two  daughters  j the  elder  was  married 
to  her  coufin  Mr.  Temple,  and  the  younger  to  Mr. 
Bacon  of  Suffolk  : in  the  iffue  of  the  latter,  the  greater 
part  of  fir  William  Temple’s  property  has  been  veiled, 
and  they  are  fuppofed  to  be  poffeffsd  of  feme  valuable 
papers  .of  their  great  anceftors. 
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During  thofe  feflions,  when  the  a of 
fettlement  was  depending,  he  was  the  prin- 
cipal and  moft  active  member  of  the  houfe  ; 
every  circumftance  relative  to  this  incompa- 
rable man  has  been  minutely  obferved, 
traced  with  pleafure,  and  recorded  with  de- 
light in  the  foregoing  obfervations.  His 
firft  motion  vras  for  an  addrefs  relative  to  the 
royal  union  with  a daughter  of  Portugal  ; 
and  in  the  propofitions  for  the  arrangement 
of  the  property  of  Ireland  under  the  a£l  of 
fettlement,  the  principal  part  fell  to  fir  Wil- 
liam Temple. 

His  fervices  as  a parliamentary  commif- 
fioner  in  England  were  fuch,  that  parlia- 
ment voted  him  an  extra  reward,  befides 
what  he  had  in  common  with  his  col- 
leagues; and  upon  his  return  from  England 
in  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fixty-two, 
he  refumed  his  wonted  activity  and  ufeful 
exertions  in  parliament;  but  he  feems  to 
1 3 have 
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have  had  early  views  and  fchemes  to  err-  CHAP, 
gage  in  a more  extenlive  fphere,  and  in  that  u U_‘  t 
brilliant  diplomatic  career  which  he  after- 
wards  purfued,  and  for  which  no  man  was 
ever  more  qualified,  from  theuniverfality  of 
his  learning  and  the  elegance  of  his  accom- 
plifliments.  He  wrote  with  the  greateft  fa- 
cility in  Latin  and  French  ; and  a few  of  his 
difpatches  are  in  Spanifh,  which,  I remem- 
ber to  have  heard  from  a very  intelligent 
Spaniard  *,  were  not  correct  \ but  to  write 

with 

* Colonel  de  Miranda.  This  gentleman,  a native

It  was  the  great  abilities  he  difplayed  as  a 
man  of  bufinefs  in  the  Irifh  parliament,  (for 
however  excellent  his  compofitions  are, 
there  are  no  proofs  of  his  being  an  eloquent 
fpeaker  either  in  the  Irifti  or  the  Britifh 
fenate,)  that  recommended  him  to  the  pa- 
tronage of  the  duke  of  Ormond  ; and  it  was 
the  peculiar  eulogium  of  that  illuftrious  no- 
bleman,to  have  feledted  two  fuch  characters 
as  fir  Robert  Southwell  and  fir  William 
Temple  for  foreign  embaflies,  which  were 
then  filled  in  a very  different  manner  from 
what  we  have  lately  feen ; witnefs  the  cotem- 
porary defignations  of  thofe  great  charaClers 
to  Holland  and  to  Portugal,  (of  which 


the  name  of  the  fecond  Catherine,  has  diftinguifhed 
this  extraordinary  man  by  her  favour  and  protection, 
and  feemed  defnous  to  have  induced  him  to  fettle  in 
Ruffta,  as  onewhofe  knowledge  and  ability,  whenever 
or  wherever  they  fliall  be  difplayed,  muft  be  a fignal  and 
valuable  acquifition  to  any  country. 


countries 
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countries  both  of  them  have  written  the  CH 
beft  accounts  *,)  of  lord  Hollis  at  Paris,  and  * — 
of  Mr.  Godolphin,  afterwards  lord  trea-  l666, 
furer,  in  Spain. 

His  friendlhip  with  the  duke  of  Ormond 
was  uniform  and  conftant  through  all  the 
changes  of  fortune.  “ I confefs,”  fays  fir 
William  Temple  in  his  firft  letter  to  his 
Grace,  “ I am  extremely  pleafed  with  any 
“ teftimony  of  your  favour  and  recolledlion 
“ of  me,  which  I mud  account  to  be  the 
“ beft,  as  I muft  ever  confider  them  as  the 
“ firft  of  my  good  fortunes ; nor  fhall  I be 
“ ever  fo  much  pleafed  with  any  lucky  hit 
“ that  may  happen  to  me  in  public  employ- 
“ ments,  from  any  other  refpe<ft,  than  from 
<c  fome  occafion  to  teftify  the  gratitude  and 
46  refentment  of  kindnefs  ihewn  to  me,  when 
“ I was  idle  and  unknown.” 

To  dwell  upon  a chara&er  and  upon  a 
career  which  was  fo  brilliant  and  fo  well

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known  would  be  fuperfluous,  though  feme 
enlargement  upon  fuch  a fubjedt  is  almoft 
unavoidable. 

After  his  fuccefs  in  his  firft  commiffion  to 
Van  Galen,  the  warlike  bifhop  of  Munfter, 
in  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fixty-five  ; 
after  his  good  fortune  in  his  firft  embaffy,  his 
addrefs  in  negociating  the  triple  alliance, 
where  the  firft  principles  of  the  Dutch  con- 
ftitution  were  fuperfeded  by  the  reprefenta- 
tion  of  an  over-ruling  neceffity,  which  had 
remained  inviolate  fince  the  union  of 
Utrecht ; after  the  joy  with  which  he  was 
received  by  the  Dutch  deputies  upon  his 
fecond  embaffy,  who  told  him  that  his  ap- 
pearance among  them  at  that  time  was  like 
that  of  the  fwallow  in  fpring,  the  certain 
harbinger  and  fure  forerunner  of  fair  wea- 
ther ; after  the  brilliant  teftimony  of  his 
merit  from  De  Wit  and  from  the  States ; 
after  all  thofe  fhining  qualities  and  uncom- 
mon fucceffes;  we  cannot  help  lamenting  his 
fate  in  his  laft  embaffy,  and  how  much  he 
was  traverfed  by  Du  Crofs,  a wretched 

minion, 
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minion,  who  was  difpatched  from  the 
dutchefs  of  Portfmouth’s  bed-chamber,  when 
the  fecond  Charles  became  the  miferable 
penfioner  of  Lewis  the  fourteenth,  and  was 
induced  to  abandon  his  allies  in  the  treaty 
of  Nimeguen. 

As  no  ambaffador  ever  kept  up  the  port 
and  dignity  of  his  charadter  * better  than  fir 
William  Temple,  it  is  ilill  more  to  the  dis- 
grace

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the  truth,  becaufe  men  would  never  believe  CHAP, 
thofe  minifters  to  be  fmcere  : a maxim  in 
contradiction  to  that  infamous  rule  of  fir  l66^' 
Henry  Wooton’s,  that  an  ambaffador  was  a 
man  deputed  to  tell  lies  for  the  benefit  of 
his  country. 

The  confequence  of  his  chara&er,  and  of 
his  fincerity,  was  fo  great,  that  the  interefts  of 
rival  nations  and  of  contending  parties  were 
depofited  in  his  hands,  as  in  a facred  afylum 
of  probity  and  honour  ; and  mankind  were 
charmed  with  the  proof  of  that  well-known 
but  negleded  aphorifm,  “ that  honefty  is 
“ the  beft  policy contrary  to  the  opinion 
of  thofe  reptiles  who  too  often  glide  into 
public  employments,  by  the  miferable  fhifts 
of  cunning  and  deceit ; who  place  the  re- 
putation of  wifdom  in  the  accumulation  of 
wealth,  and  in  the  exercife  of  that  inftind, 
which  mankind  poflefs  in  common  with  the 
meaneft  and  molt  contemptible  animals. 

The  retirement  of  this  great  man  has 
bequeathed  the  moil  invaluable  legacy  to 

pofterity. 
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C ^ P*  pofterity.  Of  the  tafte  and  elegance  of  his 
writings  too  much  can  never  be  faid,  illu- 
j666.  m*mat;e(j  as  they  are  by  that  probity  and 
candour  which  pervade  them,  and  thofe 
charms  which  render  truth  irrefiftible. 

Though  other  writers  may  be  more  the 
objects  of  imitation  to  the  fcholar,  yet  his 
ftyle  is  certainly  the  beft  adapted  to  the  po- 
litician and  the  man  of  fafhion  : nor  would 
fuch  an  opinion  be  given,  were  it  not  for  an 
anecdote  of  Swift  which  I had  from  the  late 
Mr.  Sheridan,  who  told  me  the  Dean  al- 
ways recommended  him  as  the  beft  model, 
and  had  repeatedly  faid  that  the  ftyle  of  fir 
William  Temple  was  the  eafieft,  the  moft 
liberal,  and  the  moft  brilliant  in  our  lan- 
guage. 

When  we  confider  the  contempt  of 
wealth,  the  dilmtereftednefs  of  Temple ; 
when  we  perceive,  that  in  his  whole  life,  his 
thoughts  were  ever  turned,  rather  upon  how 
much  lefs  he  wanted,  than  how  much  more; 
when  we  confider  that  his  promife  to  Charles 

the 
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the  fecond.  That  he  would  live  for  the  re-  CHAP, 
mainder  of  his  days  as  good  a fubjed  as 
any  he  had,  but  would  never  more  engage  l666* 
in  public  employments,  was  moil  religioufly 
kept,  even  after  that  Revolution,  of  which 
he  himfelf  had  been  a primary  caufe,  by 
the  negotiation  of  the  prince’s  match  with 
Queen  Mary ; we  muft  recognize  that  true 
genuine  definition  of  a man  of  honour, 
which  may  be  truly  explained,  by  a fcru- 
pulous  attachment  to  profefiions  and  en- 
gagements. 

In  a word,  when  we  confider  his  probity, 
his  difintereftednefs,  his  contempt  of  wealth, 
the  genuine  beauty  of  his  ftyle,  which  was 
as  brilliant,  as  harmonious,  and  as  pure  as 
his  fife  and  manners  ; when  we  refled  upon 
the  treafures  which  he  has  bequeathed  by 
his  example  and  by  his  works  to  his  coun- 
try, which  no  man  ever  loved  better,  or 
efteemed  more ; we  cannot  avoid  confidering 
fir  William  Temple  as  one  of  the  greateft 
characters  which  has  appeared  upon  the 
political  frage  \ and  he  may  be  juftly  clafled 

with 
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CHAP,  with  the  greatefi:  names  of  antiquity,  and 
UIV'  i with  the  moft  brilliant  charadlers  which 
1666.  adorn  and  illuftrate  the  Grecian  or  Ro- 
man annals.

U PON  a review  of  the  early  tranfaclions  c 
of  the  Irifh  parliament,  the  irregularity 
of  the  periods  of  their  meeting,  and  the  fre- 
quent and  long  intervals  in  the  convention 
of  that  aflembly,  are  molt  confpicuous. 

From  the  fecond  to  the  eleventh,  and 
from  the  thirteenth  to  the  twenty-feventh 
and  twenty-eighth  years  of  the  reign  of 
Elizabeth,  parliaments  were  not  convened 
in  Ireland. 

From  thence,  to  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth 
years  of  James  the  firft,  and  from  this  laft 
period  till  the  year  one  thoufand  fix  hun- 
dred and  thirty-four-five,  and  from  that 

date 
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CHAP,  date  till  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
^ forty,  parliaments  were  not  convened:  fef- 
fions  were  held  till  near  the  king’s  death  in 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty-eight ; 
but  in  the  interregnum  a parliament  for  the 
three  kingdoms  was  held  during  the  pro- 
tectorate of  Oliver  Cromwell,  of  which  a 
lift  Ihall  be  given  in  the  Appendix. 

The  Irifh  parliament  met  after  the  Refto- 
ration,  in  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
fixty-one,  and  fat  till  one  thoufand  fix  hun- 
dred and  fixty-three,  with  few  intervals : 
they  met  afterwards  in  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  fixty-five,  and  were  diffolved 
in  the  following  year,  on  account  of  a dis- 
pute between  the  two  houfes  at  a con- 
ference. 


From  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fix- 
ty-fix  a parliament  was  not  held  in  Ireland 
till  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  ninety- 
two  ; it  was  foon  diffolved  by  lord  Sydney, 
and  did  not  re-affemble  till  one  thoufand 
fix  hundred  and  ninety-five  : from  thence 

they 
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they  were  convened  twice  before  one  thou-  CHAP. 

fand  fix  hundred  and  ninety-eight;  but  they  , j 

did  not  meet  for  five  years  till  one  thou- 
fand  feven  hundred  and  three,;  from  hence 
they  have  affembled  biennially  till  one  thou- 
fand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-three,  when,  > 
in  confequence  of  a refolution  of  the  houfe 
of  lords  *,  and  of  the  annual  grants  of  the 
duties,  they  have  been  annually  convened 
fince  that  period. 

The  Irifh  parliament  was  ufually  con- 
vened in  the  fummer  months  in  former 
times  ; and  the  long  intervals  in  the  feffions 
muft  appear  very  inconvenient  and  unac- 
countable. 

Even  fo  late  as  one  thoufand  feven  hunr 
dred  and  feventy-nine-eighty  they  met  in

Refolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  houfe,  that  in 
the  prefent  fituation  of  this  kingdom,  it  will  promote 
the  general  utility,  and  national  -vyelf^re,  cpntribute  tp 
amend,  ftrengthen,  and  preferve  the  laws,  and  to  give 
ample  and  fpeedy  juftice  to  the  fubje&s  of  this  realm, 
in  his  majefty’s  high  court  of  parliament,  if  a feffion 
pf  parliament  were  held  every  year  in  this  kingdom.

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October,  were  prorogued  in  September,  and 
fat  every  month  in  the  year. 

Three  circumftances  conduced  to  this 
inconvenience:  The  firft,  the  adjournment 
for  about  three  weeks  to  prepare  the  public 
accounts,  after  parliament  had  fat  for  three 
or  four  days ; the  fecond,  the  delay  in  re- 
turning the  bills  ; and  the  third,  the  want 
of  due  regularity  in  their  proceedings. 

The  firft  has  been  corrected  by  preparing 
the  public  accounts  before  the  feffions  com- 
menced ; the  fecond,  by  a proper  dif- 
patch  in  the  Englilh  councils,  where  bills 
fince  . one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
eighty  are  no  longer  debated  and  altered  $ 
and  the  iait,  by  the  intention  of  the  prefent 
fpeaker  and  the  following  regulation : 

The  orders  of  the  day  were  tranfcribed 
in  the  houfe  of  commons  in  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  eighty-five,  and  fent 
every  morning  to  the  houfe  of  each  mem- 
ber, a regulation  which  the  lords  have  fince 

adopted  \

adopted  ; and  in  that  feffion,  they  fat  with- 
out any  holidays  (Sundays  and  the  30th  of 
January  excepted)  from  Chriftmas  till 
Eafter ; by  which  period,  it  is  probable,  a 
feffion  may  in  future  be  limited.  Thefe  re- 
gulations, which  are  due  to  the  ability  of 
the  prefent  fpeaker  of  the  houfe  of  com- 
mons, are  improvements  in  parliamentary 
proceedings,  even  beyond  thofe  which  have 
been  adopted  in  the  Britifil  parliament. 


Conferences  prevailed  more  in  the 
Irifh  than  in  the  Britifh  parliament.  The 
propofitions  for  laws,  which  went  under  the 
prefcriptions  of  Poyning’s  a£t,  from  either 
houfe  to  government,  had  only  the  weight 
and  recommendation  of  one  branch  of  the 
legiflature  5 the  weight  of  a joint  recom- 
mendation could  only  be  effe&ed  by  them  : 
hence  the  frequency  of  conferences  in  the 
annals  of  parliament. 

From  the  year  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
and  thirteen,  when  the  Journals  of  the  com- 
N a mons 
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C H^A  p.  mons  commenced,  till  one  thoufand  feven 
1,—vw  hundred  and  thirty-feven,  many  conferences 
obtained  in  every  feflion  ; but  forms,  cere- 
monies, idle  etiquettes,  and  difgraceful  alter- 
cations, marked  their  meetings.  I have 
carefully  avoided  dwelling  upon  difputes, 
which  amplify  and  extend  the  early  par- 
liamentary records,— whether  they  were  to 
fit,  or  to  Hand  ; to  go  firft,  or  fecond  ; to 
be  covered,  or  uncovered  ; to  ftand  in  one 
fpot,  or  another,  at  conferences. 

Some  controverfies  of  this  kind  had  been 
compofed  by  the  authority  of  lord  Strafford 
in  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  thirty-four, 
and  the  two  houfes  acquiefced  in  his  great 
knowledge  of  the  forms  and  proceedings  of 
parliament,  as  a commoner,  and  afterwards 
as  a peer  in  England.  But  the  duke  of  Or- 
mond was  not  fo  fortunate  in  one  thoufand 
fix  hundred  and  fixty-fix,  and  a diffolution 
and  the  vacation  of  parliament  for  above 
twenty-five  years  followed  a difpute  fo  fri- 
volous, that  it  is  almoft  irnpoflible  to  colledt 
fuch  minute  altercations,  nor  would  any 

chronicle 
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fchronicle  which  contained  them  deferve  in-  CHAP, 
fpe&ion.  » 

In  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  fixteen  the  commons  propofed  to  con- 
fer with  the  lords  upon  heads  of  bills,  and 
this  friendly  correfpondence  lafted  till  the 
year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  thirty- 
feven  : the  intercourfe  gave  great  weight 
to  their  joint  recommendation,  it  became  a 
matter  of  jealoufy  to  government,  and  it 
broke  off,  upon  a difpute,  artfully  created,  it 
is  faid,  by  adminiftration.  The  particulars 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  laft  conference, 
and  of  this  whimfical  rupture,  which  I had 
from  a near  and  dear  friend  of  mine,  Mr* 

Hill,  (the  late  lord  Dungannon,)  who  was  a 
manager,  I {hall  relate  from  his  authority : 
the  pleafantry  of  the  contrivance,  and  the 
odd  circumftances  which  accompanied  it, 
may  apologife  for  dwelling  fo  long  upon  this 
article. 

A conference  was  defired  by  the  com- 
mons relative  to  a breach  of  privilege  com- 
N 3 mitted 
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CHAP,  mitted  by  ferjeant  Purdon,  an  attendant  of 
lords,  againfl  one  of  their  members, 
which  was  granted  accordingly. 

The  room  which  was  deflined  for  con- 
ferences in  the  new  parliament  houfe,  un- 
like the  other  arrangements  of  the  architect 
fir  Edward  Piers  in  that  noble  building, 
was  remarkably  cold  and  inconvenient  ; it 
was  ufed,  as  it  is  now,  for  a lobby  or  wait- 
ing-room for  the  lords  fervants  and  chair- 
men ; a large  deal  table  (lands  with  a rail 
near  the  door  that  opens  into  the  portico. 

On  the  evening  preceding  the  conference 
the  table  was  pufhed  clofe,  and  either  nailed 
or  tied  to  the  rail ; this  was  faid  to  have 
been  contrived  by  lord  Anglefey,  whether 
from  pleafantry  or  policy  is  doubtful 

When  the  commons  came  to  the  con- 
ference they  difcovered  that  they  could  not 
as  ufual  (land  within  the  rail,  and  they  were 
obliged  to  remain  among  the  fervants  and 
$he  crowd  which  afihmbled  before  the 
l chamber 
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chamber  of  parliament.  Mr.  Hill  reported  C 
this  unpleafant  reception,  which  caufed  an 
angry  meffage,  and  an  impolite  reply  : the 
difpute  became  violent ; and  ferjeant  Bet- 
tefworth,  fo  well  known  in  fatire,  and.  fo 
celebrated  in  the  rhymes  of  Swift,  inflamed 
matters  ftill  more.  The  two  houfes  refolved 
to  break  off  their  ufual  mode  of  correfpon- 
dence ; and  fince  that  period  they  have 
never  met  at  a conference. 

Of  this  feffion  fir  Richard  Cox  drew  up  a 
very  curious  narrative ; it  was  lent  to  me 
many  years  ago  by  Mr.  Fofter,  the  prefent 
fpeaker.  I do  not  find  this  manufeript 
was  ever  printed,  though  it  contains  an  ac- 
count of  the  regulation  of  the  gold  coin, 
and  other  curious  particulars. 

While  Poyning’s  law  prevailed  in  its  full 
vigour,  while  heads  of  bills  were  only  re- 
commended by  one  houfe,  it  feerns  to  have 
been  definable  to  induce  the  two  houles  to 
confer,  and  to  give  efficacy  to  thefe  propofi- 
tions  by  a joint  recommendation.  But  as 
N 4 bills 
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CHAP,  bills  now  go  from  one  houfe  to  the  other 
v,— without  the  intervention  of  the  privy  coun- 
cil of  either  kingdom,  as  no  alterations  can 
be  made  in  bills,  fave  only  in  the  two 
houfes  ; as  laws  are  pafled  by  a commiffion, 
fimilar  to  that  which  the  king  iffues,  when 
he  does  not  think  it  expedient  to  give  the 
royal  aflent  in  perfon  in  the  Engliih  parlia- 
ment * : under  thefe  circumftances  it  does 
not  feem  defirable  to  revive  a mode  of  pro- 
ceeding which  has  produced  fo  many  evils 
in  former  times,  and  the  more  fo,  as  mef- 
fages  anfwer  every  purpofe  of  communica- 
tion between  the  two  houfes. 


In  tracing  the  principal  tranfa&ions  in  the 
early  Journals,  the  obfervation,  That  there 
was  not  any  inftance  of  the  examination  of 
accounts,  or  of  the  expenditure  of  public 
money  till  after  the  Revolution,  furprifed

me 
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me  much:  a negative  affertion  is  ever  ha- 
zardous and  prefumptUous  ; time  and  place 
require  more  accurate  inveftigation  than 
what  can  be  luppofed  to  fall  to  any  man’s 
lot,  however  confident  of  his  own  labour 
and  accuracy : it  is  neceffary  for  me  to  de- 
fend this  extraordinary  affeirtion  by  the  au- 
thority of  parliament. 


In  the  fefiion  of  one  thoufand  fix  hun- 
dred and  ninety-two,  the  houfe  of  com- 
mons defired  to  have  the  accounts  of  the 
different  officers  of  his  majefty’s  revenue, 
laid  before  a committee  of  grievances.  A 
committee  appointed  for  that  pmpofe,  re- 
ported three  precedents  of  a fimilar  exa- 
mination : the  firft  was  of  the  17th  of  April 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fixty-two, 
where  the  chief  baron  of  the  Exchequer 
produced  tables  of  fees,  which  were  taken 
by  the  fheriffs  ; and  the  other  two,  were  of 
accounts  laid  before  the  commons  of  Eng- 
land, the  8th  and  13th  of  October  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  ninety.  It  is 
evident  the  firft  does  not  apply  to  the  ex- 
penditure

Upon  this,  a motion  being  made  for  the 
production  of  the  civil  and  military  efta- 
blifhment,  and  a flate  of  the  revenue  of  the 
nation,  Mr.  Pulteney  *,  one  of  the  private 
fecretaries  of  lord  Sydney,  the  lord  lieu- 
tenant, informed  them,  that  the  papers  in 
queftion  had  been  put  into  his  hands  by  his 
excellency  ; upon  which  they  were  ordered 
to  be  received  the  next  day,  and  they  were 
prefented  accordingly. 

The  commons  had  only  time  in  that  fef- 
fion  to  make  a fhort  report  about  the  mif- 


* This  is  the  firft  inflance  of  a private  fecretary  to  a 
lord  lieutenant  a£ting  as  minifter  in  the  houfe  of  com- 
mons. In  the  preceding  feflion,  in  the  reign  of  Charles 
the  fecond,  fir  Paul  Davis,  the  fecretary  of  ftate,  was 
the  minifter.  This  employment  had  been  after  the 
Revolution  granted  to  fir  Robert  Southwell  for  life, 
and  was  afterwards  made  hereditary  for  three  genera- 
tions in  his  family,  till  the  death  of  his  grandfon  Ed- 
ward Southwell  efq.  in  1755* 
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conduct  of  the  commiffioners  of  the  re-  CHAP^ 
venue  relative  to  forfeitures,  on  the  3d  of  ^ 
November  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
ninety-two,  the  very  day  on  which  they 
were  prorogued  after  they  had  fat  only 
twenty  two  days,  and  they  were  fliortly  a£* 
terwards  diflolved. 

But  when  parliament  afiembled  in  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  ninety' five,  after 
an  interval  of  three  years,  the  lord-deputy 
Capel  informed  them  in  his  fpeech,  that  a 
ftate  of  the  revenue  would  be  laid  before 
them  ; and  on  the  5th  of  June  it  was  re- 
ferred to  a committee,  which  gave  rife  to  the 
prefent  mode  of  proceeding  in  the  com- 
mittees of  accounts,  fupply,  and  ways  and 
means  ; a method  which  has  been  regularly 
adopted  fmce  this  laft  period,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  every  feffion. 


The  various  inftances  which  occur  in  the 
early  Journals  of  iffuing  writs  for  rtew  elec- 
tions, in  the  room  of  members  at  their 
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C H^A  P.  own  defire,  have  been  accurately  arid  mi- 
« — -yrLUJi  nutely  noticed  in  the  foregoing  remarks, 
from  the  firft  precedent  of  firBarnaby  Brien 
in  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  thirty- 
four.  Numerous  inftances,'  without  any 
example  of  a negative,  occur,  of  the  com- 
pliance of  the  houfe,  in  this  refpeft,  till  the 
year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  four, 
when  it  was  made  a ftanding  rule  of  the 
houfe,  that  writs  fhould  not  iffue  any  more 
at  the  defire  of  the  members  in  their  own 
jroom. 

This  rule  was  made  in  confequence  of 
Mr.  Caulfield,  an  anceftor  of  the  earl  of 
Charlemont,  defiring  that  a writ  might  iflue 
for  that  borough,  as  he  wifhed  to  travel  into 
foreign  countries  ; of  this  order  the  houfe 
feem  to  have  been  ever  afterwards  remark- 
ably tenacious  ; infomuch  that  when  the 
borough  of  Sligo  in  one  thoufand  fix  hun- 
dred and  forty-three,  petitioned  for  a new 
writ  in  the  room  of  Mr.  Ormfby,  who  at- 
tefted  h!s  own  bad  ftate  of  health,  and  en- 
forced their  defire,  though  they  had  excufed 

his 
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Ills  non-attendance,  and  his  refufal  to  com-  CHAP, 
ply  with  their  order,  on  account  of  indif-  » -r-  * 
pofition,  the  motion  for  a new  writ  was 
negatived  by  a large  majority ; and  the 
fame  principle  prevailed  in  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  feventy- nine-eighty, 
when  the  eledion  for  the  univerfity  of  Dub- 
lin was  declared  void,  in  the  cafe  of  Mr. 
Hutchinfon,  who  wifhed  to  vacate  his  feat 
for  Sligo,  that  he  might  be  a candidate  in 
oppofition  to  Mr.  Fitzgibbon,  the  prefent 
chancellor. 

It  would  be  a preemption  to  decide, 
whether  the  ancient  or  modern  pradice 
were  moft  defirable ; perhaps  the  former 
mode  was  more  convenient  than  the  latter 
cuftom,  to  members,  to  government,  and  to 
the  community.  If  it  be  a wifh  of  parlia- 
ment to  accommodate  their  own  members, 
the  (horteft  and  moft  dired,  feems  to  be  the 
moft  obvious  and  defirable  mode  of  proceed- 
ing. Employments  in  Ireland  do  not  va- 
cate feats;  and  in  England  the  Chiltern 
Hundreds  appear  to  have  been  offices  de- 
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CHyAI>*  v^e<^  t°  carry  a point  by  a manoeuvre,  and 
c-~v — a circuitous  procefs,  which  might  be  ef- 
fected by  a plain,  direCt,  and  more  conve- 
nient method.  And  this  cuftom  of  iffuing 
writs  at  their  own  defire  feems  to  be  coun- 
tenanced by  early  practice  in  the  Englifh, 
as  well  as  in  the  Irifh  parliament. 


Proxies  were  more  prevalent,  and  their 
powers  more  extenfive  in  the  Irifh,  than  in 
the  Britifh  houfe  of  peers  in  early  periods. 

The  privilege  of  protefting  by  proxy 
originated  from  this  extenfive  agency  or  re- 
prefentation,  as  the  deputy  enjoyed  all  the 
powers  of  the  principal  *. 

The 

* In  1764  the  earls  of  Grandifon,  Tyrorie,  and 
Charlemont,  divided  and  protefted  againft  a corn-bilh 
A queftion  arofe  whether  lord  Grandifon  could  fign  a 
proteil  by  proxy  ; and  a reference  having  been  made  to 
the  earl  of  Hertford,  then  lord  lieutenant,  he  decided* 
That,  according  to  the  practice  of  the  lords  of  Eng- 
land, he  could  not.  But  a committee  having  been  ap- 
pointed to  fearch  for  precedents,  they  reported  five 
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The  firft  inftance  which  occurs  of  a CHAP, 
proxy  in  the  Lords  Journals,  was  on  the 
26th  of  July  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
thirty-four,  when  the  bifhop  of  Kildare  and 
four  lords  were  allowed  to  be  abl'ent,  leav- 
ing their  proxies,  which  were  entered  in  the 
prefent  form  ; but  on  the  30th  of  July  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  thirty- four,  twen- 
ty-four proxies  were  entered,  four  and  five 
of  which  were  directed  to  one  lord  (a 
pra&ice  which  was  corrected  after  the  Ref- 
toration,  and  no  lord  allowed  to  have  more 
than  two).  The  lord  who  had  the  proxy 
was  introduced  in  the  name  and  place  of 
him  who  gave  it,  according  to  a form  which 
was  then  fettled,  with  a ftyle  of  declaration 
from  the  lords  who  had  thofe  proxies. 

On  the  1 6th  of  April  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  thirty- five  the  earl  of  Lon- 

inftances  of  this  practice  fince  which  period.it  has 
been  an  eftablifhed  privilege  in  Ireland.  It  is  to  be 
cbferved,  that,  by  an  order  in  1783,  a proxy  muft  be 
entered  before  the  houfe  rifes  the  next  fitting  day. 

Before  that  period  in  Ireland,  and  {till  in  England,  a 
proxy  muft  be  entered  before  prayers  on  that  day. 

donderry 
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• donderry  was  introduced  by  his  proxy,  di- 
rected to  the  earl  of  Ormond,  according  to 
this  practice,  which  feems  at  that  time  to 
have  been  a fettled  prevailing  cuftom  and 
form  in  the  houfe  of  lords. 

On  the  20th  of  March  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  forty,  it  was  ordered  that 
proxies  fhould  deliver  their  votes  in  the 
place  of  thofe  they  reprefented.  Many 
more  inftances  of  this  mode  of  proceeding 
occur  till  the  23d  of  May  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  and  fixty-fix,  when  vifcount  Beer- 
haven  was  introduced,  according  to  this 
form,  which  appears  to  be  the  laft  inftance 
of  this  practice,  as  it  cannot  be  traced 
after  the  Revolution,  though  the  cuftom  of 
entering  lords  as  prefent  by  proxy,  is  evi- 
dent from  the  beginning  of  the  journals, 
even  fo  low  as  the  year  one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  nineteen  ; and  poffibly  had  { 
been  more  induftrious,  I might  have  traced 
it  ftill  lower  : but  this  practice  is  now  obfo*^ 
lete,  and  no  inftance  of  it  occurs  for  above 
twenty  years  paft„ 
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I have  been  more  particular  in  tracing  CHAP, 
this  cuftom,  becaufe  the  privilege  of  pro-  v— 
tefting  by  proxy  depended  upon  it,  which 
is  a peculiar  cuftom,  not  to  be  traced  in  the 
records  of  the  lords  of  England  ; and  I 
(hall  conclude  this  head  with  the  remarkable 

cafe  of  the  earl  of  Waterford  foon  after  the

Reftoration. 

John  Talbot,  the  firft  earl  of  Shrewf- 
bury,  in  the  time  of  Henry  the  fixth,  was 
created  earl  of  Waterford  and  Wexford  in 
the  fame  reign.  He  forfeited  his  eftates 
and  titles,  by  an  adt  of  Henry  the  eighth, 
known  by  the  name  of  the  adft  of  abfentees. 

Titles  were  probably  in  thofe  early  days  ter- 
ritorial, and  appertained  to  certain  lands  and 
jurifdidtions. 

Charles  the  fecond  renewed  this  title  of 
earl  of  Waterford  ; and  the  earl  was  intro- 
duced by  his  proxy,  afligned  to  the  earl  of 
Clanricarde  the  10th  of  July  one  thoufand 
fix  hundred  and  fixty-one  ; but  the  lords 
placed  him  after  the  earl  of  Mountratb,  not 
Von.  II.  O accord** 
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• according  to  his  original  grant*  but  agree- 
ably to  the  renewal  of  his  title. 

On  the  5th  of  December  one  thoufand 
fix  hundred  and  fixty-one,  lord  Shrewfbury 
petitioned  againft  being  affeffed  in  a poll- 
bill,  though  he  had  no  eftate  in  Ireland. 
This  cafe  was  referred  to  a committee,  and 
gave  rife  alfo  to  an  enquiry,  whether  peers 
who  were  not  eftated  in  Ireland  could  give 
proxies.  This  is  perhaps  one  of  the  meft 
curious  cafes  in  the  Journals  of  parliament, 
as  it  involved  many  fubtle  queftions,  fave 
only  thofe  two  which  I have  cited,  of  lord 
Lifle  and  the  earl  of  Rochford,  two  Eng- 
lilh  peers,  who  appear  to  have  fat  in  the 
houfe  of  commons  of  Ireland. 


Of  the  orders  of  the  houfe  of  lords  I 
have  but  little  to  obferve.  In  the  feffion  of 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  thirty-four, 
it  is  very  perceivable  in  the  Journals,  that 
lord  Strafford  frequently  interfered,  and  en- 
deavoured 
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deavoured  to  render  their  forms  fimilar  to 
thofe  of  England  : the  main  body  of  their 
ftanding  orders  were  framed  in  that  feffion, 
and  others  have  been  added  lince ; fome 
of  which  have  been  adopted  in  one  thou- 
fand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-three,  upon 
the  revival  of  the  appellant  jurifdi&ion, 
when  the  orders  were  revifed  with  great 
care  and  much  labour  : the  clafling  them  in 
their  prefent  form,  and  arranging  thofe 
matters  which  correfponded  in  a regular  fe~ 
ries,  is  an  advantage  which  they  poffefs  over 
thofe  of  England  ; and  this  is  owing  to  the 
abilities  of  one  of  their  moft  eloquent  and 
beft- informed  members,  the  archbifhop  of 
Cafhel. 

The  privilege  of  protefting  by  proxy, 
which  is  unknown  in  England,  as  I never 
heard  of  it  there,  nor  could  trace  any 
inftance  of  it  in  their  Journals,  depends 
upon  a praftice  in  the  feflion  of  one  thou- 
fand  fix  hundred  and  thirty-four,  which  has 
been  already  explained ; namely,  the  cuflom 
of  lords  being  introduced  by  proxy  : the 
O 2 moft 
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moll  remarkable  inflance  of  which  was  in 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fixty-one,  in 
the  .cafe  of  lord  Shrewfbury,  earl  of  Water- 
ford and  Wexford  in  Ireland,  which  has 
been  cited  in  the  foregoing  remarks. 

In  England,  as  I heard  from  a very  in- 
telligent officer  of  the  houfe  of  lords,  to 
whom  I owe  much  information,  the  judges 
do  not  regularly  attend  to  carry  bills,  unlefs 
it  be  fuch  as  relate  to  the  royal  family; 
nor  at  any  other  time  unlefs  when  they  are 
particularly  called  upon  in  a body.

The  carrying  of  bills  is  generally  allotted 

in  England  to  the  mafters  in  chancery  ; two 
of  the  college  of  twelve  mailers  regularly 
attend  for  that  purpofe:  in  Ireland  a rota  is 
eftablifhed,  by  which  two  judges  always  at- 
tend, and  carry  money  bills  ; common  bills 
are  carried  by  the  four  mailers  in  chancery  ; 
and  two  judges  are  occafionally  ordered  to 
remain  in  town,  who  are  excufed  from  the 
circuits  for  this  and  other  purpofes. 


I have 
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I have  had  the  prefumption  to  hazard  a CHAP. 

conjecture,  that  this  cuftom  of  the  judges  

carrying  bills  originated  from  the  ancient 
practice  of  their  forming  the  refolutions 
of  the  two  houfes  into  bills  at  the  end 
of  t;he  feffion,  which  was  the  early  mode  of 
framing  laws,  nor  have  modern  times,  per- 
haps, devifed  a better  mode  of  legiflatioru 

The  orders  of  the  lords  of  Ireland  * are  fo 
accurately  tranfcribed  from  thofe  in  Eng- 
land, 

* The  {landing  orders  of  the  lords,  in  both  king- 
doms, contain  no  regulations  for  the  trials  of  peers. 

From  the  commencement  of  the  journals  there  are  but 
two  instances  of  thefe  trials  in  Ireland,  viz.  of  vif- 
coknt  Neterville  in  1 743  ; and'  of  lord  Santry  near  that 
period,  whofe  trial  is  not  recorded  in  the  journals,  as 
lord  Santry  was  tried  in  the  lord  high  Reward’s  court 
in  the  interval  of  parliament.  Both  of  them  were  in- 
dicted for  murder  : the  former  was  acquitted  ; the  latter 
found  guilty,  but  pardoned  as  to  his  life  ; though  the 
title  and  eft  ate  were  forfeited,  as  murder  of  malice 
prepetife  was  made  high  treafon  in  Ireland  by  an  aa  of 
the  10th  of  Hen.  VII.  c.  21. 

The  chancellor  Windham  was  the  firft,  and  the  only 
high  Reward  ever  appointed  in  that  kingdom  : a cir- 
cumftance  noted  in  his  epitaph  in  Salifbury  cathedral,,

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C H A p.  land,  that  very  little  alteration  is  obfervable; 
-y-w  and  fo  many  of  the  latter  have  been  adopted, 
that  from  memory  I can  only  recoiled:  one 
which  has  been  omitted;  namely,  an  order 
by  which  printing  the  works  of  peers  with- 
out their  confent  is  declared  a breach  of  pri- 
vilege. This  order,  it  is  faid,  was  adopted  in 
one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  twenty- 
one,  in  favour  of  Sheffield  duke  of  Bucking- 
hamfhire *  *.  I could  with  it  were  adopted, 
as  it  might  be  an  introdudion  to  the  fame 
iyftem  of  literary  protedion  in  Ireland, 
which  prevails  in  England.  If  there  be  any 
property  in  which  men  have  the  moft  de- 
cided right,  it  is  in  the  produdion  of  their 
own  underftandings  : literary  piracy  is  moft 
difgraceful,  and  the  pillage  of  the  writings 
of  other  men  prevents  our  own  exertions. 

On  both  the  above  trials  all  the  lords  were  fummoned, 
though  till  1773  a peer  might  have  been  tried  by  a jury 
of  twenty-three  peers,  in  the  high  lleward’s  court,  as 
was  the  cafe  in  England  before  the  Revolution  ; but  in 
1773  the  law  of  king  William  was  adopted,  by  which 
peers  are  now  to  be  tried  in  Ireland  as  they  are  in 
England.

mod  brilliant  of  noble  authors,  I cannot  t 
help  wiihing  for  a law  in  Ireland  to  protect 
literary  property  *. 

* In  the  foregoing  ftatement,  that  parliament 
which  was  held  by  King  James  the  fecond  in  1689-90, 
has  been  purpofely  omitted. 

The  firfl  a£t  of  this  parliament,  the  proceedings  of 
which  are  not  recorded  in  the  Journals,  was  the  en- 
tire repeal  of  Poyning’s  law,  by  which  the  king  gave 
his  confent  to  afts  without  the  advice  of  the  Englifli 
privy  council : from  this  circumftance,  with  others, 
that  parliament  was  confidered  to  be  illegally  con- 
vened. 

I have  obferved,  in  a curious  tra£I  upon  the  proceed- 
ings of  this  pretended  parliament,  one  a €t  among 
others  to  prohibit  the  importation  of  coals  from 
England,  and  hating  the  great  lofs  farmers  in  the 
neighbourhood  mult  fuftain,  by  not  fupplying  Dublin 
with  peat,  or  turf  as  it  is  called,  and  wood,  for  fuel. 

To  the  curious  it  may  probably  be  acceptable  to  re- 
cord one  odd  remnant  of  this  parliament  within  my 
own  memory,  viz.  that  the  robes  ufed  by  king  James 
the  fecond  were  worn  by  the  Irifti  viceroys  till  the  ad- 
miniftration  of  the  earl  of  Buckinghamfhire  in  1777, 
when  new  robes  were  fubftituted  in  their  place  bv 
order  of  his  majefty. 
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Lord  MOUNTMORRES's  SPEECH 
relative  fo  rehearing  Caufes . 

[Referred  to  in  • val.  i.i  p.  155.] 

THE  fixtieth  (landing  order  about  rehear- 
ing caufes  being  read,  as  follows: 

(<  No  petition  which  relates  the  rehearing 
« of  any  caufe,  or  part  of  a caufe,  formerly 
heatd  in  this  houfe,  lhall  be  read  the  fame 
«c  day  it  is  offered p but  (hall  lie  upon  the  table, 
and  a future  day  be  appointed  for  reading 
thereof,  after  twelve  of  the-  clock.” 

The  cafe  of  Magrath  verfus  lord  Mufkerry 
having  been  decided  in  favburof  the  latter,  upon 
a clofe  divifion  of  five  to  four,  three  weeks  before, 
lord  Perry  contended,  that  under  this  order  the 

caufe 
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caufe  might  be  reheard;  upon  which  the  author 
made  the  following  reply  : 

* 

<c  Were  I,  my  lords,  to  confult.my  own  in- 
clination, I would  certainly  remain  filent  upon 
the  prefent  important  and  arduous  queflion.  I 
ihould  be  forry,  however,  were  any  information 
which  I may  accidentally  poffefs,  loft  by  my 
filence ; it  is,  however,  but  too  true,  that  though 
I enter  once  more  into  the  fervice  of  this  houle 
with  the  fame  ardour  as  before,  yet  neither  my 
voice  nor  ftrength  are  calculated  to  anfwer  labo- 
rious difquifitions  : an  enfeebled  body  but  ill 
obeys  the  efforts  of  an  adtive  and  laborious  mind*. 

“It  were  to  be  wilhed,  my  lords,  that  the 
learned  vifcount  had  applied  his  ufual  induftry 
to  the  conftru&ion  of  the  fixtieth  lland’ng  order, 
before  he  had  pronounced  that  it  juflified,  or 
even  countenanced  the  dodtrine  of  rehearing  a 
caufe  already  decided  in  this  houfe.  I pay  due 
regard  to  the  public  atteftation  ; I pay  due  at- 
tention to  his  late  fituation  in  this  country,  in 
which  poffibly  no  man  has  ever  adted  with  more 
dignity,  or  in  more  difficult  times ; but  I confine 
myfelf  to  the  prefent  queflion,  without  any  re- 
ference to  what  is  paft.  It  is,  generally  fpeaking,

by 
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by  induftry  and  application  alone  to  a given  fub- 
jedt,  that  one  man  excels  another : and  for  this  we 
have  the  teftimony  of  the  greateft  luminary  that 
Providence  has  permitted  to  appear  among  men, 
I mean  that  of  fir  Ifaac  Newton  3 who  declared, 
that  he  was  not  confcious  of  any  advantage  above 
his  fellow-mortals,  more  than  what  conftant  un- 
wearied application  to  a given  fubjedt,  without 
fuffering  his  thoughts  to  be  diverted  from  it, 
had  produced : I fay,  this  teftimony  is  fufficient 
to  prove  that  intuitive  knowledge  is  not  allotted 
to  man. 

“ But,  my  lords,  we  have  before  us  a finking 
example  in  the  perfon  of  the  noble  prefident  of 
this  aftembly,  of  what  an  unwearied  attention  to 
his  profefiion  will  effedt,  fince  the  noble  and 
learned  lord  feems,  as  he  advances  in  years,  to 
advance  in  knowledge,  in  brevity,  and  in  per- 
fpicuity. 

“ The  order,  my  lords,  which  feems  to  coun- 
tenance the  dodtrine  of  rehearing  a caufe  already 
decided  in  this  houfe,  was  adopted,  together  with 
fourteen  other  orders,  in  one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  (even,  from  the  lords  of  England : 
no  preceding  cafe  in  our  journals  can  furnifh  a 
reafon  for  the  adoption.  Its  origin,  and  therea- 
fon  upon  which  it  is  built,  muft  be  traced  in  the 
records  of  the  lords  of  England.  I fhould  not, 

my 
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my  lords,  think  myfelf  qualified  for  fuch  an  in- 
veftigation,  were  it  not  that  I am  at  liberty  to 
mention,  that,  at  the  defire  of  the  noble  prefi- 
dent  of  this  afiembly,  I was  led  to  inform  my- 
felf upon  an  arduous  point  which  arofe  in  the 
Ely  caufe,  relative  to  the  mode  of  taking  the 
fudges  opinions : this  difcuffion  induced  me  to 
traverfe  the  voluminous  records  of  the  lords  of 
England,  without  guide  or  index ; and  I fpeak 
from  notes  which  1 have  accurately  taken,  from 
the  commencement  of  their  journals. 

“ Two  principles  I fhall  apply  to  the  con- 
ftrudtion  of  the  fixtieth  Handing  order  : the  firft, 
That  caufes  were  not  originally  heard  by  the  lords 
of  England,  but  by  feledt  committees  of  that 
houfe  : the  fecond,  That  all  judicial  matters  re- 
main in  the  fame  Hate  from  one  feffion  to  ano- 
ther ; and  if  interrupted  by  prorogation  or  difto- 
lution,  are  taken  up  at  the  point  where  they  were 
difcontinued.  The  firft  tends  to.ftiew,  that  re- 
hearing caufes  might  have  anciently  prevailed, 
though  it  can  no  longer  be juftified  : the  fecond 
proves,  that  the  fixtieth  order  relates  to  a dif- 
ferent proceeding,  and  by  no  means  juftifies  the 
principle  which  is  countenanced  by  the  noble 
vifcount. 

“ To  many,  my  lords,  I may  probably  appear 
to  riigrefs  into  an  unnecefiary^  parade  of  parlia^ 
s mentary 
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mentary  knowledge  ; but  if  I fhonld  be  ho- 
noured with  the  attention  of  your  lordfhips,  I 
t'ruft  I fhall  n6't  only  prove  the  principles,  but 
apply  and  conned  them  with  the  queftion  under 
your  lordfliips  confideration. 

“ The  firft  writ  of  error  that  I can  trace  in 
the  journals  of  the  lords  of  England,  is  entered 
the  25th  of  February  one  thoufand  five  hundred 
and  eighty  ; and  in  one  thoufand  five  hundred 
and  eighty-five  the  fecond  writ  of  error  was 
brought  in  by  the 'chief  juftice  fir  Chriftopher 
Wraye,  when  the  ptefent  form  of  their  intro- 
duction waseftablifhed. 

c£  I am  at  a lofs,  my  lords,  to  account  for  the 
mode  in  which  caufes  were  decided  before  that 
time,  unlefs  a curious  report  of  the  iff  of  May 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  eighty-nine  can 
throw  fome  light  upon  the  queftion.  This  re- 
lated to  an  aCt  of  the  14th  of  Edward  the  third, 
and  a declaration  that  it  was • (till  in  force;  by 
that  law,  according  to  the  opinion  of  the  great 
antiquarian,  Mr.  Petyt,  who  was  confulted,  five 
lords  were  to  be  appointed  to  try  caufes,  with  the 
affiftance  of  the  j 'ages  of  the  law.  I offer  this  as 
a conjecture ; but  when  I compare  it  with  the 
names  of  the  triers  of  petitions,  which  appear 
in  the  journals  from  the  commencement,  in  the 
firft  year  of  Henrythe  eighth,  where  I find  thofe

triers  nominated,  and  the  quorum  of  five  ap- 
pointed, with  the  names  of  the  judges,  and  other 
particulars,  according  to  the  regulations  of  that 
aCt  of  parliament,  I cannot  but  think  that  caufes 
were  tried  by  this  delegated  power  in  early 
times. 

cc  On  the  4th  of  June  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
and  twenty-one  I find  committees  firft  named 
for  trying  caufes;  and  the  earl  of  Bridgewater 
reports  at  length  the  rules  of  their  proceedings, 
which  were  agreed  to  by  the  houfe;  and  the 
powers  given  to  thefe  committees  to  fend  for 
papers,  records,  &c.  from  any  court. 

<f  In  the  reign  of  James  the  firft  an  appeal 
from  a decree  in  the  court  of  chancery  was 
heard  before  lords  committees ; their  decifion 
and  the  execution  thereof  were  refitted  by  the 
lord  keeper,  the  bifhop  of  Lincoln,  and  he  re- 
fufed  to  obey  their  order ; but  their  powers  upon 
a reference  were  (Lengthened  by  the  houfe,  and 
the  lord  keeper,  after  fome  difficulty,  was  obliged 
to  acquiefce. 

“ This  was  the  firft  appeal,  my  lords,  from 
the  court  of  chancery ; but  it  is  (till  more  cele- 
brated as  an  appeal  from  a decree  of  that  brighteft 
name  in  the  walks  of  fcience,  but  degraded  cha- 
racter in  the  records  of  the  law,  lord  Bacon ; be- 
caufe  the  proceedings  againft  him  were  ordered 

by 
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by  the  lords  to  be  extracted  from  their  journals, 
and  depofited  among  the  archives  of  the  court 
of  chancery,  as  a perpetual  memorial  of  his 
corruption  and  punifhment. 

“ I have  many  other  inftances  upon  my  notes, 
of  the  proceedings  of  thofe  committees,  but 
will  not  trouble  your  lordfhips  with  unneceffary 
proofs;  the.  lafl  inftance  was  the  2d  of  January 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  feventy- three, 
where  it  was  entered.  That  the  committee  to 
which  Skinner  againft  the  Eaft- India  Company 
was  referred,  be  revived. 

“ That  it  was  the  pradlice  to  refer  caufes  to 
committees  after  the  Reftoration,  appears  from 
this  extract,  and  from  a fpeech  of  the  chancellor 
lord  Shaftefbury  ; which  not  only  tends  to  prove 
what  I afiert,  but  alfo  the  cuftom  of  morning  and 
evening  fittings  in  the  convivial  days  of  the  fe~ 
cond  Charles. 

<c  Lord  Shaftefbury,  in  a fpeech  in  one  thou- 
fand fix  hundred  and  feventy- five,  fays,  <c  I have 
€c  heard  of  twenty  foolifh  models  and  expedients 
€t  to  fecure  the  juftice  of  the  nation,  and  to 
<c  take  this  right  from  your  lordfhips ; (I  muft 
(C  deal  freely  with  your  lordfhips;)  thefe  thoughts 
cc  never  could  have  arifen  in  men’s  minds,  but 
<c  that  there  has  been  fome  kind  of  provocation 

fC  that  has  given  the  firfl  rife  to  it. 

6 « Pray, 
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ff  Pray,  my  lords,  forgive  me  on  this  occafion : 
<c  I put  you  in  mind  of  committee  dinners,  and 
cc  the  fcandal  of  them,  and  thofe  droves  of  ladies 
<c  that  attended  all  caufesj  it  was  come  to  that  pals, 
“ that  men  even  hired  or  borrowed  their  handfome 
“ wives  or  daughters  to  deliver  their  petitions.’* 
£c  The  application  that  I fhall  make  of  this 
principle,  my  lords,  is,  that  in  early  times  fuch  a 
practice  might  have  obtained ; that  the  lords  might 
have  reheard  what  was  decided  by  a delegation, 
or  by  a committee,  for  the  fame  reafon,  that  in 
England  decrees  made  by  the  mafter  of  the  rolls 
are  reheard  by  the  chancellor : and  this  principle  of 
rehearing  was  explained  to  us  by  the  noble  prefi- 
dent  of  this  aflembly  in  his  able  and  neceffary 
amendments  to  a late  ecclefiaftical  bill,  when  he 
informed  us  of  the  rules  and  pradtice  of  his  court, 
and  prefcribed,  that  the  report  of  a mafter  under 
that  adt,  fhould  be  fubjedled  to  the  revifion  of  the 
chancellor,  from  whom  his  power  was  derived. 
But  as  no  inftance  of  fuch  a delegated  pow'er 
to  a committee  from  the  lords  of  England  oc- 
curs in  this  century,  and  never  obtained  in  this 
houfe,  the  dodtrine  can  no  longer  operate  when 
the  houfe  hears  caufes  in  its  own  capacity,  and 
as  the  high  court  of  parliament. 

<c  The  next  principle  will,  I hope,  explain 
the  true  value  and  meaning  of  the  fixtieth  (land- 
ing 
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ing  order : every  one  knows  that  all  legiQative 
matters  die  upon  a prorogation  or  diflolution  j 
but  the  rule  is  the  reverie  in  judicial  proceedings, 
which  are  tranfmitted  from  one  felTion  to  another, 
and  taken  up  where  they  are  left  off*.  I afiert 
therefore,  that  if  this  houfe  had  heard  two  coun- 
sel this  day,  or  all  the  counfel  in  a caufe,  and  if 
the  parliament  fhould  be  prorogued  or  difiolved 
this  night,  they  would  proceed  to  hear  the  reft,  or 
debate  upon  their  judgment,  at  the  precife  ftage 
where  the  caufe  was  interrupted. 

fC  This  I aftert;  but  the  aftertion  may  be  proved 
by  a reference  to  a report  of  the  lords  in  England 
on  the  29th  of  March  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
and  feventy  - three,  where  thisdodtrine  is  laid  down 
upon  a long  and  uniform  detail  of  the  precedents 
from  the  earlieft  times.  Let  us  now,  my  lords, 
advert  to  the  order  itfelf,  as  it  (lands  in  the  Eng- 
lifti  journals,  on  the  14th  of  February  one  thou- 
fand fix  hundred  and  ninety-four.  The  order  fays, 
<c  That  petitions  for  rehearing,  which  have  been 
heard  in  the  whole  or  in  part,  fhall  lie  upon  the 
table,  and  a day  be  appointed  for  taking  them 
into  confideration.”  Had  it  Laid,  “ Caufes  which 
have  been  decided  in  this  houfe,”  the  conftruclion 
adopted  by  the  noble  vifcount  would  have  been 
manifeft ; but  a preceding  caufe,  which  was 
handed  over  from  the  foregoing  feftion,  and 
Vol.  II.  P which 
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which  was  then  depending,  clearly  fhews  that  it 
had  a reference  to  beginning  the  caufe,  and  hear- 
ing the  counfel  again  ; for  which  purpofe  peti- 
tions had  probably  been  prefented, 

<c  Before  I conclude,  I mud  differ  from  a learned 
lord*  in  his  affertion,  that  no  fuch  proceeding 
appears  in  the  Englifh  or  Irifh  Journals;  fince  I 
can  produce  two  inftances  of  rehearing  caufes, 
one  in  England,  the  other  in  Ireland  ; but  both 
of  them  are  fuch  dangerous  precedents,  fo  irre- 
gular, and  of  fo  violent  a tendency,  that  I truft 
no  reference  will  be  made  to  them  with  a defign 
to  draw  them  into  examples. 

“ The  flrft  inftance  to  which  I allude  is 
that  of  the  Irifh  chancellor  Loftus. 

“ Lord  Strafford  had  made  a violent  decree 
againft  him  at  the  council-board,  had  fequeftered 
the  great  feal,  and  imprifoned  him,  for  difobedi- 
ence  to  this  decree ; which  forms  an  article  of  his 
impeachment.  Upon  an  appeal  to  the  lords  of 
England  in  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty- 
two,  that  decree  was  reverfed;  but  thirty- three 
years  afterwards,  in  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
and  feventy-five,  the  caufe  was  reheard  upon  pe- 
tition. After  much  debate,  and  a ftrong  proteft 
againft  it,  with  many  names  annexed,  the  caufe 


* The  chief  juftice  lord  Clonmell. 
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was  put  off  to  the  next  feffion,  and  afterwards 
to  that  of  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  feventy- 
feven,  by  a fifteen  month's  prorogation,  when  it 
was  finally  difmiffed. 

“ The  fecond  inflance  is,  that  of  Vernon 
againfl  Vernon  in  this  houfe  in  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  five.  On  the  14th  of  June 
this  decree  was  reverfed  ; next  day  a petition  to 
rehear  the  caufe  was  prefented,  which  was  met 
by  a previous  queflion ; and  the  prayer  of  it  to 
rehear  the  caufe  would  certainly  have  been  nega- 
tived, according  to  the  well-known  rule  of  this 
houfe,  (where  a calling  voice  is  allowed  in  no 
cafe,)  by  the  equality  of  voices,  had  not  proxies  * 
been  called  for,  when  the  queflion  was  carried 
by  abfentees  againfl  your  lordffiips'  anceflors, 
who  oppofed  that  dangerous  principle. 

<f  The  lafl  infiance  I fhall  mention,  is  from 
the  bed  of  times,  when  liberty  was  mofl  pre- 
dominant, and  flouriihed  under  lord  Somers  in 
the  Englifh  houfe  of  lords  ; I mean  that  of  the 
mode  of  getting  rid  of  an  obnoxious  judgment. 

When  the  arbitrary  judgment  obtained  by  James 
the  fecond,  as  duke  of  Y ork,  againfl  Titus  Oates 
for  a libel,  had  been  affirmed  upon  a writ  of

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error  after  the  Revolution,  that  confirmation  was 
univerfally  unpopular  : recourfe,  however,  was 
not  had  to  rehearing  the  caufe,  but  a law  was 
made,  and  that  judgment  fet  afide,  by  the  fove- 
reign  authority  of  an  ad  of  parliament. 

“ I (hall  conclude,  my  lords,  with  remarking, 
that  the  fum  and  fubftance  of  what  I could  wifh 
to  imprefs  on  your  lordlhips,  as  far  as  an  en- 
feebled voice  will  permit,  is,  firfb.  That  in  anci- 
ent times,  as  the  houfe  of  lords  in  England  thought 
proper  to  ad  in  a judicial  capacity  by  deputation 
or  by  a committee,  the  principle  of  rehearing 
caufes  might  then  have  obtained ; but  as  fuch 
a pradice  never  obtained  here,  nor  in  England 
during  this  century,  caufes  that  have  been  de- 
cided by  the  high  court  of  parliament  cannot 
now  be  reheard. 

cc  Secondly,  That  the  fixtieth  (landing  order 
relates  clearly  to  caufes  which  have  been  de- 
layed, or  put  off  to  another  fefiion,  and  to 
rehearing  the  counfel ; and  by  no  means  juftifies 
the  dodrine  of  rehearing  the  whole  merits  of 
fuch  cafes  as  have  been  decided. 

cc  Refpeding  the  obvious  and  popular  point 
of  the  argument,  thus  much  I (hall  prefume  to 
fay,  That  if  caufes  were  to  be  reheard,  there 
would  be  no  end  of  decifions : this  houfe  w?ould 
then  be  a houfe  of  plufieurs  reJorts>  and  not  of 

dernier 
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dernier  refort;  a houfe  of  many  applications, 
and  not  of  final  judgment;  and  the  celebrated 
Latin  epigram  upon  the  tedioufnefs  and  uncer- 
tainty of  the  Aulic  council  aflembled  at  Spires, 
might  then  be  wrote  over  the  entrance  of  this 
houfe,  Lites  ibi  fpirant , fed  nunquam  expirant. 

“ My  lords,  I feel  mylelf  much  exhaufled  ; 
but  what  is  worfe,  I fear  that  I have  exhaufled  the 
patience  of  your  lordfhips ; for  which  I have  no 
other  apology  to  make  than  a reliance  on  the 
politenefs  and  attention  of  this  afTembly. 

<c  Whether  or  not  my  obfervations  may  de- 
fer ve  for  a moment  your  lordfhips’  confidera- 
tion,  or  attra6l  the  attention  of  my  honoured 
countrymen,  I will  not  prefume  to  determine ; 
but  of  this  1 am  certain,  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
every  man  in  my  fituation  to  endeavour  at  lead 
to  merit  your  attention;  I will  not  fay  by  brilliant 
and  luminous  eloquence,  but  by  early  induflry  and 
indefatigable  application  to  the  privileges  of  this 
houfe,  to  the  rights  of  this  country,  to  the  ad- 
miniflration  of  juflice  in  the  lafl  inflanc  e,  to  the 
credit  of  our  revived  judicature,  and  to  the 
principles  of  our  lately-rellored  and  invaluable 
conflitution.”

pIRST,  You  are  to  take  into  your  conli- 
deration  ail  the  native  commodities  of  the 
growth  and  production  of  this  his  majefty’s 
kingdom  of  Ireland ; and  how  they  may  be  or- 
dered, nourifhed,  increafed,  and  manufactured, 
to  the  employment  of  his  majefty’s  people,  and 
to  the  belt  advantage  of  the  public  j and  to  con- 
fider  by  what  way,  any  of  the  manufactures  in  the 
faid  kingdom  are  corrupted,  debafed,  and  dis- 
paraged ; and  by  what  probable  means,  they  may 
be  reftored  and  maintained  in  their  ancient  good- 
nefs  and  reputation. 

Secondly,  You  are  to  confider  whether  in  the 
faid  kingdom  of  Ireland  the  importation  ftf  fo- 
reign commodities  doth  not  overbalance  the  ex- 
portation of  fuch  as  are  native  ; and  how  to  ad- 
vife  and  propound  the  moft  effectual  means,  that 
in  the  faid  kingdom  the  importations  may  not 
exceed  the  exportations.

requires)  reap  the  benefit  intended  to  them  by 
fuch  leagues,  in  relation  to  their  trade  in  foreign 
parts/ 

Eighthly,  You  are  to  confider  how  there  may 
be,  that  equal  diftribution  of  trade  and  manufac- 
ture in  the  kingdom,  which  will  moft  conduce  to 
the  general  good  of  his  majefty’s  loving  fubjedts 
therein.

government  encumbered  with  the  variety  of  af- 
fairs relating  to  the  prefervation  of  the  whole,  as 
Q^2  thefe 
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thefe  late  horrid  Popifli  plots  have  brought  us 
under. 

For,  before  the  duke’s  removal,  mod  of  the 
pi  ivy  council,  and  other  principal  miniflers  of 
flate,  feemed  exceeding  fond  of  all  propofals 
tending  to  the  improvement  of  the  trade  and 
manufadure  of  the  nation,  and  refolved  to  put 
the  a 61  of  parliament  for  the  linen  manufacture 
in  practice  at  Chapel  Izod. 

And  although  I gave  my  opinion  againfl  the 
Report  of  the  Council  of  Trade,  and  my  argu- 
ment at  council-table  againfl  the  pradice  of  that 
ad,  until  a parliament  met  to  mend  it;  yet  they 
were  pleafed  not  only  to  make  an  experiment  in 
the  cafe,  but  alfo  to  pitch  upon  myfelf  (admit- 
ting of  no  excufe)  to  manage  it;  which,  after 
three  or  four  months  folicitation,  I only  fubmit- 
ted  to,  until  fome  other  fit  perfon  could  be  pro- 
cured : but  the  duke  removing  what  difcourage- 
ments  I received,  and  lofs  and  damage  I fuf- 
tained,  under  the  regency  of  his  fuccefTors,  I 
fhall  give  an  account  of  in  my  treatife  of  manu- 
fadures,  which  will  give  fome  farther  evidence 
of  the  difference  betwixt  a kingdom  being  go- 
verned by  perfons  peculiarly  interefled  in  its 
profperity,  or  by  aliens  to  its  peculiar  intereil.

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Thus  we  fee  how  very  attentive  the  govern- 
ment was  during  this  adminiftration  to  promote 
the  trade  of  Ireland ; nor  were  their  efforts  li- 
mited by  inquiry  and  {peculation,  but  carried 
into  practice  and  effeCt. 

After  the  impolitic  reftraint  upon  the  exporta- 
tion of  live  cattle  from  Ireland  into  England  in 
one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fixty-feven,  the  king 
took  into  confideration  the  Ioffes  and  fufferings 
of  his  Irifti  fubjeCts  j and  by  an  order  of  the 
Englifli  council  to  the  government  of  Ireland, 
they  were  enjoined  to  iffue  a proclamation,  de- 
claring a liberty  of  trade  from  Ireland  to  all 
countries,  the  Englifli  plantations  and  places  oc- 
cupied by  the  India  and  other  companies  in  Eng- 
land only  excepted. 

In  confequence  of  this  encouragement,  the 
duke  of  Ormond  obtained  a large  colony  of 
Flemings,  through  fir  William  Temple’s  influ- 
ence, in  the  Low  Countries,  who  were  provided 
with  houfes  at  Chapel  Izod  for  fome  time,  where 
they  fet  up  a manufacture  of  hemp  and  flax, 
which  had  been  firft  attempted  to  be  introduced 
into  Ireland  in  lord  Strafford’s  adminiftration, 
from  whence  the  colonifts  were  difperfed  in  the 
north  and  other  parts  of  Ireland,  and  eftablifhed 
the  linen  manufacture. 


A fcheme 
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A fcheme  was  alfo  put  into  execution  for  a 
fine  woollen  manufacture  fimilar  to  the  Norwich 
fluffs,  which  appears  to  have  gained  fome 
ground,  till  it  was  afterwards  checked  by  the  inter- 
dicts and  prohibitions  of  the  Englifh  parliament. 

Cromwell’s  policy  in  fupporting  France  againfl 
Spain  has  been  condemned  by  fome  able  politi- 
cians; but  the  Englifh  manufactures  appear  to 
have  fuffered  materially  by  the  interdict  of  the 
trade  with  Spain,  and  from  the  lofs  of  that  im- 
portant material,  Spanifh  wool ; of  which,  it  is 
faid,  our  fuperfine  cloths  are  entirely  fabricated. 
Charles  the  fecond  had  the  good  fortune  to  con- 
clude a beneficial  treaty  with  Spain  in  one  thou- 
fand  fix  hundred  and  fixty-feven ; of  which  fir 
William  Temple  fays  on  the  authority  of  Mr. 
Godolphin,  the  ambafiador,  who  negociated  that 
treaty,  <c  That  it  would  make  many  a rich  man 
<c  in  England.” 

A manufacture  eflablifhed  upon  the  refloration 
of  this  valuable  article,  and  of  our  lucrative  trade 
with  Spain,  was  happily  imagined : but  the  only 
remnant  of  the  ancient  woollen  trade,  which  has 
preferved  any  credit  or  reputation,  and  flourifhed 
like  the  Arbutus  through  fo  many  inclement 
winters,  (for  fuch  the  jealoufy  of  England  which 
has  prevailed  for  more  than  a century,  till  Ireland 
obtained  a free  trade  in  one  thoufand  feven  hun- 
dred 
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dred  and  eighty,  appears  to  be,)  was  a fmall  ma- 
nufacture, which  was  eftabliftied  under  the  care  of 
Mr.  Lawrence,  for  fine  ratteens  in  the  village  of 
Carrick,  upon  the  duke  of  Ormond's  own  eftate : 
thefe  ratteens  are  made  altogether  of  Spanifh 
wool;  they  were  always  efteemed  for  their  fine- 
nefs,  and  have  been  in  requeft  even  for  gala 
dreffes  at  the  fetes  at  the  caftle  of  Dublin.  The 
introduction  and  culture  of  manufactures  is  labo- 
rious, often  tedious  and  difficult;  but  when 
once  they  are  rooted  in  the  habits  and  induftry 
of  any  people,  fubfequent  difcouragement  will 
not  always  effect  their  annihilation ; of  which  re- 
mark this  manufacture,  eflablifhed  in  Carrick  by 
the  duke  of  Ormond,  is  a ftrong  proof  and  a 
clear  illuftration. 

This  account  of  the  proceedings  of  the  council 
of  trade  is  the  more  valuable,  as  perhaps  Mr. 
Lawrence  has  preferved  a record  which  is  not 
now  to  be  traced  in  any  hiflory  or  journal : this 
appears  to  have  been  an  extract  from  the  books  of 
the  privy  council ; but  unfortunately  all  the 
records  of  that  board,  antecedent  to  the  Hanover 
fuccelfion,  were  deftroyed  by  a great  fire,  which 
burned  the  council  office  and  other  parts  of  the 
caftle  of  Dublin  at  that  period.  A greater  lofs 
to  the  archives  of  Ireland  could  have  fcarcely 
happened ; the  council  being  not  only  an  efficient 
0^4  part 
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part  of  the  executive  power,  but  alfo  a part  of 
the  legiQature  in  former  times,  under  Poynings’ 

law. 

The  intelligent  reader  will  perceive  that  the 
enquiries  and  proportions  in  the  council  of  trade 
would  apply  with  equal  force  to  the  improvement 
of  Ireland,  at  the  prefent  period. 


The  progrefs  of  manufafhires  is  tardy,  and 
the  eftablifhment  of  any  branch  of  trade  in  a 
country  requires  the  period  of  a generation ; be- 
caufe  thofe  who  are  employed  muft  have  been 
trained  from  their  early  years,  and  educated  for 
that  particular  branch  of  trade  from  their  in- 
fancy. 

The  mod  effectual  method  of  promoting  trade 
and  manufa&ures  in  Irela'nd  woufcl  be  by  the 
erection  of  one  or  more  houfes  of  induftry  in 
each  county,  whereby  idlenefs  might  be  pu- 
nifhed,  the  real  pauper  relieved,  children  early 
trained  to  habits  of  induftry,  and  enabled  to  ac- 
quire, in  their  tender  years,  that  knowledge 
which  might  qualify  them  to  gain  a livelihood  in 
fome  ufeful  branch  of  trade. 

"When  I mentioned  thefe  eftablifhments  elfe- 
where  *,  that  part  of  this  work  was  printed,  and  I 
* See  above,  p.  Ji8, 
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was  not  then  apprized  that  fuch  a fyftem  had  been 
in  the  contemplation  of  the  Irifh  and  of  the 
Englilh  government  foon  after  the  Revolution. 

For  this  curious  fa£l,  I am  indebted  to  the 
liberal  communication  of  a very  eminent  political 
and  commercial  writer,  through  whofe  friendlhip 
I was  favoured  with  an  infpedlion  of  the  records 
of  the  board  of  trade ; in  which  I found,  that  on 
the  22d  of  April  1697,  a propofal  to  this  effect 
had  been  made  by  Mr.  Collis  and  fome  others, 
to  the  lords  juflices  and  council  of  Ireland,  re- 
quelling  a recommendation  for  a royal  charter 
for  this  falutary  purpole  ; a propofition  which 
was  accordingly  recommended  to  the  Englifli 
privy  council,  and  referred  by  them  to  the  con- 
fideration  of  the  board  of  trade,

In  this  parliament,  which  reprefented  the  three  kingdoms,  the 
number  of  county  members,  and  the  change  in  the  members  for 
boroughs,  are  Well  worthy  of  attention  : the  counties  are  in  capi- 
tals, and  the  towns  in  fmall  letters  *,  the  chief  juftice  Hale,  and 
the  nine  peers,  who  were  members  of  the  houfe  of  commons, 
are  marked  in  italicks. — By  one  of  the  laws  palled  in  this  parlia- 
ment, and  preferved  in  Scobell’s  colle&ion,  the  cultoms  and  ex- 
cifes  were  to  be  the  fame  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  books 
of  rates  were  formed  according  to  this  regulation  : a circum- 
ftance  which  was  mentioned  in  17 §5  by  the  author  in  a fpeech, 
after  the  propofitions  were  laid  afide  in  the  Irilh  parliament. 

There  was  another  parliament  called  the  1 7th  of  September 
1 656  by  Oliver  Cromwell,  for  the  three  kingdoms;  and  a third 
alfo  fummoned  by  Richard  Cromwell,  for  the  three  kingdoms, 
the  27th  of  January  1658.
